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• INTRODUCTION 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These’ records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various Nuernberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

TJiey are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
commitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 


The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IMT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 5 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-Korld War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the firti, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the-Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

and personnel departments of the Works Combine, Lower Rhine. 

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wolfen-Farben plants; and production chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Kehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant Colonel). 

Walter Duerrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Sparte III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and. arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwii*t*chafts- 
fuehrer. ~

Hoinrich Gattineau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals.

Friedrich Jaehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; chief 
engineer in charge of construction and physical plant 
development; Chairman of the Engineering Committee; and 
Deputy Chief, Works Combine, Main Valley. 

August von Knieriem: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief Counsel of Farben; and Chairman, 
Legal and Patent Committees. 

Carl Krauch: Chairman of the Aufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Generalbevo1lmaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen der Chemischen 
Erzeugung (General Plenipotentiary for Special Questions 
of Chemical Production) on Goering's staff in the Office 
of the 4-Year Plan. 

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader at Leverkusen, 
Elberfeld, Uerdingen, and Dormagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Commercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyestuffs for Hungary, 

Rumania, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Commissar for the Falkenau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautenschlaeger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hoechst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, organic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA. 

Fritz ter Meer: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 
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Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Commercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Hermann Schmitz: Chairman of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Command by participation in the preparation of 
tho 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines.! The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health.

of millions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming chat regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while IS were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriera, Kuehne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

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All defendants were credited with tine already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more commissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one notion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
■and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4.2S7 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation.'"'These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IKT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKK (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til 19; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case. 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M895. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Criminate Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in 15 volumes as 
Triale of War Criminate Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Lau No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

A. Tho Conventions *hich I hevo iiontioned oro divided according 
to products. Those products oro produced in aloost all industrial countries. 
Tho technique of production is goner all;- known. It is a woll-known fact 
that whon production capacity in this field is fully exploited, the ; a-o- 
ducticr. can be v.ry cheap, so th.ro is rl.;:.ys the dang r that tho remufantu- 
urers would atteapt to dis. os,. of their surplus products <nt very low 
prices. This, of necessity, leius to int.tr..tionnl agrecaont which, as I 
said, had existed for decades. The Conventions tier., as a rule of short 
duration, usually one year, in bra.r to be .able to adapt then to tho 
existing tr.rket conrt taor.s. 

These Chonical Conventions brought .ith thorn ^rice stabilization,

which was desirable for the census-r too, especially sinco it was known tliat 
Price fixing was always appropriate -nd never extreme. 
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Q ..hat was the significance of these conventions within the 
over-all framework of the cartel system of Farben? 

A ’tost of these short tern agreements were considered as cur¬ 
rent business and therefore were quite unimportant as compared with 
the big Farben cartels, 

Q lir, Haefliger, in what spirit were the negotiations for these 
conventions carried out, as far as you ware present’ 

A Purely business and fair understanding, 

Q .mat questions were dealt with primarily in these conventions? 

A Itostly adjusting the anoim t of deliveries of the various mem¬ 
bers. The calculations were made by a confidential person. Also the 
doing army with difficulties which often existed with one partner or 
another. The representatives wanted to sell their product becauso they 
lived on conaissior.s, and this often brought about difficulties not 
among the manufacturers but among tho agonts who had to be talcon caro 
of in some way at such meetings so that everyone was satisfied. 

Then of course prices were discussed and something that was very 
inportant. outside questions that always came up, that is, competition 
which was felt, and underbidding. 

Q T’hese negotiations which you have just mentioned - wore poli¬ 
tical matters ever brought up for discussion or did political considera¬ 
tions have any influor.ee on the course of the negotiations? 

A Ito, certainly net. he weren't political people; we were com¬ 
mercial people. ' 

Q Vlas this not changed after 1S33’ 

A Urt after 1933 too the negotiations were held in the spirit 
which I have describe a. Wo want on the principle of "busings as usual.” 
The change in the German government was a fact which we accepted, which 
we took into the bargain. If ai *r difficulties arose, we had to overcome 
them, be wanted to go on with our business as it had always been; noth-* 
ing else, just as if a new protective tarrif came in anotlier country. Vfe 
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had to nanage to adapt ourselves to it, find a way out, or send the 
o°°ds to someplace else. Those wore the difficulties which of course 

beco-as greater and greater. 

Q ISr. Haefliger, if I nay as!: you, did you take advantage of 
these conventions associations perhaps in order to increase Germany 
toilitary strength at the cost of otner countries, the countries which 
later tec*.* Gernany's enemies? Or porhaps in order to carry on Hnai 
propoganda abroad? 

* !!o, that is quite out of the question. 

Q Did you observe any such attempts by other Germans presont 
at these negotiations? 

A :;oj if I had noticed any such thing, such Uctlossness, I 
certainly would have stopped it ixuodiately. 

Q After 1933 were those conventions always renewed in the anno 
"»7 whon they ran out? 

A Yes, nothing was changed. This fact is tho best proof that 
Farbon did not atteapt to push t!w foroign firns to the rail and v/oakon 
foreign strength, as has been allowed hore, because if Farbon had in¬ 
tended this she could have stopped these conventions and begun a price 
war to achieve as great an export as possible. The few tomporary oases 
of dissension which I observed in alnost thirty years rrero never by 
Farbon. .-irben "as always interested in keeping poace and compromising. 

Q !-. Haofliger, after 1933, aside fron the old conventions r/hich 
wore renewed, were there any now conventions in which Farbon partici-* 

t 

pated in your sector? 

A Yes. This is again proof of the fact that Farben»s policy 
was dictated by business considerations.

Jchr. and James 7&ite, Ltd., Chemical manufacturers, SJiar:- 
fieli works, Rutherglen, Scotland. Tho affiant testifies on the inter¬ 
na t ion convention regarding the bichrorae industry to which the follow- 
ir.S countries were parties: U.S.A., Greit Britian, Germany, Franco, and 
3elgiun. The witness testifies that the defendant Haefligor attended 
several meetings of this convention as a representative of I. G. Fcrbon. 
:.'.e ■•■itr.es a, who himself ves prosent at various confer one os in which tho 
toms of the convention :*rc discussed from time to tine, testifies that 
the convention was initiated and oporotod entirely for co-rercial roasons 
and that no question of international policies over arose. He states that 
those conferences ware purely husinoss ooctings attnnded by businossnon 
:;ith no thought of international affairs, except free tha cnglo of socur- 
ir-C A fair distribution of raw materials and bichrono production. 

As to tho ettitudo supplied by tho defendant Haofligor on those 
occasions, the witness testifios, I nay quotes 

"* rononbor that It. Haofligor attondod sono of those conforoncos 
as a representative of I. 0. Farbon. I have no hesitation in stating * 
t.-.at ho nado np attoapt to introduco any politics or propaganda and I 
cannot find in qy contracts with hin any indication that ho was interested 
In ISasi or Geraan propaganda. »> such attempts would have boon tolorated 
0; * ne nor, I think, by any other member of tho convention." 

Tho affiant concludes his statement by saying that all parties 
over a long period of years were satisfied with the working of the con¬ 
vention and with the general attitude adopted by the various companies.

The affiant who had known the defendant 
since 1932 corroborates the statement of the affiant Janes Fairlio.

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This is an affidavit of Kenneth Henry Wilson of Park Kail Hide mins ter, 
c h a irm a n of the Lessrs.

The affiant testifies on the international phos¬ 
phorus convention, of which I. 0. wma a party. He states that this 
convention was initiated and operated for purely oornercial reasons and 
that no question of international policies was ever discussed at the 
nestings of this convention. Ho states that especially the dsfendant 
as a representative of I. G. never rode any Kazi propogcnda or attested 
to gather strategical information about 3ritish and foreign industries 
in this field.

I always thought of 
Germany a S representing tho defensive point of view. I wps vary impress¬ 
ed by thu speech of tho Swiss President, llotta, who, in 1933, s*id in p 
speoch that Switzerland h»d to rea-in arced and then ho said, "Thoso n»- 
tions who do not sp-feguerd, or widon their military defense mepsuros will 
be the s°d pray of invasion." On the occasion of the Swiss festival on 
1 -ugust, 1934, I auotod that speoch in qy ca.p*city »s Swiss Consul to 
my countrymen pnd I =dded the following concent-ry: I quote from my 
speech: "These pro profoundly Swiss courageous *nd statesman-like words. 
They do not criticize at ell these events which hpppened, thoso events 
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rr.ich happened and *re still happening in other countries. They merely 
de=*r.d in *n impressive manner that nc want to bo independent and fr^o 
masters of our own destiny* For that purpose an “ppropriate defense 
fore* which sh^ll secure our fruodoc shall bo est*blishsd. On the other 
har.d, this speech also strtod that *ny other country should have tho samo 
inalienable rights and I continued that those words shall be engraved in 
our minds and serve *.s the guiding principle for nil our actions." 

I could quite many other passages from ay speeches which show ay 
f“ith in the maintenance of peace; in the interest of time, however, I 
shall liait cyself to that one quotation. I want to show with th't, 
that I, without at *11 tcing a. militarist, considered tho right of de¬ 
fense ns a natural right of all froe people aspiring towards poa.co and 
frccdca. That is why I never saw in tho ro-amnnont of Germany a prep¬ 
aration for aggressivo war. 

Q. thank you very much, Ur. Kaefligor. This will conclude ay (ex¬ 
amination with rospcct to Count I of the indictment. I am now turning to 
Count II, Plunder *nd Spoliation. : Tho. indictemnt charges you in that con¬ 
nection with ^anticipation in »n allogod spoliation in ‘.ustria, which 
started with the acquisition of tho sharo majority of Skod”-/etzler A.G. 
free tho -ustrian Credit Institute. I must put ® number of questions to 
you in that respect. 

P*r“gr*ph 22 of Part II of the Tri»l Brief maintains that Fnrbcn al¬ 
ready before Austria's annexation h*d endeavored to aoquiro tho majority 
of tho shares of Skoda-'fetzlur, .‘..G. from the ’.ustri»n Credit Institute, 
but that these negotiations failed as a result of tho rigid opposition of 
tho Austrian Credit Institute. . Is that situation correct? Would you 
ploaso st--te yoUr views? 

A. This description is in no way in accordance with tho facts. Many 
years before there were negotiations being carried on withresooct to a 
participation of F»rben with Si;ed?-5tctzler. 

^■iiK^ffitiatcd these negotiations? 
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Ifcat'was the General Director of Skoca-^tzlor at the time. 

Th»t was Hr. Isidor Polla*. Heros called, "Central Director- before, 

“his is * title which only exists in Austria. He is beneath the rank 
cf Temr-1 Director. Ha only became General Director after 1935, 

*• • Could ;ou perhaps toll the Tribunal something about the motives 
which -rempted Hr. Poliak to express the desire for Farben'c participa¬ 
tion in Skoda-l*ctzlcr? 

The Skoda-?.'etzler plants could only exist as a result of the 
high customs arrangements. This excluded foreign competition for tho 
Austrian market to » largo degree. Consequently an economic union of 
Austria with Germany wuld h»ve led to » downfall of this jntorprisc. 

Q. You ware speaking of a n economic union of both countrios, that 
do you mean by th't? 

A. By that I mean the thought of a customs union, which evor since 
beforo 1933 h*d been discussod and as it is known, it wa. 8 supposed to 
h»vo failed as a result of Franco’s intorforenco. 

Hr. Haofligor, if I understood you correctly, you mean that tho

b«sis of the so-called Skoda-Wotzlor A.C. nay have been sh'kon a 8 a ro- 
sult of the dropping of tho high customs regulations and >s * result Ur. 
Poll»k tried to got into closer connections to Farbon, 

•*. Yos, an export like iir. Poliak realized that without further 
development, without furthor progress, a chemical onterpriso cannot sur¬ 
vive and he also realized that Farbcn would be in a position to revive a 
chemical enterprise. He was a vory sensible can and ho must havo recog¬ 
nized these questions to be valid. 

Q. As f*r "3 you remember, whon did thc^rst contact t*ko place be¬ 
tween Ur. Poil»k and Farbon? \__/ 

A. As far »s I heard, Ur. Poliak already in 1927 succoeded in form¬ 
ing, p. commission of Vorst--nd members of Farbon, among which Dr. Kuchnc was, 
who visited him. In getting that commission to visit him, he already on 
that occasion expressed tho desire for closer connection with Farbon. The 
same took place on the occasion of another visit which was nado by Dr. 

Kuehne and by Dr. Buergin, I think, in the year 1936. 
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q. Did Ffrben react positively to those first approaches by Mr. 

Psll*jc? 

A. Wo, not »t first, 

q. -sd why not? 

•>. The products of Sroda-Wetzlcr protected by customs were not suf¬ 
ficiently attractive from a technical and a comercial point of view to 
prompt Farfcen to take such * step. 

Did Poliak thereupon try to aoproach other «ntorprises? 

Wo then heard that Poliak approached Pragor Voroin, tho Prague 
.’•ssociftion for choeical and ncUllurgical productions, as well a. a tho 
l'rgost Italian chooic»l ontorprisos, liontccattlni, •-,0. 

q. After Poll'k had approached those corporations which you Just 
mentioned, did tho attitude of Farbcn ch-nge with rospset to tho p"rtici- 
paticn project of Skoda-./etalor? 

*os, a possible essociation of S.;oda-Wotzlur with the Prague 
Association, which wrs our most import-n't conootitor in Austria, booause 
tho Pr»guo ..ssociation had a n important participation in tho Ebonsoo 
Factory in .^stri*, would havo meant n danger to our interests. This 
causod us to cjyngo our forocr point of vior for purely ocononic consid¬ 
erations. In addition, tho Austrian Government »t tho time requested tho 
construction of a nitrogen plant for which Skoda-l/ctzlor would have bcon 
primarily suitable. 

Wars reports cade on that in the Comurco Corndttoo? 

A. Yos, in tho oocting of 10 Scptccfcor 1937, that is Exhibit 363.

A. Yes, Prosecution Exhibit 363 , Document book XIV, English page

DIRECT EXAMINATION (Continued) 

BY DR. 7CN HET2LER: 

3 Mr..Kaefligsr, I should like to rsfer now to another prosecu¬ 
tion exhibit, 1070, Rook 52, English page 77, German page 92. This 
is a report—a summary of a report on Austria, which was intended 
for tha Vorstand nsiting, 21 October 19JS. Did you read this report, 
and have you anything to tell us about it briefly? 

A Yes. I cannot recall having rwaived or read this ex- 
ter.siva report at that tine. On page 95 tha presence in Vienna of 
various gentlemen, including myself and tha defendant Xugler, is re¬ 
ported. It is net said, however, that they attended the conferences 
with Raichskomissar Buerckel, Fischboeck, Neubacher, Raffelsberger, 
or Karl. Dr. Ilgnir very kindly undertook to oall upon these gentle¬ 
men alone or with a viry stall number of others. Since the commissar 
mattjr, wa want ad to have the commissars who had been appointed by 
surprise by the government withdrawn. This was a very touchy ques¬ 
tion. Consequently, 1 remained in the background and did not take 
part in tha discussions. I believe I can recall that I and a few 
other gentlemen, who were in Vienna, accompanied Dr. Ilgnar to sea 
Raffelsberger for a short conference at which Dr. Ilgner's compromise 
solution was announced. I have mentioned this in my affidavit, 
Prosecution Exhibit 106h, Document Book 53, English page U2-h}, Q er- 
ran page 59-i*0. I isade this report from memory. This document also 
confirms my testimony that in the negotiations »‘ith Dynercit-Nobel, 
Pressburg regarding taking over the Austrian plants, I was not con¬ 
cerned, so that I cannot go into that. 

DR. VON HETZLER: Your Honors, I aa going to introduce now a 
few documents. - I aa offering in evidence Document Haefliger Number 
39, which Yr.ur Honors will find in Book III on page 3U, and which 
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say go in as Haaflign* Exhibit 52. This is an affidavit by Guenther 
Schiller, forserly canagar of the Austrian IG Agency. The next 
document I an offering in evidence is Huabsr iiO, which Your Honors 
will find in Book III on page 59, and which nay go in as Hacfliger 
Exhibit 33. “his is an affidavit by Hans Kehrl, foraerly General- 
referer.t for Special Tasks to the Reich Ministry of Economy and 
liaison officer between this Ministry and the Heich Plenipotentiary 
for Austria, iilh3ln Keppler. I an of faring next in evidence 
Haefligar Doc unant Ul, rhich Your Honors rill find in Book III, 
paga 61, and which nay go in as Haefligar Exhibit 3i*. This is an 
affidavit by '.*ilhelc Keppler, fornerly Reich PI <nipot«ntiary for 
Austria. These three docuaents rhich I just offered in evidence era 
affidavits on the attitude of 10 , adopted at the negotiations which 
took place after the Anschluss of Austria with regard to the acquisi¬ 
tion of the Skoda-A«*staler shares. All affiants testify that no 
pressure whatsoever was exerted by IG on the Cesterraichischa 
Kreditenstalt at these negotiations. The affiant, Schiller, des¬ 
cribes the attitude of Faul Kaefligar at his visits which he paid to 
Johan, the chairnan of Oesterreichische Kreditenstalt, and to 
Keppler, the Reich Plenipotentiary for Austria in March 1938. This 
affiant furthsraore states that the remarks of Hacfliger in the 
file note of S April 1935, Prosecution Exhibit 1072, pertaining to 
the training of Austrians in Gjraany for the esploynent in the 
Austrian chemical industry, merely constituted a technical, a 
tactical maneuver, and that he, Schiller, nsvar had any knowledge 
of such rjserves in Austrian personnel in Gjrnany. I an offering 
next in evidence Haefliger Document h'unb ;r U2, which Your Honors 
will find in Book III on page 63, and rhich may go in as Haefligar 
Exhibit 35. This is an affidavit of Karl von Heider, formerly 
titulary director in the sales combine, chemical sales coabine, 
dealing with the afore-oentioned ranark of Hae£lig*r in the file 
note introduced by the prosecution as their Exhibit 1072. Von Heider 
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testifies that ha pirused all the files deposited in the personnel 
depart sent of the IG Control Office at Frankfurt, and was not able 
to find any indication justifying the reaark of Heeflig«r in said 
file note that Austrians were trained in Gjraany for the employment 
in the Austrian cheaical industry. 
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3Y D?.. VON liTTZL'?-: 

Q Mr. Haeflig-r, this is the end of your exanination in 
connection with Skod£-.*etzl 3 r. I now p;r>c aid with Aussig-Falkenau. 
•-irs*. nf ell, I should like to put to you Prosecution Exhibit 1072, 
rhich has just been discussed, Document 3oofc 52, English ?cge 1, 
Garran pegs 2. I said this is a file note of 6 April 193S prepared 
'ey you; on English page 2 we find e record of your conversation rdth 
Kepplar in which he mentions Aussig. TShat about this remark? 

« I know that the prosecution deduces knowledge of coming 
events. That is not the case, however, as I have already said re¬ 
garding Skoda-.* at liar, I kne^ end it was rac rdsd in the note that 
General Director Sarsch of the Prag,r Verein had approached Dynamit- 
I'obel, Pressburg with the suggestion that some shares of Aussig 
should b» given to us through Dynaadt-Nobsl, Prassubrc. I considered 
this a good opportunity, therefore, to sound out Kapler and find out 
rhat ths attitude the German authorities wruld bo because if the 
situation had arisen, ws would have to obtain approval for the ques¬ 
tion of foreign a {change, if nothing else. IX I wrote in thi file 
note that I was aiding at Aussig, I meant, as I have already said, 
the Pragjr '/tea in, and not the Aussig Plant. There can also be 
seen froa the fact that in r>* note I speck of some shares of Aussig. 
If Keppler said that this interest could not cost much, it was only 
because he was considering Pragjr Vjrein's future chances of sxpnrt 
to the Southeastern countries unfavorable, ard apparently he thought 
that the value of such enterprises would drop. There was nothing 
cor.crite hare, and, as I have said, I merely happened to be sound¬ 
ing out Kepplir, want id to be informed about the Pragcr V ; rein, and 
I passed this request on to Berlin via Ur. Schill ir, and I never 
hear! anything more about it. 

Q Mr. Haefliger, did you have any knowledge of alleged 
plans of Farben before ths occupation of the Sudetenlarxl particularly 
regarding the acquisition of Aussig-Falkenau, which belonged to the 
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Pragir V .rein? 

A There were two plants, Aussig and Falkenau. Th<jy are 
a'ccut 150 kiloo-tsrs apart—oh, I big your pardon. No, I knew only 
that Farben res intarested in holding sons shares of tne rrcgsr 
Vsrsin if st-'ck should baoome available. 

Q Did you knor that in September 1958 Farben allegedly 

reportid to the Raich Ministry of Economics its interest in the 

Aussig Falkenau plants and asked that one of their Den be appointed 

a commissar for these plants? 

• 

A No, I can't remember that at all. I learned the de¬ 
tails of this only her*. I did not—I an not sure -.Than I learned 
this, probably after the Munich conference, that the sales combine 
dyestuffs had managed to have Mr. Kugler proposed as cocnraissar or 
trustee, but as far as I was concerned, this was purely dyestuffs 
natter, and I did n-t waste much thought o n it, and I don't ranenbar 
it. 7/a rare living in the period of high tension politically, and 
according to th3 Runciaan report, I was under the impression that 
a peacsful solution would be arrived at.

Q Pleas 1 describe to the Tribunal briefly when and ho*w 
you became involved in the negotiations for the acquisition of the 
Aussig and Falkenau plants.

•eber, Ardreae was in the United States, end called me in end said 
that there w^re rumors current in Berlin acc rding to which the 
chemical factory V«n Hsyden, wantsd to acquire the Aus3ig and 
Falkenau plants. Since I knew the connection of the Von Hsyden 
factory with 15*. Struthbsrg very well. Dr. von Schnitzler asked me 
to find out whether this was true. I established telephone contact 
with Heyden and it turned out Heyden actually was interested in this 
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project because Heyden had vital interests at stake, thereupon, on 
thj suggestion <'f Heyden on th-3 13th of October 193S, there was a 
confer er.ee in the Ihtsl Adlon between the representatives of Fcrben 
and Hayden. 

Q Excuse oe, if I interrupt you. Just for tho Tribunal, 
where is tha Hotel Adlon? 

A In Berlin. 

Q Thank yop. 

A During the discussion agreaant was rwched to the elf set 
that acquisition of Aussig-Fclkenau plants, Fcrben and H«yden would 
deal over these plants on a 50-59 basis and tha dye sector would be 
left to Fcrben. 

Q Now, before these negotiations you have Just described 
between Heyden and Fcrben, had there been ary contact before that 
with *Vagar Zinin ragarding turning over the «ussig-Falkaneu plants? 

A No, not as far as I know by Farben. I was olwcya under 
the very definite impression at tha tine that Heyden had already est¬ 
ablish ad contact with Prager-Vjrein or that Prig <r-V .rein had alrecdy 
indicat id that it was willing to give up its plants in the Sudetenloni. 
That was ny impassion. 

Q Tjll bj, Hr. Haefligir, in yur opinion did the Prag»r- 
Verein have any reasons or any necessities to sell the Aussig 
ralkanau plants? 

A Tha cession of tha Sudetenland, of course, brought a 
very changed situation for tha Prager Verein. T»o of its plants 
were in German Reich territory now. The consequence was that these 
plants rould have to be incorporated into the existing G 3 rraan 
economic system, also these plants would be included in ths German 
tariff area, with entirely different narket situations, and because 
of the local sales prices in cooparison with the promoted Czech 
market, the profit would be less. Also one nust not overlook the 
fact that the employees were predominantly German. The owners of 
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rreger Viriin, of cours-, knew til this, end the issue for them res 
that thay should get rid of these plcnts in the nost advantageous 
ray possible. 

Q How, the prosecution has repeatedly referred to the 
alia gad haste with which the whole negotiations were carried out. 
Mhrt about that? 

A *fter all, it is obvious that at such a moment one has 
to act quickly, it is as plain as pikestaff that there are other 
people interested, too, prospective purchasers, and everyone does 
what-he thinks proper at the nooent. «nd that is correct in the 
case of Hi/djn who had apparently taken steps in the natter much 
earlier. Hast* was necessary because re and von Heyden knew that 
there would be quite e number of other perties trying to ccquire the 
factories at Prcgir-V-u-ain, therefore, we had to act quickly. From 
this, too, I concluded that the frag lr-^er sin was quite at liberty 
to negotiate with whoever it thought most suitable, that it wanted 
to sell its plants on principle was beyond rny doubt as frr as I 
was concerned for the reasons given. 

Q .<hen did tho first negotiations with Pragir-V .rein teke 
place which you attended, Hr. Haefliger? 

A On the 7th of Hovember 1936. At this meeting we agreed 
on tha salis price and the basic directives.

Far ben, however, rejected tho suggestion beccuse in view of the existing 
licence agreements, particularly with England and France, the Norwegian 
arlat was to snail or rather it was non-existent to sako tho construction 
a Norwegian ragnesium plant profitable and exports scored impossible. 
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Q She prosecution charges that Farben, together with Geraon 
SOverranent agencies, planned the sediation and exploitation of JJor.egian 
industry, particularly Horsk-fiydro. In this connection let me asU you 
first of all about the alwlxna program of the then Reich Plenipoten¬ 
tiary, Dr. Koopenberg, which has discussed repeatedly before this tribu¬ 
nal.

A Ko, in the sumaer of 19lJ0 after the occupation of Itor-ray, 

Dr. Koppenberg was given extraordinary powers by Goerir.g to set up 
aluadmai fecilitos in Itomj. At this time Farben had nothing to do 
with planning this project, '/hat wo learned about it at t!*o time was 
rather fantastic. In 15U0, as I learned only later, Koppcnborg ep- 
proachod, among others, ftorsh-Hydro, without informing Farben. 

Q TThat did l.'orsk-i^dro do? 

A I obtained zy knowledge for answering this question only hore 
from the files and from conversations with tho othor Farben gontlonan. 
Since it was only later, at the beginning of 19l»l, when magnesium pro¬ 
duction had already in principle boon docided upon together with iiorsk- 
Hydro, thrt I was called upon for the contractual negotiations. Korsk- 
Hydro did not want collaboration with tho Reich or with any company con¬ 
trolled by the Reich.

by llor.d Kidds and Company. I objected to the Finish Foreign Office 
and I said that this should not bo done. In the first negotiations 
on a private basis with the Finnish subsidiary of the nicJcle trust, 
friz the very beginning I said that we expected nothing iron the Finns, 
which would look like a plundering of the nine, spoliation, and that 
the nine would he operated according to customary mining methods, and 
that we would decand nothing else from the Finns. Also in sotting a 
price, which is very difficult, and oalculation of the price was quite 
impossible under the circumstances, we agreed on a price that we should 
start with the cost price plus tile full amortization and later I managed 
to arrange that the Finnish company should be paid an extra price to 
cover increased cost, for the finishing of the plant in the far Worth. 

It res a sum of eighteen million morlcs which the firm receivod in addi¬ 
tion in this way. I had the feeling that the Finns welcomed our attitudo 
ar.d wore very much relieved because I recall that thqy wore having nego¬ 
tiations with another power at that tine, bocausu in the beginning wo were 
to rocoivo only s&ty pordcnt of production and forty porcont vm3 rosorved 
for another powor. I recall that during these negotiations Tory strong 
pressure was exerted to take the concession away and turn if over to this 
other power and to fora a mixed company of which the other power would bo 
in charge. These conditions are recorded in the official Finnish ’.Jhite 
Hook or Blue Book that was published after the so-called Winter War. 

Haefliger, nhat I an interestod in primarily is the fact 
that originally the Gera*: authorities demanded that the conoossion of 
tr.« retsano Uine which belonged to tho Canadian or British Company Inter- 
nation iJickle or Kond Nickle, 3hould also go into German hands.

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY DR. 2UTH: (Attorney for the Defendant Ilgner) 

9 Dr. Ilgner, hot* long have you be in in prison? 

A In three weeks ay fourth year of unintirrupted imprisonment 
rill begin. 

Q Dr. Ilgner, you have made out c new affidavit describing your 
career and activities until 193*. For that reason re can forego 
dealing with thesa questions in detail. I merely esk you to tell the 
Tribunal in a few short words your career in Farban. 

A Cn January, 192!*, I .ntared s-rvices with Leopold Casella and 
Co., one of the predecessor firms of I. 0. Farben, at the suggestion 
of 0eh»inrat Arthur von ’ieinberg and Professor Erwin Salck, that is 
to scy I actually entered their service in the autumn of 1921*, since 
after ny return from Sweden I first of all want into training with the 
dadische Anilin und Sodafabrik. In the outunn of 192i*, I then took 
ov a r the purchasing department with Leopold Casella end became a mem¬ 
ber of tha purchasing cocaittee of tha then Coomunity of Interests 1.0. 
Farben. In the spring of 1926, after tha Fertm merger, I qyself made 
tha suggestion that the purchasing department of Casella and Griesheira 
be merged. suggestion was accepted, and I nyself became superfluous 
that is to say I was. csleassd and was cvallabla for other duties. 

In tha autumn of 1926 I was sent to Berlin at the suggestion of 
tro members of tha Verwaltungsrat, Carl von 'rteinberg and D r . Klieningex* 
Thera I was to assist the newly appointed Farben finance expert, 
Geheimrat Schmitz, and, above all, to assist him to maintain the con¬ 
tact bet-wean Frankfurt and Berlin. Tilth this appointment I was re- 
leas id freo cy purchasing functions, but I remained a member of tha 
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purchasing cemission. 

In tha spring of 1929, on tha occasion of the incorporation of 
tha American I. G. Chemical Corporation In Naw York, I becane a member 
of tha board of directors, member of the executive conraittee, and vice 
president. Simultaneously, in the sane year, a few months later, I 
seems a deputy director of Ferben, that is de jure prokurist with the 
title of director. Fron approximately 1931 on, I participated, in my 
capacity as director of tha Central Finance Administration, in the 
meetings of ths Working Coenittaa of the Vorstcnd cs c guest. I my¬ 
self had not yet become c comber of the Vorstand at that time. 

In the spring of 1934 I became a deputy Vorstcnd member, and in the 
spring of 1938 the difference between regular V-TsUnd mashers and 
deputy Vorstand members was abolished in Far ben, and thus I automatic¬ 
ally bacon* a ragulrr Vorstand member. 

Q Dr. Ilgnjr, when in 1934, as you havs Just said, you became a 
d*put7 Vorstand nimbar, did you there hcv* ths same rights cs any other 
Vorstand member? 

A Legally I did have then, but actually I did not. 

^ How wsca the varying rights of the Vorstand members illustrated; 
how did they differ? 

A First 'f all, in pay. Then, at that tine tha T/orking Coirmittee 
of the Vorstcnd was still in existence. Sine* 1932-1933 I had already 
had the title of c director and participated constantly in thase meet¬ 
ings cs a guest; however, I res not a member; at least I was not ap¬ 
pointed a member. 

Q What functions did the 'working Cosnittee have? 

A It was, so to speak, the executive cosnittee of the Vorstand. 

Q ’.fas that tha top board of Farben? 

A No. The top boards of Fcrban were the Vemaltungsrat; I would 
call it the executive cosnittee of the' supervisory board, and the 
Central Comittee, but the significanca of the latter was different 
at various times. 
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3 In your capacity as a member of th_- Ver stand, did you he vs 
any other Vorstand sueber ovar you as your superior? 

A Again the answer is legally not, but actually I did. 

Q *7ould you explain that, please? 

A "Thile I was a deputy Vorstand member, that is up until the 
sunn* of 1936, of course Geheiarat Schmitz was ny superior. After 
1936 , that is after I had becooa a regular Vorstand member, it was 
formerly c little different, but of course even then Geheimrat Schmitz 
was still the decisive person for na if I had anything to submit to him, 
Q Birr cb nxt the voting in the Vorstand? 

* This has already bean discussed repeatedly here; I want to add 
that n^t only was there n«* v.^ting in th* V'rstand, but we nevjr had tha 
idea f holding such a vote in the Vorstand, 

k Mhy wes that? 

A IV impression is that in this trial one has c completely wrong 
picture 'if the meaning of the Vorstand of Fcrben. •«o were de fccto 
not one stock corporation; wj were a wholo number of stock corporations. 
In ny opinion tha corporation law didn't fit Farbm any morj; we had 
bacons too lax'ga for that. There were only two possibilities for us. 
Either to split up Faztaen — end ifr, von Knlerian has already said 
here that a definite plan to this end existed — or a new corporation 
lew had to ba introduced in Germany; a low for the concerns; but the 
Nazis would not have done this because they wanted to nationalize us, 
as ccn be sa in from Point 13 of the Party Program, or they wanted to 
dissolve us altogether after the war. . 

Q Vihat was the character of the Vorstand meetings? 

A I an not a lawyer; for that reason I want to explain this 
according to-ny> common sense. It is herd to define; I would say 
that thjy were a mixture of Aufsichtsrat meetings, with the character 
of reporting to a ccecaittee and tha character of a clearing agency. 
Anybody who had anything of fundamental significance to report or who 
believed that ha needad approval for some important ratter, put this 
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on the agerxla. 

Q Did tha Vorstond discuss the most important things, besides 
routine ar.tt»rs? 

* No, that is not true; not all of them. There ware many old 
standard fields that vsrt oftan reported on only rarely; in ctny cr.SiS 
-ho? 1 var j rell-sstcblishod fields that rare running by th asalvas, 
so to spirit, vhich war* directed by tha numerous competent, technical 
boards autonomously. Cn tha other hand, sometimes relatively unimportant 
(in tha sense of monetary value) questions -.»*re brought up because of 
their novelty 'r baccuse of their funds mentality. 

Q Did th j individual Yorstnnd cccbir report thase matters by 
d.airing all tha participants to criticize what ha bad to say, or did 
ha report in such a way that all his collrfguas should assume that 
everything that h» reported on had boan thoroughly checked end suf¬ 
ficiently rreighad and that they could than agree to what he said, 
unless therj Ware some fundamental misgivings about it; is thct 
correct? 

A The latter, of course, was the case. For instance, a cnnner- 
citl nan tould consider himself pr-.sumptuous if he were to criticize 
a technical plan that had passed a whole number of technical con- 
nissic-ns, cozaitte»3, sub-connitt e .s; thct had been several tim-is 
investigated as t<’ the most varying aspects• I ryself would have 
bidn Vii-y astonished, in ny capacity as a conaarcicl man, if a technical 
expert nr.d» fundoavntcl statsOants about questions of finance; that was 
not the function '-f the 7orstand rw .ting. 

Q cut it could hapoen, couldn't it, that come basic diffirenc9 
of opinion came up? 

A That really did not happen, or, it hardly ever happened, be¬ 
cause all agencies that had to do with one and the seme thing hid al¬ 
ready voted on it previously. If nev:rth3less some difference did 
arise, then thct res really a breakdown in the system. Then the chair¬ 
man tabled the question, and the Vorstand members competent for this 
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poir.t than convened after the Vorstand nesting for ner deliberations. 

W lou mentioned the boards, the conaissions end the cocmittees 
previously, eould you plec.se explain to us whet significance they 
had f->r the business nanageaent of the Vorstand? 

A These boards actually had the real responsibility. Their 
nusbar is viry larg3. The actual sovereignty >f the autonoaous ad- 
ninistrati''n organisation of Parben was vary large and soaetlmes 
actually ebs'lute. I aa now thinking, for instance, of the Sales 
Combines, the Spcrten, the ..orks-Conbines, the large plants, and all 
the b *arda that actually discussed and decided current business, such 
as Dyestuffs Conroitte«, Chenical Coanittee, which was called the 
Chaaa, Pharmaceutical lfcln Conference, I cannot Judg* that but it 
would belong here too in the order of the things, Tea-Spcrt* Meetings, 
and so on. 
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Q In order to coco back once core briefly to the Vorstand 
meetings; did the resolutions passed in the Vorstand comprise all im¬ 
portant decision* of Farben? 

A no, that was quite impossible. Aside from many other as¬ 
pects, the decisive factor was the question of time. The meetings, as 
nas bean repeatsdly stated here, lasted normally half an hour. Then, 
thare was a big lunch, which was a little feast, because we met only 
seven tines a year; in the big founder firms of Farben, 3adische 
Anilin, Hoechst, thers the Vorstand set almost every day, that is to 
say 250 to 300 tines a year; that explains everything. 

DR. KATH: Excuse ae, Ur. President. Ur. Sprecher has point- 
ed out to =e that thare has been e mistake. The interpreter said that 
the Vorstand nestings lastad half an hour, but they really lasted half 
a day. 

TH2 PRESIDEliT: understood tha defendant to say that they 

lasted a half an hour, and then there was a good lunch or dinner and 
then the nestings ware resumed after the speeches. 

A Excusa ne, I want to explain, tha meetings last half 0 
day, and aft rrmtrds was a lunch. 

THE PRESIDENT: V iry well. 

BY DR. HATH* 

Q Do I undirstand you correctly that you want to say that 
all of tha Vorstand meetings of Farben gens-ally treated only the 
general policy? 

A Oaiaral line, yes, you can say that; it was an orientation 
about the ganeral line. 

Q I shall leave this point, Ur. Ilgnar, in your various 
functions I not ad that you war s the deputy business manage of the 
Aamoniakverke Merseburg, G.a.b.H., Leuna. *,hat does that mean? 

A Leuna was a 100% subsidiary of Farben. The Central 
Finance Administration, abbreviation ZEFI, was so to speak simult¬ 
aneously the finance department for Leuna as far as certain financial 
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transactions were concorned. The plant =Bnagement of Launa had nothing 

to do with that; 

Q '«ihy did you become deputy business manager? 

A I was to take care of these financial functions just 
sectioned; there was all kinds of correspondence about this natter; 
special banking correspondence, and for this purpose we needed the 
signature of banks in Berlin. For that reason, besides ajyself, all 
leading officials of the Central Finance Administration who had to 
deal with these financial transactions of the Ammoniakwerk lierseburg 
had the right to sign for that firm. That means that besides their 
position in Farben they simultaneously were either deputy business 
rrenagers or they ware prokurists of Launa. 

Q Z4r. Ilgner, you were also the business acnager of the Buna 
‘flerke O.m.b.H. Why did you get that position? 

A That appointment was given to me at th« suggestion of 
Gehainrat Schmitz in 1936, while I was absent; I learned of it as an 
accomplished fact after ay return. 

Q 'Shy did Gehainrat Schmitz.dasira that appointment? 

A I heara it subsequently: The Central Finance Administra¬ 
tion was instrumental in the foundation of tha 3una-»arke GISH in 1936. 
Gihaimrat Schmitz perhaps thought that, similarly to Leuna, it would 
be expedient in this case too to have a person who could sign for 
financial matters in Berlin; however, we very soon found out that 
this was not necessary at all, so that this appointment as business 
manager was found to be superfluous. 

Q Do you want to say that, apart from your financial right 
of signing in Berlin, you had nothing to do with the Buna-^erke GISH? 

A Ho, I had nothing to do with them apu*t from that. 

Q Via now turn to another subject. Ur. Ilgner, from tha 
documents submitted by tha Prosecution, one sight gain the impression 
that your extended trips abroad were undertaken by you only after 
1933i Tlhat countries had you already visited before 1933? v ' 
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briefly, please. 

A 3*f»r* 1933 I had visited all of Furop;, with the ex¬ 
ception of Russia, Spain, Portugal; those three countries I have 
r.ev : p vis*.tid. The larger part of Asia -dnor ewi of North African 
countries, end especially the United States rnd Canada, but Cantda 
only briefly, «U four extended trips to the United States, where 
* stay»d approximately fourteen nonths altogether, occurred before 
1933. After 1933 I was there only once vary briefly, when I returned 
fron South America; I traveled through the United States and stayed 
there about ten day* -when I returned to 0 srmtny. 

Q Hare this» til business trips? 

A Ko, up to 192S they were predominantly private trips; 
recreational trips to tha Scandinavian.countries, especially Sweden, 
tlso England end Franca and tha kediterranaan countries, but also at 
a later tine I made private trips to foreign countries; I liked to 
travel very nuch. I rented to s«> the world. 

Q IV. Ilgnar, I nor turn to a new subject. I went to csk 
you some questions *bnut your political attitude, lihet party did you 
belong to before 1S35? 

a To none. 

* 7ihat party did you vote for b«fnrt 1933? 

A Tha Democratic Party, tha State Party, on Djcen&ir, 1530; 
I know that so well because I was at tha tine inspecting the Farb.n 
plants in southern G-r-c^y and I h*re in Nurnbarg at that tien«. 

I maintain id especially close contact with liberal end Deoocrctic 
circles, tha so-call*d Circle of Industrialists around Bruening. 

'** ii!at kind of circle was that? 

A It wasn't only industrialists, it was economists' circle 
as well; there were industrialists there; there were bankers, 
economists; such people cs Professor T.agenenn, the president for 
tha Institute of Boom Research. At that tisa ha was still the 
president >>f the Statistical Raich Office — until 1933. 
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Q Dr. Hgner, please give us only the names; the significance 
of these people we Trill deal with lat-sr. 

A Profass-T von Uoellendorff, Gaheimrat 3achan, i’x. Andreae 
of the banking firm of Hcrel ('.titer Rathanow's hrothar-in-lcr), 3fr. 
Vogel, prof. Flechtheia, Gsheimrat Gliederir, Sigmund Warburg of the 
banking firm H. L*. "srburg & Co.j Heinz Pulvernrnn. Th* ’est four 
gentlemen w^re J«m, but that is only by the way. There was Mr. 

Schmitz and lir. Vtersbold, who occasionally participated; approximately 
fifty economists. 

Q Dr. Ilgner, we want to get a straight record hers. I 
should be very much obliged to you if you would be c little more 
careful of that paid; you ar* speaking too quickly; tho court re¬ 
porters era having trouble, uhat was the purpose of that circle? 

/ • 

A The aims of this circle w»r» to support the economic 

policiiS of Brumlng's ffrr.moent; all of the economists were inter¬ 
ested in maintaining Bruening in power; there were strong domestic 
tensions in politics in Guraany; the National Socialists against 
the Coraunists. #AU of the econooy wes highly interested, in se«- 
ing that the bourgeois gov«rao«nt be kept stcble. 

M What party did you vote for in torch, 1953, after the 
accession to powar? 

A Excuse me, I hadn't finished ny answor. From this 
circle two big papers ware drawn up, one the so-called Kagamcnn 
planh generally kn-wm in Germany, a currency and credit reform plan, 
and then there ware certain r-icoscendations that were made for the 
recuperation of the German econoqy. 

Q Please now, answer ny question. What party did you vote 
for in March, 1933, after the accession to power? 

A After the seizure of powjr I voted for the Deutsch- 
N&tionale, the Carman Nationalist Party. I did this because I con¬ 
sidered that party, which belonged to the new coalition government. 
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the only party "hich eight possibly be suit<.bl* In be c carteln 
county-balance t* the prepoodarnnei of tha HSDAp. 
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Q. ’.'hen did >au bocosao a cuobor of tho NSDAP? 

A. In 1937. 

Q. '3i?t was tha reason? 

A. Thers; was a practical reason and r. goneral roason. Tho 
practical reason was that in tho meantime, bocauso of tho Law Regulating 
national Labor, I had became a plant loader in tho sens- of this labor 
law, I dich't went —

I only want to givo you a fow 

tengibio examples for tho Jowish 'picstion. Tho number of hnlf-Jeuo and 

pcoplo ».ho had carried Jews in my plant after 1933 was largor than beforo 

1933, and ospccially after tho serious persecutions of Jews in 1938 

increased constantly. I did this deliberately and I didn't only ongago 

in a few exceptions as Ur. Sprcckcr put it one time, but that was a 

concentrated expression of unchanged opinion and an attitude that was a 

mattor of courso for dc about Jowi3h questions. Secondly, although the 

plant boss of tho Labor Front pointed out to me repeatedly that it vr.s 

forbidden to deploy half-Jens in ay plant, I gave then important positions 

despite the prohibition and especially towards tho end of the war, at a 

tiaio when tho persecution of Jews ted token on a fanatical proportion 

with the Party. Contrary to tho Party regulations I left then their 

so-callod Aryan secretaries and disregarded the objectives of the Party 

by stringing then along. The third point was that in my capacity as the 

chairman of the Karl Schulz Society, the Go man -Are ri con Society, I

rejected successfully at the dissatisfaction of tho Party to incorporate 
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t "° chapter “-bout Aryans in the bylaws. The last point, the fourth point, 
is aspccielly towards tha and of the war I retained a few half-Jews 
Lr. ay plant who no longer were Justified by thc-ir activity in being 
dsferro.

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Q Dr. Ilgner, we have indeed ample docuncntary evidence. Please just 
give -o briefly a few no re examples about the Banner in which you 
contravened and countered the regulations of the Party concerning 
church questions. 

a I only want to confine qysolf to a few points. The Swedish Church 
in Berlin with its pastor Birgcr-Forrcll, of »*ca it was known that 
he worked together with the resistance s»vcncnt of the Lutheran Church, 
and that to a considerable extont helped the Jews and tho political 
pcrsccutccs to emigrate abroad - I supported tho Swedish Church, 
especially at a time after tho serious pogroms against the Jows in 
1938, and I didn't for insunco, interrupt that support aftor that 
Feriod. During ay trip to the Scandanavian countries in 1933 I visitod 
tho Swedish Archbishop Sides in Stockholm and I succeeded later in 
having tho ..rchbiahop attempt to influerco Hitler in tho Jowish o.uostion 
end in the church o.ucstiona. Through friends in tto Poroign Offico, 
peoplo from tho old school, I succeeded, against the will and bohind 
the back of the Propaganda Ministry, in arranging this visit in May 
193L. .»t that tdre I was convinced that it should bo possible that 
the Archbishop Eiders should influence Hitler to atop the forced 
measures against tho Jens end against tho church. I want to montion 
one last point. In 1912 at the occasion of a consecration of priests 
in Sorous, at tho request of Bishop Youngrin, I spoke to a large 
circle of people nhoro I made a comparison between the German and 
Swodish church conditions. I mentioned the depressing influence of 
the Gorman church conditions and the elation idiich tho Swedish Church 
had given as. That was ft clear criticisa of German Church conditions 
in an open speech. 

Q Did you work against the National Socialists in any other way? 
a Yos. I helped persons who were persecuted by the National 
Socialist government. 

Q Can you please indicate to no quite briefly. Dr. Ilgnor, because 
% 

we want to leave this subject now, can ycu give nc a few examples? 
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O Especially during the war there are a large number of people. I 
went to mention only two significant cxanploe. Then Hitler wanted 
to occupy the left benk of the Rhine, the German Counsel of Legations, 
Dr. .-orator at the time, who ics Chargd d'nffairs at the tine, advised 
hia against this action because he said it would mean war. The 
generals supported Ur. Forster to tell that to Hitler. Ur. Forstor 
was courageous enough to tcU hir.. But ho wasn't right. Tho French 
didn't do anything, and Forster was fired. Hitler called him tho 
Amfca-ssdor with the mind of a professor. I hoard that he actually 
he tod hi*. But Ambassador Ritter esktd mo to help him and I did so. 

He asked no to give him a Job. I engaged him in the "VOU". Ko was 
vory sick. He suffered a breakdown but I sent him to the sanitorium and 
I let him remain with us until tho end. Iho second cose is tho 
Ambassador von Kassel.. In 1937 ^bessador von Hasscl was dismissed. He 
rras Ribbontrop's personal enemy. He turned to Herr von '..'ilnowski, tho 
president of tho Central European Econoaic c our.eil and iir. von Schnitz- 
ler. Schr.itzlcr discussed this with no ard said, can hardly 
employ such t^aiin Frankfurt. *.k> can't do ttet in our sclos dopart- 
mont." But I took this matter over aid talked to Ur. von Hcssol end 
thon to -ilmowski. I myself was the vico-chairman of tho Control curo r 
poan Economic Council. Horr '..’ilnowski made cortain deliberations 
because the Central European Economic Council was seriously attackod 
by the. rarty. He thought that perhaps wo might expose ourselves too 
much. For that reason I talked to Botschaftcr Ritter o in turn 
talked to Secretary ’.bizscockur in order to get a certain amount of 
backing. •.;© then simply employed hin - that is to say, I gave him a 
contract, appointed him to be an assjelate of Berlin NU-7 with a decent 
salary end we paid him that salary even whilo he was in prison until 
ho was hanged in connection with the 20th of July 19L4.' As is well 
known Ur. von Hasscl was to bccccc the Foreign Minister of tho Goordc- 
lcr government. '.ic have certain documents about this and thoreforo 
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I car. forego treating this in detail. At the end again I merely want 
to give a few names without explaining tho they are because perhaps 
•.ve shall ccce back to one or the other. Vor. Homborstel, an Austrian; 
Gensral Gauthier; Colonel von Gerstorff - people #>o were dismissed 
in connection with the 20th of July affair - the Norwegian General 
Jame Sriksen of the Norsk-Kydro; Ueyer-Ranneft, that is a Dutchman 
;vho was the vice-chairman of the Council of India; Baviere, a French¬ 
man; Otto Falkenberg from Oslo; 2^-. Kep; -illibeld Passarge; Bianchi; 
General Fdeschke from tte Uitropa. Perhaps I have given you enough 
names, 

Q Yes, it's quite sufficient, liay I ask you to tell me briefly 
about the political attitude of those persons *>« you had chosen fcr 
your closest collaborators and associates? Especially their attitude 
towards Nttional Socialism. 

Dr. Kith, you ask quite correctly the as®elates that I qyself 
selected. That was the way I handled it. «y closest associates, with¬ 
out exception, were anti-Nazis, or at least they were very sceptic. 
Apart from Krueger, who had to join the Party in 1%4 because he 
became Dr. Oster's successor as Plant Leader of the nitrogen syndicate, 
*f*rt fren this can now of ay close associates was a member of the 
Party. From among my personal assistants, from the beginning to the 
end - that is to say all the time that I had any assistants at all, 
from 1929 to 19L5, none of them, not a single one was a Party member, 
but even in the case of Krueger it is well known that he was an 
opponent of National Socialism. 

3 D r . Ilgner, you swore out an affidavit. Exhibit 512, in Book 17, 

English page U, German page 78. This affidavit deals with the public 

offices held by leading Farben people. Is there spy connection between 

fch ® contents of you said just now and the contents of that affida¬ 
vit? 

Yes, we shall deal later with the changes undertaken in the affida¬ 
vits. But I want to say now that it was <jaite dear that an enterprise 
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as was Fcrbaa for their own interest alone could not evade such 
functions and wasn't permitted to evade such functions, Cn the other 
hand, Farben, in their capacity as a big concern, paragraph 13 of the 
Party program, was rejected. Certain candidates were rejected because 
simply they were Farben men. I nyself experienced that personally, 

’hen a-pointcents were cade, in the a>st cases it was impossible, 
without endangering the firm, to hold aloof fro a such positions. That 
would have been a big mistake. That, of course, applies particularly 
to the time of war. In that connection I mention a speech of the 
chairmen of our large friendly competitor enterprise in England, Lord 
ISftgown, the Chairman of the I.C.Z., iho gave a spcoch towards tho 
end of tho war in the Glasgow Chamber of Cocnorce. In this speech he 
pointod out that the I.C.I. had made available to the state 2,500 
members of tho senior staff and three coobors of the board of directors. 

3 Another point, Lt. Ugncr. On the last pege of the trial brief, 
on page 1C6, tho following subject is treated, and I cm going to toll 
you about it briefly.

Could you tell us SCaething about the specific cause beyond that 
mentioned in your affidavit and can you give us facts which show the 
general - the controversy between Kimler and Krauch? 

A Yes, I can do that. 

Q Dr# Guemert, if you will wait one*ninute between my question 
and the answer it would be easier. 

Jfould you please give us these facts very briefly? And would you 
also give us the reasons for this general tension? 

A The reasons for the gor.ernl tension were that on the one hand 
there was the brutal, ruthless ambition for power of Hiroler, in the 
SS respect, and on tho other i:and the quiet, puroly scientific interest 
and nor!: of Professor Krauch.

Q '/hat was flooring's attitude towards those offorts? 

A Goerlng rejected those efforts clearly. 

Q Please tell us brie fly the reasons why Goering rojecteri this. 

A As far as Goering is concerned — Or, Tather, for Goering 
Goering — I nean, Krauch wasn't an important, a very respected research 
ran, but he was not the all encompassing expert to reorganize this Ttoole 
research field. And to re personally, because I was very nuch interested 
in this field, once I told Goering that Professor Krauch wa3 actually the 
proper nan to handle this ar.d then he told me he was a very smart man but 
he was a professor and so couldn't use him for that purpose; he lacked 
the necessary initiative and experience the activity in the sense of 
national Socialism where everything had to be done with a great gesture. 
Furthermore, it night be interesting to note that at that time certainly 

Goering did not permit himself to expose this man. Professor Krauch,

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because he pursued this field of research, and Goering, on the other 
hand, in those years was already declining in position, whereas these 
o -her people were core inportant and Goering therefore would not perait 
himself to expose binself to difficulties by this action. 

Q One other question about this. You spoke of those years. Will 
you approximately give us the date? 

A These rare the years after 191*1. 

Q This is the concluding question. When did you get to know 
Professor Krauch? 

A That probably was on the occasion of his visits to Gooring. 

I would say about the year 1938, but I can't give you that definitely. 

Q Do you know Just superficially how often Krauch and Goering 

net? 

A Professor Krauch and Goering Right have met twico or three 
tines at the most during a year. During the war I can Judge this parti¬ 
cularly well because, practically speaking, all conferences took placo 
in tho special train. 

Q And thjls leads cs to qy concluding question. According to 
your answor, is it correct when the Prosecution, according to its Trial 
Brief, dosignate3 Professor Krauch as the right hand of Gooring?

Q Will you please give reasons for that, briefly? 

A Those men whoa one would 'nave to designate as the right hands 
of Goering would at least have been in close contact with him.

Did they name certain 
firms to Far txn, for instance, with the direct order or fte direct request 
to carry out tuch transactions?

Did these frequent requests of the government disturb

They 
contradicted any suggestion that dicta*t run with tiieir ideas. Any 
rea salable idea the;/ rejected. Besides that there was a tremendous 
confusion in all sorts of organisations at the time. 

Q. ’That do you near, when you say the confusion of these organizations. 
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A. I r.ean in particular the so-called interstate organi7Atior.s 
that all acted an their ore initiative. The leader principle was 
understood that everybody was to be ids o*r. little leader. They should 
have taker, care of the fostering of cultural relations and should have 
left their hands off propeear.da. That was our opinion. For that reason 
I had a large survey chart tade in ny office to stow all those people 
who :.ore now concerning t hens elves about these things and I showed that 
chart to L£r. Funk sometime. 

q. Tfould you please explain that survey chart a little more 
clearly. Trad you did with that? 

A. I drafted that with ny colleagues from industry and econony. I 
showed it to then arid we vore of the opinion that theso old and decent 
people who were working or. cultural natters should be protected against 
the Party and that the ejqxjrienccs of theso old exports who knew foreign 
countries should be eatecr.au and that overstaffing and overorganization 
should be avoided. But in order to achieve that one had to mako const¬ 
ructive suggestions in the Third Reich if one wanted to have succoss at 
all. 

. q. T/erp discussions held in tho Pro Uganda Uinistry? 

A. Yes, these wore the so-called F Circle mootings or discussions. 
In the beginning lir. Goebbels participated a few times and later Kr. 

Funk presided. But for tfs businessmen it was much more important to see 
t.-.at we agreod cn certain things, not during these meetings but \/ton we 
were among ourselves in order to represent the interests of export 
business uniforcily. 

Q. Can you please tell ne hou frequently these F Circle meetings 
took place in the Propaganda Ilinistry under the chairmanship of Goebbels? 

A. I generally have a good memory but this is an old story that 
is buried and forgotten. But if I remember correctly it happened on 
two or three occasions with the chairmanship of Goebbels and just as 
often under Funk's chairmanship. Goebbels -wasn't stupid. He looked 
through the whole stroy right away and he lost interest in us. He was 
vexed.. He called us the clique of capitalists that only criticised. 
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He ceiled us criticises and he withdrew from this entire circle very 

quickly, 

*' Did the economists among themselves have their work divided up? 

A. les, v.-e did that, according to those countries that each 
individual knew particularly well. lir. Diehn knew East Asia. He took 
over cha * °* wrld. lir. Ruperti treated the overseas business. 
He had South and Central Africa and the British Empire. Otto Christian 
Fischer took care of England and the Low Countries and Belgium and 
Switzerland. Dr. Gattineau took care of the Scandinavian countries and 
I concerned nyself with the United States and France because I had 
travelled much in the United States until 1932 . 

Q. Did you ever speak to Gocbbels confidentially? 

A. Yes, I rofjenbor concretely one discussion that I had at tho 
request of all leadors of the businessmen. Ttat is tho F Circle. 

Q. You said one concreto exaoplo. Can you explain to mo what that 
aeons? 

A. I already said that yestorday. That ms in coaaction with tho 
Jewish quostion. I had one particular tangible point I 'Anted to discuss 
with hin and >hat ms the paragraph about Aryans of tho Goman-Amo ric an 
Association Carl Schulz. I assorted my point of view that this paragraph 
ms not incorporated into the by-lara. I had one further point. Thoro 
cay have been a few more — I don't !mow any more — but tho important 
point was that on behalf of all business people I complained to C-oobbols 
that the little people, tho so-called referents, counteracted our measures 
all the tics. That -.as an unpleasant task out in ray life it happened 
frequently that I was asked to take over an unpleasant duty. 

Q. Can you remaaber any other problems that you raised in the F 
Circle? 

A. Not towards Goebbels alone in the F Circle, but two more points 
that I was concerned about particularly. The League of Nations and tho 
Hotary Club. 

Q. What point of view did you hold? 
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A. I had.cany friends in France at the tiae — I always had — and 
I knew the opinion of the French. I said quite clearly that it was a 
great nisteke to resign free the League of Rations — that to should 
maintain that platfona, but when » resigned, nevertheless, I mas very 
distressed about it. I considered that absolutely wrong. In regard to 
the Rotary Club, I became a aeober of the Rotary Club after 1933, after 
it was no longer considered the thing to do, and I joined on the request 
of Rotary. Rotary, just as tho Free iiasons, was not well csteoued in 
the Third Reich. I intervened very actively not to have tho Rotary 
Club dissolved and I tried to convince Goebbols. I ;*rticipato(l on a 
trip with Austrian and Garcen Rotariane to Korr.ay. But just as every¬ 
thing else in the-Third Reich, or.e was talking against a blank wall 
and in two years it was dissolved nevertheless. 
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Q Taking the whole thing together, was the F Circle active? 

« '-^.fortunately not. It became less and less active so that 
aiter one year, in 1931, it stopped altogether, 
rv "hat was the cause for this dissolution? 

A Cn the 30th of June 1931* many of us were strongly suspected. 

:iax *iahn I have already mentioned because his friend, Edgar Jung had 
been shot by the Gestapo. He belonged to Edgar Jung's intimate cirdlo 
of friends. Gattineau was nearly shot by the Gestapo. I qysolf hoard 
frbn friends in the circle of Bruoning's friends that I was on tho list 
along -.rith the General Schleicher who was shot by the Mat is. P.uperti 
and Vfir.terfeld, too, had difficulties la tor and were thrown out. 

Q Did the F Circle ever becoca reactivated? 

A 25o, never. 

Q I now turn to something else. That is the subject. Ivy Loo.

Q Can you describe to ne the circumstances under which you rude 
his acquaintance. 

A Yes. At that tire the former alien property custodian from the 
• orld b'ar I, Frank Gardener, at the occasion of the foundation of the 
American Chemical Corporation, mad© a strong attack against Farben and 
American I.G. This article was entitled, "Cui Bonus" For whom is it 
good? At that tine I talked to a colleague in the Board of Directors of 
the American I.G. a s to what we were to do against it. TTe were very un¬ 
pleasantly attacked, partcularly Farben, and I talked to General Hermann 
IStz. That gentlemen told me; “Talk to the city company," where I talked 
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ta Eobert 3yrr.es and Robert 3yrr.os said: "You have to go to the boss. 

: TT rt to see Charlie l^tchell, the president of the national City D an k, 
also or. the board of the African 1.0., and he said to ae: "Don't worry 
about it. Don't get excited"; but he said; "You can talk to Walter 
Teajel, tee president of the Standard Oil, and other industrialists. H e 
oar. tell you," he said, "whether this had to be taken seriously and, if 
so, what I should do against it, 

'’as any agreement concluded? 

A Yes. I rent to see Teagol and he said: "You are not trail 

known. You Farber. people, nobody lenows what you are doing; you have got 

to cako sone publicity first." He explained to me nhat Standard Oil was 

doing and he said: "Our publicity agent is Hr. Ivy Leo. I am going to 

have you introduced to him." Ho bad mo introduced. I vrant to see him. 

Hr. Lee was a perfect gentlemen and he thought about it a long time. 

Ho considered what was to be done. Thon he first looked ut tho books, 

the pamohlots on Farben, and on tho noxt day ho told me: "Very well; I 

an ready to sake a retainer agreement with American 1.0," 

I reported about that officially in the board meeting and the board

nootlng cade a resolution that a retainer agreement was to bo concluded 
with Ivy Lee.

Q I want to interpose one quostion» Who was on tho board of the 
American 1.0.? 

A I already mentioned Charlie liitchell, the president of tho C^ty 
3ank. I also mentioned Walter Teagel, the prosidont of the Standard Oil 
of Herr Horsey. I mentioned Hermann Hetz of General Anilinex Edsel Ford of 
the Ford liotor Company, with whom we also had friondly relations in Oor- 
=ony, was on the board. Paul T/arburg of tho International Acceptance Bank 
was on the board whoa I certainly can oall a fatharly friond of mine. Dr. 
V/eiss of Sterling Products and a few others were on the board. 

Q c id you belong to the board also? 

A Yos, I was a member of the baord of- American I.G. from 1929 until 

1933 and at the same time I was a comber of the executive coranittee and a 
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vice president; that is to say, that in 1933 I resigned from the board 
at all these functions at the very moment I resigned from an American 
enterprise where, in the Prosecutions view point, I was just beginning 
to rake Mari propaganda in the United States. 

Q I now return to hr. Ivy Lee. Tfhat did that gentlemen do aotually? 

A I already told you that he informed himself according to the book3 
and pamphlets and he did what a publicity agent does in Araerioa, He in¬ 
formed the press. He issued statements to the press about what I.G, vras, 
what the American I.G. was, and ho expressed his opinion on the article, 
"Cui 3ono, n 

Q Did Ur. Ivy Lee have any relations with Farben in Germany? 

A Of course. Bor instance. Hr. Schmitz was also simultaneously 
a comber of the board of directors of the Anerican I.G. So was I. lly 
other colleagues hardly taew Ivy Loe. At any rate, they had nothing to 
do with him. 

Q Did Farben gain any advantages from the consulations with Ur. 

Ivy Lee? 

A Yes, by necessity a tangible exaaplo, a small oxamplej the silver 
0 

pamphlet on Farben that ras distributed here in English and German, a 
slnplo idea but it comes from Ivy Lee. I personally learned very much 
from hint above all, nover to do propaganda but only to do fair publicity. 
That is what I learned from hin. . 

Q Do you remember how high the retainer v.-as vhich the American I.G. 
pa id to lir. Ivy Lee? 

A les, yes exactly. It was ten thousand dollars. 

Q Dr. Ilgner, the Prosecution introduced a document — that is 
Exhibit 777 in Book XLIY on page 21 of the English and of the German; 
this is Hr. Ivy Lee's testimony before the United States Committee for 
Un-American Activities*. In that testimony Mr. Ivy Lee said that ho re¬ 
ceived t'nree thousand dollars. Can you explain the discrepancy? 

A Yes. In 193U when he gave his testimony, it was only three 

thousand dollars but when the agreement ras concluded, it was ton thousand

dollars. The then first vi-e-president, Wilfred Greif, r/as a vary eco¬ 
nomical person and he reduced the retainer because Ivy Lee didn*t have 
much to do. 

Q Did you see *-r. Ivy Leo frequently until 1933? 

A Yes, on every trip that I aa de to the United States — in 1939, 
1931, 1932 — and privately we became friends. 

Q Did 1 'jt. Ivy Ieo at that time have any other relations with Ger¬ 
many, apart froa Far ban? 

A As far as I know, no business relations et that tine but many 
personal relations. I know, for instance, the former Reich Chancellor, 
Kur.o, the former director general of the HAPAG, Dr. Kjalnar Schacht, then 
Ministerial Director, Dickoff, who was a counsellor of legation in Wash¬ 
ington before 1929, and a few others. 

Q ••as !ir. Ivy Lee also introduced in other European countrios? 

A Yes. Ivy Lee particularly interested in Russia and, lator, 
business interests in Belgium. Ho concluded a large agreement with 
the Solve enterprises, also a friendly concom of Farben. His intorost 
in Russia was of a general and platonic naturo and at a lator time, at 
the Congressional Cocnitteo for Un-American Activities, it brought about 
serious misunderstandings which woro, !»vever, at a lator timo clarifiod. 
That can be seen froa the testimony, by the nay; one has to road the v/holo 
things, 

Q t/hat caused Farben*s ngroerwn* to btf concluded with lir. Ivy 
Lee in the spring of 1933? 

A I already told a little while ago that what wo export people 

were mostly a lamed about at tho time were the effects of the boycott 

against the Jews in tho world, particularly in tho United States, the so- 

oalled boycott of industry. There vsas a strong campaign in the press of 

the Uhitoci States against Gera ny, against Gorman industry, against Farben, 

and against German exports. Froa this worry I probably talked it over with

That was Krueger 1 s 
idea. Tcu understand he could say "IJr. Haefliger wants to tee one a 
Go naan, but the fin; forbade hia because cf interests for Fail on not 
to do that and the fim is going to sec to it that you arc not going 
to be aolostcd as a foreigner. B Dutthat was Krueger's idea of .vosonting 
this natter. He said "It's dangerous for anybody to say 'Spare re* if

Q. Who rr.s Invited to*participate in this drive threugh tho 
industrial regions? 

A. Leading oconai-ists and industrialists of tho Suropoan 
countries, aacngst rhoo *.xrc a largo nuubor of Jot» who actually cruo; 
for instance, frou Hungary, His Sxcollcncy Fuclocp-Ttoiss, uhon rx slr.ll 
t’o.al with later in the ease of Austria; Koloran Erwin Quittner, Fettner 
Hazy, etc. 

Q. Did the Autoaobilo Club of Gomnay at a later tico organise 
any othor trips of a sidlar ;*^turc? 

A. Yoo, a whole number of thee, but they dicti't last as long. 

Aftcr ny return froa the Scanda. .avian countries, I suggested, for 
instance, to invite Scandinavian .icus paper non to participate in an 
•inspection trip all tiirougfa Goruany. These trips aroused the di3ploa3urc

Q. I want to o» back to your Scandinavia., tri; that xto already 
nontioned during the discussion of tlx F-circlc. Fleaso give .a fow 
brief words about tho raaccn for this business trip.

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Q« Did the Propaganda Ilnstory, or any other Nazi Agency, cause 
you to give these interviews? 

A. !Io, that was a business trip for Farben arising from the 
necessity of Farben*s am business. 

Q. I turn to a new subject, the Kieler Wochen, on page 61 of the 

Trial 3riaf and 100 a. Ir. these oassages of the Trial Brief there are 

certain performances mentioned that took pl^co daring the Kieler Tochen. 

‘‘.'cold you explain what these Kieler Tochen are? 

• • 

A. They are sailing races, just as they took place in England 
on the Isle of --hite. They took placo boforc tho First World .,ar every 
year in Kiel in June. 

Q. That do these organizations have to do with the Kieler Tochen 
that the prosecution mentioned? 

A. That was on.y the outside frame. One must distinguish betv;oan 
the mooting in 1934 of the Kieler Toe hen and the meetings in 1938 and 
1939. In 193A, the industrial drive of the Automobile Club of Germany 
through the industrial region was continued. It was a good-will action 
and leading personalities of European countries participated, including 
Berlin ambassadors and onvoys. 

q. Do I understand you corrootly th^t you said that the Kieler 
Tochen in 193L was the sane thing in its ncturo as tho drive through 
the industrial region ir. 1933, i» that correct? 

A. Yes, basically. However, thore is one essential difference. 
During the drive through the industrial rcsion, the AVD was leading. Durx ^ 
the Kieler Tochen in 193t the Reich Sport Leader w s called in by the party 

at the last minute and he took over. 

q. Did the character of this uhole thing change in any way? 

A. Hot basically, but the standards were lowered. The business 
manager of the AVD at the tine. Admiral Klarisch, and I had serious 
differences of opinion with Mr. von Tscha^r and Osten who blamed us for 
the fact that this whole thing was not sufficiently national socialistic 
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ir. nature. iTe told him at the tire that the idea of this whole thing was 
tc promote international qualities and that started the argument. 

Q. Please explain what t;es done at the Kieler T7ochen in 1938 

and 1939. 

A. Those events t.-oro seething entirely different. They were cauaed 
by the International Chamber of Coan»rce Congress in Berlin in 1937. In 
1937 I was redo a member'of the I ntemational Committee for Foreign Trado 
ur.d Currency in Paris o 2 the Intornational Chamber of Corawrco. I gave a

speech in Paris in the Spring of 1937 and et tho Congress in Berlin I 
spoke to tho full nesting about the methods of foreign trado.

After I hr** finished ay speech, to Uio XU11 ‘assembly tho Prosidant 
of the Canadian Delegation appro?.chod so - I had spoko.n in Ehglish - and ho 
aaid: "Congratulations I have boon.listening to your spooch.'

Canadians, v»o say, 'freo trade', and we orcct duty barriers." I talked to 
a ftw friends about this and said we eust get tegothor in a snail, circle. 

Wa aro all talking past each other hero; in such a largo Congress you 
cannot do this.

Q. flhat did you want to discuss in this close circle of frionda, 

of industrialists, in order toachiovo bettor understanding? 

A. To put it quite simply, I wanted to fix our language to state 

certain technical terminology in general and no wanted to introduce that 

also in foreign currency problaaS, ran notarial problems, money problems,

certain exaggerated self-sufficiency problems, and industrialization. 

That is what tie war.tod to discuss.

We find the necessary rv»ter- 
i'l About this in the triAl brief, pAge SU , Ploaso describe in a. few 
sentences tho origin of the Econonic Resef-rch BcpArtnant. 

•'». In the yc*r 1927, »*s tho sub-dop'rtoent of a finance depArtmont, 
»n «*rchivo v»as founded -rrhich was lAtcr called tho Economic rchive or the 
BcpArtncnt U of VOWI. In tho ye»*r 1928, Professor von Jteollondorf, on 
the ordor of Gohcicr^t Bosch, m»do e trip to tho United Strtes in order 
to study the National Industrial Conforonco BoArd thoro And in ordor to 
soe whothor a similar institution nieht be useful *nd prncticAl for Gor¬ 
man purposes, 

ilr. von Uoellondorf Asked ae in Now York, whoro I was then as An 
Assistant to Prof. Flcchthein, to participate in this trip. Tho prob¬ 
lems interested no very much. In tho yoAr 1929 tho old Archive, as a 
result of the trij> by von Uoollendorf *nd nysolf, was oxp r ndod undor tho 
diroction of Professor von Hoollandorf into tho Economic Rcserrch Dep^rt- 
mont and they wore Aided in this by Professor Tfrgcnann who hAs boon ro¬ 
pe "todly mentioned — And he Also furnished us with very Ablo pooplo: 

Dr. Rcithingcr, Dr. Hunscha, 

This friendly Assistance of T/rgcaann CAn bo ocplP.inod by the fret 
thrt ho himsolf was a. good friend of Ifaollendorf And Schmitz --nd bocauso 
ho Also s"w soao pr»cticAl help for his own t*> r k in this And becruso 
F?rbon paid him a nice contribution for his institute svury year. 

In 1932 tho expansion of tho Economic Resoarch Dep-rtmont had been 
basically concluded, 

“. Dr. Iljner, you mention the name, von ifocllondorf. Would you 
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piease tell us briefly who lir, 14>ellendorf was =nd how did you git to 
know him? 

<*, I got to know hies froa tho First *i/orld T.'^r. He was then a closo 
coll a.fcora tor and one could say tho spiritual inspiration of */»lfcor Brath- 
en»u. Later on ho bcc-aa Stato Secretary in the Social Democratic Cab¬ 
inet, Ebort, under the Soci*l Democrat Minister in favor of planned econ¬ 
omy, *n economic enterprise. Moollcndorf was considered the spiritual 
father of a planned economy; not, however, in the sense in vhich tho na¬ 
tional Socialists later carried it out. He also became qy to.-chor in 
Economics, especially during th~ tine of the Bruening government from 
1931 to 1932, I don't think that tho expression would be exagger-ted 
when I say th't UoiUcndorf w»s an ardent hater of national Socialism. 

Would you pleaao toll no in a few words, very briefly, how this 
Economic Research Department was organized rnd what various tasks tho 
departments had? 

A. I will Just nano four main departments: (1) General Economic 
Observation, questions of curroncy, cocnarcial prym-nts, ot cetera; (2) 
Observation of the Various Provinces — that is foreign statos, too, 
foreign tr>do and domestic tr«do, economic policy tondoncies, industrial¬ 
ization, ct cetera; (3) Chomical Markets of tho 'iorld, analysis of thoso 
markets, prognosis of those markots, special dovoloprxnts, et cotars; (/,) 
Firms »nd Financial ’.rehives, all large industrial conp-nics and bwiks of 
tho vrorld, competitive fires of Farben, ot cotora. 

Q.. Dr. limner, did you participate personally in tho Vtt/I? 

• A. I participated but I understood your quostion to n»an whother or 
not I worked thore, ?r-ctically speaking, or whether I was Just very much 
interested in it. Yes, it gava no much Joy; foreign trade, questions of 
curroncy, industrialization, increase of the ourchasing powor, increase 
of the standard of living — all these were qy actual fields of interest, 
everything that h"d to do with economics, both domestic and foreign econ¬ 
omics, I devoted ». tremendously largo part of my time to those problems. 
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3. '*h»t principles did you pursue in carrying out the practical or¬ 

ganization of the van? 

I Just givo you that in a fow words; first of all, close con¬ 
tact with economic philosphy; socondly,. close contact with practical 
economics; thirdly, to do only that which was absolutely necessary in 
the VOTI »nd, furthermore, to ba.se yourself on retainer conventions with 
institutes and foreign associates, =nd, fourth, the so-callod 2 -minuto 
principle which means if someone a.skcd anything ono could irmedi-toly tell 
him whoro the information was to bo found if one was not in a position 
one's aolf to give that information. 

I would only like to givo a brief coecontary about the subject mat¬ 
ter No. 3 — namely, to maintain only tho nost nocossary material in tho 
VOM. This explains why wo had an agreoaant with the instituto for mar¬ 
ket rcsoarch, and with the ’’orld Economic Instituto in Kiel, or with tho 
Statistical D«.p*rtaont of th* Chumnico or tho School for v torld Economics 

in Vionna, outside associates at homo and abroad, 

r • 

Furthermore, wo had an exchange relationship with important oconon- 
ic institutos, statistical dopartoonts, again both inside Germany and 
abroad — for example, in Gcrm-ny, with the Rcichsb*nk, with tho loading 
German banks and industrial onterprisos which all had an cconomio re¬ 
search dap'rtcont, the statistical departments of tho Berlin ministries 
*nd abroad, particularly l»rgo enterprises such a S “National City Bank," 
"Imperial Chomic-1 Industries" and "H. tional Industrial C^nfcrenco Board." 
The principlo was a mutual exch-ngo of economic and statisticrl material. 
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Q. Dr. Ilj^icr, you spoke of the principle which *.jc know from 
"'-- 2 ** 1 l£x » "Oo dcs.« That is in the relationship between VOUI 
^r.d the Berlin ministries. Did the VCWI have any advantages because 

of t:da? 

A. Yos, of course. The VCtZZ needed for the business purposes of 
Farber. end for the preparation of casket analysis and marketing 
prognosis the statistical data ir. tho ninistrics. This necessity booano 
groatcr after 1933. It bccaso greater because the generosity of 
statistics in the Third Reich was also limited. Less and loss 
statistical data was published so that tbo possibilities of getting 
statistical material fro:: the ninistrics assumed noro and coro importance 
for tho van. 

'J. With which official agondos did this contact begin and can 
you toll ao at what time? 

... .oil, that /ai^ht have been shortly after 1929 or 1930, aftor 
tho V0UE -..-as founded, tlx iry it dovclopod. That tias vith Hr. Ritter, 
tho later ambassador Ritter. Ko was then cidof of tho Economic Department 
of tho Foreign Office. He tr.s a friend of Kr. von HooUcndsrf and ho 
hir.seIf had no cc'ono. ic research department of his o \tn end the Reich 
Economics Ministry <!id net have such a department either. Thoy all had 
to roly on tho statistical Reich office, but thoy uorc too slow, 
according to tho opinion of lir. Rittor, and in tho cr.se of urgor.t tasks 
he proforred to turn to the Rdchsb.ak and to other banks and also to 
us for current problems. 

0. That teas tho forci^i office. New, did any other govoranont 
agoncios use the opportunity to turn to VCWI? 

A. Yes, later tho Reich Economics ’ministry; that uas in tho year 
1931. Fer example, when tho iforld Economic end Reparations Conference 
«as liold in London, — and this led, as is roll known, to tho Hoover 
..orateriun — Geheimrat Schultz was cconccic and financial advisor to - 
the Rcichs chancellor, Bruening. GciicLurat Setaitz was given tl>c statis¬ 
tical material by VOHI and he took that along to London. In London it 
turned out, as Hr. Schultz or Hr. Reithinger told me later, the.t tho ' 
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z-atoriol of the VO'.I sets better than the nntcrtal which the officials 
.-.d with thee. Thereupon, ;Ir. Rcithingcr was roquestod by tclcpltonc 
to coec end he went to London end took -long aorc catcrial. 

a. Did the KXJ1 else drer up lerger pepers which treetod oconoi.de 
mrW nroblons ar.d car. you nets ix e few? 

A. Yes, quite e nueber of that; for exccplc, ospocielly in the 
few years before 1933 — I shell Just nano three: the Economic 
Slcnentary Cociparisai bstnocn the United States of Aaarica, England, 
Franco, Italy, Germany, a work of four voluoos. It \rzs published in 
tho years 1929 to 1932. Second?y, a European work, At that tlix, the 
ideas of autarchy arose one’ in order to carry ideas ad absurdur. *.?o 
did this work on the question: “Can Europe be solf-sufficicnt?" Tho 
anstior tns no. Third, in a French :»rk, a work about France in which 
I participated especially intensively, tl» question that woo asked was: 

"Is an cconof.dc unior. botween Franco end Germany also an econoidc 
a.dventago for both countries?" The answer wes "Yos." That was 1931 to 
1932. 

.fj. Dr. Ilgncr, in ti» trial brief on page 64, tho Prosecution 
claim that the TOM roports rare rollerly sent to the Reich authorities.

A. No. One could iwt say that, apart frou tho TOM pockot 
calenders, these amll colo .Aars, the way we have then. 

(]. h‘es there any contact with rilitery age-cics? 

A. Idlitary agencies surely else got setae reports such es othor 
authorities, but before the outbreak of tho war thcro was n: contact. 

This did net change until tho :rj; but about tho tiiao beforo tho war. 

Dr. Hath, you know I cannot fcivo you any information because I wa.s absent. 

Q. Did tho reports of tho TOM, if they xicro asked for by official 
agencies, have to bo furnished to these agencies or could Forbon refuse 
to do that? 

A. No. No one could refuse. There was the obligation to furnish 
information, but it did rot even occur to us to refuse tliat. It was to

If there had been any contact worth mentioning, how- 
over, I as the man in charge, would have had known about it in spite of 
ny frequent absences.

Q.- Chen and in Whet way did you learn for tho first time that reports 
vioro being sent from your office H.T.J. to tho Q:'1, Countor Intolligcncc? 

A.- By c complaint node by tho 0X3?, Countor Intelligence Deportment. 
This was about tho second half or tho middle of 1940. Tho Abwehrbcauftrog-^ 
tor of ny offico :r'/7 passod this on to me, according to his instructions 
from tho 0K\’. The 0K7 cceplaincd therein about tho lack of support from my 
office. I do not roc oil tho details. 

'/hat did you do about this comp l a in t? 

A.- At tho nojet mail conforonco, I told ay associates that tho porsons 
involvod would got in touch with Ur. von dor Hoydo in ordor to comply with 
tho complaint of tho OK?;. 

Q.- 7oro such cceiplaints frequent? , 

A.- I can recall two or throe such instances ihich wore reported to 

ao personally And which I would bring up tt tho mail cohforcnco.

0.- Did you ever inquire afterwords whothor tho wishes of tho OKI? had 
been complied rith?

A.- I did not inquire, nor was I interested in it; not a single timo. 
That was a field with tsiich I had no contact in pmctico and in rhich I 
ties not at all intcrostcd in. 

Q.- Did you officially have anything to do with tho successor of 
• # 

!!ajor Bloch, !iajor Focko, who in 1943 book ovor the Counter Intelligence? 
A.- No, not a single tine. 

Q.- How often did you cncouatcr 1‘ajor Focko in your life? 

A.- As I recall, I met him twice, ihc first time irs at a locturo 
which ho hold at Heidelberg in the spring of 1944 for the entire Vorstard 
of For ben. It was a Vorstand mooting. It ics olementary instruction about 
counter-intelligence questions. The OK57 held a poor view of I.C-. Farbon 
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r-i ranted to toll us why these things rare necessary. That was whoro I 
not hin. Then ay rife was not allo-.xid to go to visit hor mother in Swe¬ 
den — thu Gestapo or someone had forbidden it — this is in 1945 — I 
want to the Economic P.cforcnt of the SD in Berlin at their Gchollcnborg 
office. Tais ras a nan there named Professor Schnied vdion I had seen in 
Vienna rften he v.as an district economic adviser. Then I came out of the 
off lee, I met !'j. Pocko Just in passing. Mr. Pocko thinks t'nat he saw me 
a third tine. Ke has given an affidavit on this. In 1943 when he took over 
the office, he made initial calls on several big firms in Berlin, but I 

believe that he is :istaken when he says he spoko to me. Perhaps ho spoke

Q * final question on this subject: **hat do you know about 
•-he extent of the total activity of Farben in the Counter-Intelligence 

Field? 

A Dr. Hath, the fact clone that ths important man in 0K*7 
Countsr-Intelligence for Economic suestions, a?jor FolJte, as late as 
- I be?.i3V3 it was March, toircrd the end of the wcr -*■ thought 
it necessary to give the whole Farben Vorstand elixentary instructions, 
because it was that and nothing else, about the necessity of the work 
of the Economic Department of the GX.i Countar-Intelligence, proves 
clearly enough that this rork in the opinion of the euthorities was 
completely inadequate. 

Q Another subject, Dr. Ilgner. Did you ever have ary of¬ 
ficial dealing* with the SD or the Gestapo? 

* Ho, the only contact which I had with the SD was of a 
private nature. This was in February or January, 19U5, in connection 
with ths incident which I Just mentioned when ay wife os a Swede was 
not allowed to go home. This ban had been in force for years. As I 
said, I vent to S3S the Referent Dr. Schnied at his office and the 
result nas completely negative. The feeling cgainst Farben and ny- 
self was viry strong; we were on the blacklist. I learned all thnt 
from tha Vorstand c*nb*r of the Alliens Insurance Company, who, during 
tha rar, vas a captain in tire Landwehr and vas sent to this office. 

He cema eft >r me on tha steps and ras sorry for me and wanted to con¬ 
sole me. 

Q Tha prosecution, however, has offered Exhibit 915, Book 
10, English page 50, German page 76. This is tha affidavit of Mr. 

Diels of 30 January 19U7. Ur. Diels states that at the beginning of 
September 1555 you called on hi* in the office building of the 
Gestapo. Mow do you explain Sir. Diels' testimony? 

a Mr. Diels has already said something here on the stand 
about a "confused conv*rsation", as he called it. I - would assume that 
his recollection of our v?ry brief encounta* in 1955 has suffered frc.i 
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confusion coo. The facts era as follows: 

Cn tha 6 th of September, 1933, that was the day bafore sy 
youngish daughter was born, I returned from cy trip to Scandinavia. 

^ I have already said, I had reported ay critical impressions of 
this trip in tha F-Circle, but I was not satisfied with the reception 
rhich my report had received particularly with tha impression on lir, 
-oebbels. I told the Vice-President of Schurz Association, Dr. Draeger, 
ebout it end ha said, "3e will have to see whether Hr. Geering can't 

• 

be informid of this." He said there was an acquaintance of his, who 
was cn old dinocr£t, » Aa, who was «• good fellow, who htd very 

close connections with GoerLng, who was always in the Hotel Bristol 
and r/ho always ate breakfast there. I was once in the Bristol with 
Dr. Draeger and he said "There is Ur. Diels," and he introduced us 
end than I told lx. Diels about the informtion I had gotten from 
Sweden and the rest of Scandinavia. I don't know — perhaps lir. Diels 
did not understand me; perhaps this infection was embarrassing to 
nln. I spoke about the Jewish boycott, about the militaristic ques¬ 
tions, about tha changing of the flag, I spoke about the unfortunate 
figure of lir.-Books, but perhaps he didn't want to go into it. There 
was a vary brief conversation and there my recollection agrees 
entiraly with thqt of Mr. Diels. The meting made no impression on 
me and I considered it so unimportant that contrary to ny custom, 
when I came to ry secretariat, I did not tall either my assistant or 
ay secretary about it so that ha was not even put in the " 1 ET" file 
*here I usually registered all the people whom I net. That was ty » 
sr.countar with lir. Diels. 

Q And that is enough on this point. Dr. Ilgner, I mm take 
up a new subject, the alleged Farben espionage agents abroad. At 
irial 3riif page 70, the prosecution contends and I quote: "Farben 
naintained and financed several agents abroad who were engaged in es¬ 
pionage, and in some cases they worked exclusively for the Abwehr." 

Is that true? 
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a Certainly not. Such a thing nev-r existed in Farben. 

Q The prosecution relies for this assartion on an affid¬ 
avit of Dr. Krueger and an affidavit of yours. These are Exhibits 
377, 3ook 17, English page IS and 20, Girnan page 3U and following; 
also Exhibit 323, Book U6, English page 10U, 10S, 1C9, German page 
123. 3oth exhibits daal with the following thrae gentlemen: first 
of all, Freiherr von Lersnir, second 'Wilhelm von rluegge, third, Dr. 
Kuegler. "hat do you have to say about that? 

A I have given a new affidavit in which I have corrected 
ay previous affidavit in a nunb:r of points. About these three gentle¬ 
men I have to say the following* 

Hr. von Lersner was a h-lf-Jrr, definitely anti-Nazi. In 
1939 he left Germany, because he did not like to live in Ocrmnny any 
nors. This was with the consent of Oeheiwat Bosch who was a friend 
of his and with financial assistance by Farben, with which he had an 
old retainer contract since long before 1933. He rant to Turkey. Ha 
work 3d for understanding even during ths war* He had nothing to do 
with espionage or OJW Count a--Intelligence. 

Mr. von rluegge was also a hr.lf-Jsr, on old Resistance man. 

He belonged to the Circle of Max Hahn end Dr. Edgar Jung, Bloch, and 
so f-rth. In 1939 he rr?nt abroad under ths camouflage of the 01CT 
Countir-Int3lligence 1'ork, and worked there f'W the Resistance Move¬ 
ment. Until quits recently I qyself did not knot; the details, since 
I left in 1939 2 nd was not present. I -as not informed later, be¬ 
cause the office of Dr. Krueger had demanded that only one important 
man should be informed and this on account of the risk for the re¬ 
sistance movement, and Dr.. Krueger, of coursi, did not inform me. 

It is untrue that this had anything to do with espionage agents.- 
Moreover, Farben had just as little to do with this whole matter a* 
with the natter of Mr., von lersner. 

As for Dr. Kuegler, ha was a soldier during the war and 
for a tine ha was assigned to the 0KZ Counter-Intelligence. This was 
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~ n “si«nwnt on which Far ban bed no influence at all. This was 
puraly a military assignment during wartime. Tha fact that he was 
paid is nothing unusual; all the officials of 7-rben who were draft- • 
cd into the iehraacht received 85%, or something like that, of their 
salary frm Farben, without exception. 

'< That is sufficient. I nor turn to another chapter, 
alleged espionage work in China in the Trial Brief, page 70 a, Ex¬ 
hibit 323 is mentioned here in Book 1*5, English page 179 , German x 
page 21*2. It is said and I quote, “The agents and employees of 
Forben in China participated to a large extent in the espionage and 
propaganda w-rk there." T.hat do you have to say about this document? 

A I reed this document for thj first tine here in Nurnberg. 
i read it very carefully. Aside from a quite gsneral remark there is 
nothing in it that Justifies the prosecutes contention, but it 
does say, as I hevs already explained very carefully here on the 
stand — thise were normal surrenders of f/reipi exchange from Farb3n 
export business in China during tho war on the basis of the well 
knovm regulations regarding foreign currency which had existed in 
Gjraany sincS 1931. 

Q I have concluded «y examination on Count I, Before I 
go on to individual cases falling under Count II, under the title, 
"Flundir and Spoliation," chosen by the prosecution, I should like 
to ask a few basic pnliain;ry questions: First of oil, I should 
lika to go into your knowledge, or lack <*f knowledge, of the coming 
war, tha so-called invasions and wars of aggression. Dr. Ilgner, 
what did you personally know of a coning war? 

* I was firmly convinced that no war was planned and ^ 
certainly no war was c*>aing. 

Q Shy did you personally believe to the last minute 
that there would ba no war? 

A First of all, because of qy mentality. After the Austrian 
question and the Sudeten question had been solved with the approval of 
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the world without warfare and it seined to ae that war was pure mad¬ 
ness. any war had to mean a weakening "f Europe and a strengthening 
of Bolshevism and that was =sadnass. Besides, I rtis sick. I was in 
a sanit-riun in Switzerland and after that in Austria, and I was not 
in vary close contact with the course of events, but ny basic ideas 
and convictions were n-*t affected by that, 

Q rio* did -j “u learn for the first time of subsequently 
political events, first of all, the Anschluss of Austria? 





i 
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A I learned that over the radio, like every citizen. The idoa 
TTi5 not new. . It was expressed for the first tine in 1919 and then 
again in 1931* That h 2 s been d iscusscd enoug* here; «he 4I —vl whether 
there would an anschluss, I did not knovand I nay say most everybody 
did not know that. It was quite a surprise and I can give no hotter 
answer than the prosecution oxhibit introduced two days ago, 201 ];, v/hioh 
was put to lir. Haefligor, and I would like to read three things from 
it: "At 9:30 re received the first alxraing news. Ur. Fischer oaraoc 
back from a telephone conversation, all excited; it v/as liko a stroko 
of lightening from a cloar sky." This is a prosecution dociraent from 
the year 1938, the 16th of Uarch. I beliovo there is no r.oed to say 
anything more on this subject. 

Q How did you hoar of tho Ucnioh agreement about tho Sudoton- 

land? 

A Again, liko every citison, on tho radio. ">* roro very much 
worriod that things would go -.rronc- «To wero happy that everything was 
in order, thanks to tho attitude of Chanborlain, above all. 

Q 'ifcat did you learn about tho invasion of Pr«guo? 

A I hoaref about it over tho radio and -.res voiy much surprisod. 

Q How and whon did you hoar of the boginning of tho 't*r with Poland 
on 1 Soptocber 1939? 

A I was oo'nvaloscing et tho sanitoriua of Rupana in Austria at 
that tiao. Dr. Kruogor, my representative, came to soo mo a fen/ days 
before. Ho ras dosporato about ay optimism. Ho could not convinco me 
that this situation was serious. Ho went back to Berlin and, as has al¬ 
ready boon testified hero, I went hunting in the wilds of Tfachau and tho 
same thing was trua of the occupation of France. 

Q Kow did you hair of tho entry into Denmark and tho occupation 
of Itorway? That was in April, 19U0. 

A I v/as still convalescing in Austria. I hoard th2t up in tho 
mountains. Those events wore all a surprise to me. 
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Q That do you know about the C-oering speech in the Herrenhaus 

in 1536? 

A At !hat tine I was on ay way back froa South America. . I was 
nid-ocear.. I came back on 22 Do eerier, I did not read the speech it¬ 
self. This statement which was given here "There was just no shooting" 
cr something like that, I never hoard that. I do res ember that someone 
— who and where this was, I don't remember — told roe something else 
about it that has not been reported here about the determination of the 
Third Reich for autarchy and Goering is supposed to have said something 
to have said something like the following — I quote from memory, of 
course. "VTe will bore to the navel of the earth and woe to the econo¬ 
mist who does not collaborate! Into the abyss with him!" That is what 
I remember of the speech. 

Q Dr. Ilgr.er the prosecution says in the Trial Brief on pago 69 
as followst and I quote: "Any intelligent man in Germany nsust have 
realized from the very moment of Hitler's seizure of power that the 
Third Reich was head inevitably toward */ar. n Can you mention any in¬ 
telligent ran who had a different opinion? 

A Yes, Ambassador Dr. Ulrich von Hassel, who has been mentioned 
repeatedly. Von Hassel, as has been said, .ras very Anti-Hazi. In 
1937-36, he was a personal enemy of von Ribbentrop's and, as such, \ms 
dismissed from the Foreign Office. He was a prominent member of the 
Resistance Movement. He was considered one of the best and perhaps the 
best man in the Foreign Office. After the successful assassination of 
20 July 19Ui, he was to be Foreign Minister of the Goerdeler Government, 
that is, the Resistance Government, 

Hassel was condemned to death by the people's Court and hanged in 
the Spring of 1939* Hassel did not believe that Hitler has aiming at 
'•ar. in his opinion, Hitler's endeavor was to gain success in foreign 
politics \rithout letting it come to hostilities. It was only in 1939 
that Hassel began to doubt, and, as Hassel thought, so though mary 
people in Germany, and from them the war was a complete surprise. 
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Q Dr, Ilgner, that Is the Ambassador von Hassel, whom you men¬ 
tioned in connection with the Central European Economic Heating? 

A I paid a retainer to him. !7e had a retainer contract with 
12 *. von Eassel and put him in ir-J and then in agreement with the Pre¬ 
sident of the Central European Economic Board and its chief business 
manager, Dr. Dietrich, we discussed that all three of us. He became 
7orstar.d member and was head of the financial position in Berlin to 
work out his political ideas, which we knew. 

Q Dr. Ilgner, we want to discuss Southeastern Europe now, o>:~ 
pecicily your Southeastern European business policy so that xn can come 
to Austria and to Count II. Since when had ypu been particularly in¬ 
terested in Southeastern Europe? 

A Since 1931. 

Q (That was tho reason? 

A I trill speak in a few words. The collapse of tho Austrian 
Credit Institute, German bank coliapso, devaluation of tho pound, froe- 
sins of the Southeastern currencies, difficulty of Farben exports to 
Southeastern Europe. 

Q And how was your interest expressed — also in a feu words? 

A V.'e had the Voi.i investigate agrononic research on the export 
experiments by the agricultural e::pert, Vilhelm von Fluegge. The Ques¬ 
tion *>•*33 what could Germany import from tho Southeastern countries 
additionally in order to have the frozen sums defrozen and if there ;/ere 
not enough export articles available, what could be developed or grown 
in Southeastern Europe in the agrononic field that could be explored to 
Germany. 

Q Dr. Ilgner, were these not considerations which made vory 
long range measures necessary? 

A Yes, that is true, but it is different too. After the foreign 
exchange credits were withdrawn by other countries in the sonar of 1931 
—’ 1 have alread >' discussed that repeatedly — there was a great scarcity 
of foreign exchange and that was another reason for these measures. 
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Control of foreign exchange was introduced at that time as we know 
and the measures to promote export began. ' 

Q Here these the only reason or did you have other basic, consi¬ 
derations for being interested in Southeastern countries? 

A Dr. i.'ath, they rare essentially the sane ones t;hich I have 
already described. The basic realization that the diminished volune 
of world trade could be Increased only by helping these countries to 
develop their econoqy. To intensify their industrialization was only 
a part of this. One could achieve an increase of world trade in this 
ray, and besides and this was a vory Inportent consideration — it was 
a wonderful .*»ppler.entation for Southeastern Europe and Germarv. They 
hcd a surplus of agrarian products which w» needed and ra had tho in¬ 
dustrial products which they nccdod. 

Q V/ero you at that tino c nonber of any special economical organ¬ 
ization which was doaling specificclly with Southeastern Europe? 

A Yos, in 1931 I became a neater of tho Council of tho Central 
Zuropoan Econanic Diet. 

Q will you please describe to the Tribunel what that was? 

A I can do \hat very briefly. A privato aocioty, v;hoso. monbors 
represented about 12% of Gonaan total exports, no, not 12% of exports 
t0 tho * ,;holq rrorld > but only to Southeastern Suropo, only to this part 
of the world, on the basis of privato initiative a private corporation 

incorporating the corporations interested in export to the Southeastern 
Europe. 
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*• Thank you, that is enough. I»r. Ilgncr, in the next few yoars 
aft-.r 1531 did ycu personally take any further interest in the Southeast? 

... IV big trip to Southeast Europe was in 1932. After that I 
had no active personal interest since than tJioro 00 re othor problems 
in tha foreground, devaluation of tho dollar, promotion of exports to 
ovors-.es. I nndo nt thet tine qy big trips to East -sis and South 
America. It wes el-ays cy principlo nnl ay working nethod to take up 
p rob lens, invostigeto than thoroughly, trri then if they wore sould nnd 
interesting to put good pooplo on the®, cnl so nt that tine after 1932 
1 put can liko ..'ilholn von Fluoggo, Kurt I'orb, in charge of Southeast 
Europo. Inter Z>r. Xruogor, ay deputy, tool- a very big interost in this 
after ' 33 , '3 ii, later Kr. von Ho lock, Kuoglcr, Holraarding - tho cctuol 
prccotor, nd if I aoy aey so, tho ona eho gr-o no tha tost for this, 
rho nodo tho important point of view clear to so, on 0 our agont - 
-ilheln Po.th at Vienne who was with me on this ccr-trip through Southocst 
Europa in 1932. In tho yoars after ' 33 , ra* I sn id, until after tho 
Anschluss of Austria, 1 nysolf took ro'tlly •dell intorest in those 
pro blocs for tHb reasons rxentionod. 

Q. Dr. Ilgnor, did you toll your idoas obcut dovolopnents in 
Southocst ,rn Europe in tho oconoriic fiold to tho fubllc? 

A» Yos, ropor.todly, cost cloarly perhaps in cy Vlonna locturo • 
at tho ganoral rtssonbly of tho K.T in 19fc0 during tho ;»r. 

Q. In tho tine boforc tha outbreak of wax, did you join any 
other Southocst European organiz-tions? 

A. No. Tho ICiT r<rr.inod tho only one. In 1936 Hr. von Vilnowsky 
•uggostod So as Vico-prcsidont and I was oloctod by th3 axmbors. 

k- Did your wholo activity in Southeastern Europo have anything 
to do with official tronds? 

A. I night say on tho contrary, tho National Socialist agencies 
before tho outbreak of war wore conpnrctivoly uninterested in Southeastern 
Europe. Farbon, bowovor, and above ell the HI, wore following purely 
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priv-to interests. 

Q. I put to you tha document of the prosacution, Exhibit 106li, 
Book 52. English Fase i»l• Goran Page 51* "*his ia on affidavit of tir. 
SoecJe “ho states that Goman foraign policy regarding Southeastern Europe 
r?.s ossent lolly in agraoaont with your o-.m Balkan interasts chi eh nor a 
expressed by tho fact that lctor your Dr. llgnor, wore eppointod chotinan 
of tha Southooatom European Coenittoo of c Raich ^roup Industry.

Skcda—'otzlcr, to. Poliak, and since 1936 there were concrotc negotia¬ 
tions. Second, it is not a question of Austrian industry. Skodo- 
'.etzler represents perhaps 10 percent. 
h Dr. Ilgner, chemical industry? 

“ Yes, only chtmical industry, excuse me. One gets the impression 
that this was the entire Austrian chemistry. It was barely 10 percent 
which was under discussion. Third, "within the scope of the Four Year 
Plsr." the Prosecution quotes I need not go into this expression. The 
f ’ct is that there wes not a single Four Year Plan project contained, 
end the Four Year Plan had nothing.to do with it. Besides, in the 
document quoted by thj Prosecution exactly the opposite is said. In 
Prosecution's own document I quote Exhibit 10i0. That is a different 
exhibit. "Beginning with the sales interest already existing in the 
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^hisistxy Per ben has since or.o year in agreement with the Reich 
authorities taken the initiative for further unification. There are 
included both sales and production.

; In Part II of thw Trial Brief, page 24, the Prosecution sneaks 
very generally about the alleged legally camouflaged plunder and quotes 
in this connection a statement of the head of '.IPO, Director Dr. Jost 
Terhaer, and I quote: "This government policy was woll exDrossod by 
Terhaar, Director of Ferben. Such planned cartels, voluntary associa-

Q Tho Prosecution al3o submits .on page 25 of the Trial Brief that 
in order to get permission from the authorities to carry out tho trans¬ 
action Farben had taphasized the question of -.ryanization in order to 
nin the authorities over to the project. Is that true? 
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A. Here the Prosecution is very nuch nistaken. Of course not 
even an enterprise like Farben could coraletely ignore the official or¬ 
ders in the Jewish Question. How this was done, however, is shorn by 
thc fact that the official sartjr agencies four weeks later, thrt is at 
the beginning of Sby, 1933, that is five yo=.rs after the seizure of 
persr in Ceraany, still considered it necessary to put two coranissars in 
all Farben sales organizations, etc. in Austria, that is in Vienna be-

cause of the negative attitude of Farben in the Jewish question and non- 
cocperaticn with the party in Austria. 

Mr. Ilgr.er, I shall cone back to this question of co.-*ni«ers 
later. The Prosecution relies on Exhibit 10,0; this is a letter of Frr- 
fcon by Ur. Kaefliger to the office of the State Secretary Keppler. Do 
you .tee any connection here with the question Just discussed?

Thl * shcwt the Anschluss, with the siaultancous introduction 

of the l.’urnfcerg Uws in Austrir, nade things difficult for Farben or in¬ 
terrupted the negotiations. Nothing is said here about any activity of 
-erben in the Jewish question. Farber. even had actually nothing to do 
*tth this question; that was up to the Kroditanstalt which probably re¬ 
placed the Jews. 

0. Another subject; on cage 26 of the Trial Brief the Prosecution 
ssys that Farben long attainted in vain to get the majority in the Skoda 
Staler plants, and then it says, and I r^te: "Skoda \etzler, as wellas 
tH * iP P8rent fira the Austrian Kreditanstait, had flatly refused to five 
J - tr.-i- najority as long as they were able to present their oninion at 
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eil. That is, up to the 12th of Harch, 1938." Is that true? 

A. That is absolutely incorrect.

< Dr. Bendcl, fro= your experience in Auschwitz-Blrkcnau, can you 
toll the Tribunal of the extent to which it wes commonly known, 
particularly in the area of Auschritz, that there were large-scale 
gassings of human beings? 

I an convinced, in the first plr.co, that there was no singlo 
displaced person who was in the coop of Auschwitz and Blrkcneu who 
could doubt the destiny which was cccnt for him. In the second p3r.ee, 
this was also known to the poonlo who lived in Auschwitz and who 
wore not displaced persons or internees but who vxro in direct end 

0 

personal contcet with tho displaced persons erd tiio hed connections, 
for instar.co, black srrfcot connections with then, in p-rticular, in 
respect to tho gold nnd in respect to the clothing of the thousands 
of pooplc who pcsscd through the gas chambers. As far ra ths SS is 
concerned, it is quite certain that epert from the SS who worked 
in tho crematorium hundreds of SS ocn who were in the comp of 
Auschwlts-BirkonRU knew very well, and their families who lived vrith 
thorn Jurt as well that every day thousands of people wero gassed in 
tho gas c ; oxrs. I will give an cxPoplo. One day I was in the 
creaatoriua ‘.iu L. The citief of the crematorium, Untcrschrrfuehrer 

• 

Schulu •<!-. that there would be a lrdy visitor this day. In feet, 
about 3 o : cl >:k j\ the afternoon sx-ebody arrived ir. the crematorium. 
This was a party, and there was a lady with them. I got to know hor 
later on as the wife of Schulz. The transport had not yet arrived 
and tho lady wanted the people to have tea at the crecr.toriun. Un¬ 
fortunately, tho transport came in the mean tine. This was a trans¬ 
port of ?bout p thousand people, non, wcacn and children. As was 
tho custom, all the people had to undress in the garden, and then 
they were pushed into the big room ihich during vdn tertian was usod 
for the undressing. 
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Then the doors of tho crc^.toriua *.x:rc locked end those thousand people 
v;ere looked up in the roca where they had undressed, cad there they 
had to wait for about ten ninutos until the car of tho Red Cross came 
bringing tho gas containers. Then the order was given to open tho 
door3 of the undressing roca and people were beaten up. Then they 
rare pushed into the gas chamber. They understood now that they were 
ceught in a trap and they could never get out again. There was push¬ 
ing and sene tried to get out again. Right in front of that young 
lady, vho lookod an with wandering eyes, r.n SS ann with a stick 
aioeshod the bonds of the roocn -nd children who didn't want to ontor 
the gps chmbor. After saw t±ao,ovcryboc*y was in the chamber. Tho 
doors wore locked. For about tro minutes' one hoard screening and 
shouting end people knocking against tho rails. This was no longer 
sooothing human to hoar. Then there -.es deadly silence. Tnnnty 
ninutos lttcr the doers woro reopened. Just liko a cataract, the 
bodies fell out from tin ges chamber. The wcocn Just held thoir 
children against thee, and no had a .lot of trouble getting their eras 
away fron the children. He who has once scon a gas chamber full of 
dead bodies wiU never forget it during all his life.

During the two months that I was in camp Auschwitz, I had the 
impression that the ^uschvdtz camp, in e certain respect, was a 
pleasure camp, as caapcred with the really heavy end exhausting work 
which I had to do during the three weeks in Buna-ttonodtz. I will 
give you an cxaaplo why. This is a personal experience I had. Two 
hundred men errivod during my time at Bone-Jfcnowitz. Vo wore all 
selected for cur stature and our health, and nevertheless, from tho 
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first day, cs fir as I know, -twenty of cy cacredcs reported sick 
to the dispensary. The reasons ware various. It was D c cer±>or and 
terribly cold, sc cold that sere days ws bad 17° centigrade below 
tore, end the w;rking details could no longer work, not longer, at 
least, than half a day. To protect ourselves against the cold, we 
had only very poor clothing. Half of tho people had not even e shirt 
on. I would like to und.rlinc the fact that ecca-ding tc a? knowledge, 
there wore only e very fee deportees in 3un--L'oncwitz who had the 
right to work under a roof. Ifc rll worked outside —

It is awfully difficult to have the 
witness give one answer to a triple pointed question. 

irxj CCimSSIOMER: Dr. Hoffmann, nay I invite your attention to the 
cement of the Tribunal some day's ago which I mentioned oarlior in this 
session. The position of the Tribunal is that when a question is so gene¬ 
ral in its character that the Tribunal itself cannot determine when it 
has been answered, then it is objectionable. New then, if you just use 
that rule I think you must bcable to phrase your questions so that we 
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will not become involved with a number of issues aid get more respon¬ 
sive answers. 

DR. ECF5VAHN: !ir. Cocnissioner, in that case I would like to 
put my question, first of all, ir. the following Dinner: 

Q Witness, according to your own knowledge, did all SS members 
in 3irker.au know about the gassings? I don't nean Auschwitz at this 
moment. 1 mean Kirker.au. 

A I an quite sure that they knew. It was impossible not to 
taow. I wait to give-an example, The SS members of the crematorium 
had frequent visitors. On one occasion I had to advise a pationt who 
was an SS nan from the canp and who had cone to visit an SS comrade 
in the crematorium because he had VD. 

Q So, apart from this axaunlo. Witness, you say that in your 
opinion all the SS men in Birkonau know and x?ore bound to know about 
the gassings. Now, my next question is: To what was the oxtont of 
the knowledge of the gassings in general anong the SS men in the gene¬ 
ral camp Auschwitz — that is, the Auschwitz canp proper — apart from 
the outside camps? Do you think that every single ono of the SS men,' 
from the office clerk up to tho conzandant in the main Auschwitz camp 
knew about the gassings? 

A Well, of course, it is an established fact that I did not use 
my time by making a circular inquiry among the SS members as to how 
much they knew or how much they didn't know, but at tho same time it is 
also a fact, which I can prove, that* the SS knew all about it, particu¬ 
larly the people in Auschwitz. In other words, they knew everything 
about the gassings t.hich took place. 

THE C0UJH3SI0HER: I think that answers the question. Will you 
ask another? 

Q Witness, I would like, now to come to the following point, which 
I would like to establish. In answer to questions to other inmates of 
concentration camps I have been told that the inmates of various concen¬ 
tration camps, as for instance Oranienberg, Lauthausen, and others, in 
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spits of the well established infoitstion service, did not know any 
thing about gassings in Auschwitz. They had heard about raistroatnents 
of course, naturally, but I«a coning to ny question now. Did you later 
on obser/e that the fact that gassings were taking place was well known 
or nut well knom within the various concentration camps? 

THE CCX23SSI0ISR: The witness nay answer? 

Q Did you understand ny question, Witness? 

A Yes, I have understood it. According to ny knowledge, there 
«* a gas cha-ber in Mauthausen, too, and anyway it was the intention 
to kill r.e in 2!authasen. Tho pooplo -.'ho *.»cre in Mauthausen and Eibenseo, 
and of whoa I was one, and whore I spent core than three nonths, were 
rot able to survive for long. It was quite superfluous to use gas in 
thoso car.ps.

At that visit, as a special spectacle 
a thousand people were gassed who had been brought to Germany into the 
camp from France. Through a little window which was in the door of the gas 
chamber, it was possible to watch every second the death struggle of all 
the people in the gas chamber. From ay own experience, I can say that while 
I worked at the crematorium, this great “premiere" (spectacle) consisted 
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of burning people but not in the furnaces, but even in trenches especially 
dug for the purpose. The capacity of those trenches ras quite incredible. 

It was possible to bum a thousand people within one hour.

That can be scon very cloarly from ay • 
statement in the saao KA meeting which is also received in Prosocution 
Document 1205, and I quote: "Farben participated in the light no tel 
projoct with tho uagnosiuc factory; the total capital of this coopa-iy 
will bo about 106 million kronens." 
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Q. In the foundation of liordisk Lettcetall were the Norwegian laws

A. Yes... In the foundation of lloraisk Lettcetall the Reich agencies 
de-ar.ded, for e>;anple, that the cifiirtan of the Aufsichtsrab- should be

a Gerjan, Plenipotentiary General Koppenberg hiitself, Kordisk Lottaetall 

; 

and we, Farben, wanted him to fcc a Norwegian, the General Director of 
Kordisk Letuietall, Dr. ft ubert. *:e .fere therefore looking for a way 
out. A formal working committee was forced; the chairman \ras Ilr. 
Xoppenberg, and cy colleague Haefliger belonged to this cocndttee for 
Farben. In this way we had managed to cake a Norwegian chaixuan of the 
Aufsichtsrat. 

Another example, perhaps even clearsr. The cambers of the Styro 
of Kordisk Lettaetall had to be appointed, that is, the board of 
directors, Norwegian law da. nr do a Kor* region (majority in the Styro. 

Since the Styro ms not to be 'Jigger than three persons, logically 
enough thore was only ono place loft for both Gen on groups. If both 
Genian groups had been represented, wo would havo had to increase the 
St-re to five, and that wou?.d not have been desirable for ricny reasons. 
Therefore Farben waived the sight to havo a representative of their 
ovn, ‘sinco the pre 3 er.ee of .h*. 'riicsen in the Styre guaranteed that 
our interests would oe* properly represented. 

Q. In the raiddle of pegs 35 of t'.re trial briof there is a reference 
ti the French stockholders, I fv.cto: "They were the original undenrritors 
of the stock capital." 

A. Ko; as the Prosecution put it in the trial brief it is not right. 
'T.At is right is that the French were among the important founders of 
:!orsk Hydro in 1505, just as tin lodische Anil in und Sodafa'orik long 
before the 7orld T/ar was also an important-partner of Norsk Hydro. The 
sa..e is true of the Snscildc I-anl; in Stockholm. But r.uch more important 
is the observation that by the fundamental technical reorganization of 
Norsk Hydro by Farben ir. 1527 Farben became a twenty-five percent 




stocscholder; without -.ranting to .dnimize in any way tsie inportar.ee of 
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• • ^ 

the French, this importance la;- essentially in the past. The technical- 
L-.custrial development had beer, advanced by Farben, and therefore the 
importance of Farben lay in the present; since 1927 it had been constantly 
increasing. 

Or. page 35 of the trial brief the Prosecution says that the 
French majority x.-as changed into a C-crsan majority. Is this true? 

A. Ho, For several reasons which I have already dealt with 
exhaustively, the French majority became a minority. T.’iat is truo; but 
there was no Genman majority, ?-lthough this was the intention of the 
German authorities. The total Goman holdings, if one includes Farben 
together with the holdings of the ?.oich government, (although this is not 
quite the correct -way of loo!.-in:, ct it), amounted in 1944 to forty-two 
percont, Farben tvrenty-ono poreon t and the Reich twenty-one percent, as 
against French holdings of about thirty-seven percent—these thirty-seven 
percent being in the hands of one yroup. Tho intentions of the Gen urn 
government were r.ot carried out, cr.d thoro was no Oorman majority. 

Did the French have an opportunity to exercise thoir rights of 
..urc base? # 

A. Thoorotically yos, practically no. 

Q. VTnat do you moan by tlfct? 

A. To oxcorciso this right tic possibility of the tracer of 
currency from Franco to iicrnr.y rajuT.d havo had to oxist. Actually, 

..owover, there us no Fronch-ilorcogian cl oaring, so that the possibility 
of transfer did not exist. According to my knowledge of the situation, 
there were only very few prcnc!non wiio Ivad any intention at all at 
that time of investing money during tho :rar in Nonray, which was occupiod 
by Germany, 

Q. ?/as this question discussed with tho nen of the Barque dc Paris? 

A. Yes, I remember that the fact of there not being any Frcnch- 


i.’onwgian clearing was noted as a fact by everyone concerned, but everyone 
know that that was a government natter. For this reason I personally took 
no interest in this question. There was nothing wc could do about it. 
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• > I'» bocausc-of the lack of clearing, the French were not ablo 
to axcrciso their right to claim this stock, then there was no uarlcot 
in France, so that in practice tie rights of the French stockholders 
in Norsk Hydro were valueless; is that right? 

A. Yes, thet is quite right. But in view of tho old friondahip 
between Norsk Hydro, Farben, and tho Fronch, we of courso prevontod that 
ly, in a sense, creating an artificial carkct, by setting a price for 
those claims such as would have developed naturally if thoro had boon a 
.market. 

0. And how was this done? 

A. Tho banker Nallonbcrg, Thou I have nentionod roccatcdly, ms 
asked at ray suggestion by tl» Senquo dc Faris, as mil as by vs—Norsk 
Hydro and Farben—to act as arbitrator in the establishment of a fair 
prioo. Of courso tho French colcocod this. 

Could tho French without jour or Farbon*s initiative havo gotten 
anything for thoir claims? 

A. No, Those claims *.x>uld normally have boon void, since thoro 
v*s no narkot, and tho French would havo gotten nothing at all. That 
•would happen in the normal covso of business. 

‘4- Did tho French ntubers of tho Korsk Hydro administration, liorcau 
& libretto, '.ant to ottond any nsetings of tho Norsk Hydro in Oslo during 
the war? 

► 

A. Yes, but it -.ras we who originally oxprossed this wish. 17o had 
uiremety arranged the trip for then, and in tho beginning the Froa-xh wore 
willing, but then thoro t:a3 so roich talk about collaboration in Franco 
that they bogan to havo Misgivings, and we quite understood that. And 
then tho trip never came off. 

3hon the clains 'tore sold, were the interests of those French 
stockholders considered who -.aero prisoners of war of the Germans? 

A. Yes; on our initiative very generous arrangements were made for 
the prisoners of war* 

‘1. On page 35, at tho bottco, and page 36 of the trial brief, thoro 
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is a remark of the Prosecution indicating that the French stock holders 
had to sell their claims to a Gorman bank. Is that true? 

A. No, the purchase cf the claims was carried out by a French bank, 
the Bancue do Paris* This French bank carried cut tho purchase on the 
basis of a telegraphic offer of the Stockholm Snscilda Bank, in Stockholm. 
Later, by order of tho Reich Aviation Uinistry, the Bank dor Dcutschon 
Luftfahrt this involved in tils translation in order to have an accounting 
uith the Banque do Paris. 

Did tho French stockholders have to soli their claims? 

A. Cortainly not. It -.ms a right but not an obligation. 

1. The Prosecution, on pago 36 of the trial brief, at tho top, says 
that tho French stockholders wore paid in French francs, and calls that 
a fictitious consideration. 'Jim t can you toll co about this? 

A. Dr. Bachcn, I have not:dng to do with financial questions. I 
don't knor what tho Prosecution ncaby this, but the ease seems o.uito 
dear to -o. The Banquo dc Peris purchasod tho claims from tho Fronch 
stockholders for French francs. I a.; convinced that tho Banquo dc Paris, 
the loading bank of France, acted quite corroctly horc. I do not of 
course know any dotai^s, sir.ee this -.iiolo transaction uos carried out 
diroctly betwoon tho Banquo dc Paris, tho Enscilda Bank in Stockholm, and, 
as I have already said, the 3ai*Jc dcr Dcutschon Luftfahrt, acting on orders 
of tho Aviation Ministry. Tho Bank dor Dcutschon Luftfahrt, as I rocall, 
appeared in dealings with tie Danruo dc Paris as actually the only 
purchaser. 

1 . lir. Nova Tan has just brought to ny attention tliat in ay last 
question tho word "RuccksichtnahaC \ras mistranslated. It nr.3 translated 
as "consideration.'• I beg your pardon, it is mistranslated in tho Goman 
trial brief. Bo toll lock this up. 

I should like to speak about a different period of time row. Dr. 

Ilgncr, the tine after the destruction of the Nordisk Lettnctall plant 
by air raids in the middle of 1543. TTtty was Farben so interested in having 
the water power completed, although the Reich Government ordcrod the plant 
closed down? 
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A because that was in the interest of Korsk Hydro. Norsk Hydro 
had needf 2, this water power for years, and the administration of 
3,’orsk Hydro had asked Farben to do everything possible to have at 
least Tracer power facilities coexisted. 3ut unfortunately wc were not 
able to do so. The Government refused. This Norwegian news paper 
(shews pepor ) that 1 have here shows nor important this was for the Nor¬ 
wegians they ar° completing it today. 

Q Eid you. Dr. Hgner, in the question of damages, represent 
the interests of Norsk Hydro against the Goman authorities? 

A Yes, I personally specifically represented the intesrests 
of Norsk Hydro in the negotiations with tre German authorities, and 
they as] ad me to preside during this tine. And the Bank der Deutschen 
Luftfahrt represente! the German interests. In =y opinion this was 
the first eoso during the war when we succeeded in getting the Oonaan 
Government to recognize foreign claims for war damages. The negotiations 
r:cre «ctr*r.aly difficult and extremely carolicatod and took up a groat 
deal of time. I moorted to the Vorstand meetings of Farben about thon 
vary often. 

^ How did ydu manage to convince the Gorman authorities that 
Norsk Hydro had to bo paid damages just liko the Goman shareholders 
in Nordlek Lettnotall? 

A That was not . asy, and as I said it took a great deal of wont. 

Uy main argument was to say that Nora! Hydro lad cooperated only 
because of confidence in Farben and if this confidence were misused 
that would soricisly impair the osteon in which the Gcroans were held 
in Norway, and tins would endanger all industrial projects. And I 
reported to this tffret in the Vorstand me .tings too. 

Q Is it true that it was only because of reliance on Farben tint ^ 
Norsk Hydro h«d decided to cooperate? 

A io, that was not true, but my colleagues in the Vorstand did not 
c oner diet me at th*' tine because they probably realized my good intentions, 
and realized that I was trying to help Norsk Hydro. 
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Q ut. Ilftnsr, you wsrc speaking about the arrest of Hr. orikson, 
r:ho t?. 3 General Director of KOrsk Hydro, tf’.an and at rhos* instigation 
was ho r. crested? 

a In tho SiTBaoi’ of 19L3, shortly after his appointment as Director 
General, ha Wcj arrested by Reich Cocrdssar Tcrboven. He was arreted 
by Reich Co-iuissar Terbovcn he had becenc Director General against 
the vdll of T.cich Cocnuissar Tcrboven. 'Jo, Worsk Hydro and Farben 
cade hie Director General against the will of tho Reich Commissar, with 
the approval of all tho neebers ol tho 3tyre. 

Q And why was tho Reich Coaaissar for Horray against Mr. F-rikaen? 

A -tcausc Erikscn was anti-Quisling and the whole administration 
of Norsk H;*iro was anti-Quisling. 

Did you. Dr. Ilgncr, while Hr. Rriksen was under arrest, hi-ve 
any contact with him? 

A fos, vs visited hia in tho caat> four times, ay colleague 
Os ter, iVank-Fchlo, and I aysclf visited hia twice. I called or, tho 
coanand/nt of tho camp, Colonel von Bosso. n o was a very good man, 
and he was SS.'oatd tint ho had to keep tho llomugians prisoner. Rrikson 

was allowed to keep, documents, which was prohibited. He was ablu to 
obtain records from nis colleaguos in Horway. I beliovo ho got notkly 

reports, fhen I visited hia tho last tin* in the camp at Luckcnwalde 
that was in tforck, 19U5—he s».id to mo, and I quote: "Ilgner, it is a 
fine thing that during all the war in all these decisions we havo 
novor hno an;- disagreements *nd have always been able to work together 
in haraeny". 

l arranged gift packages for him end rbought then in and smuggled 
in cigarettes f*oa Bulgaria. I cm just telling that to show what our 
association was like. In spite of thui, Erikscn was a prisoner for a 
year anu a half, which had a very depr«rssij»g of feet on him. I nadc. a 
great effort to havo him released. have a good deal of documentary 
evidence on that. 
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I merely want to tell a little story. a Ahen I made formal appltca- 
tion that 1 ^. f.rikscn be released saying ilat I would take hin in 
at his wife's request so that he would not be in Berlin, because there 
were air raids thora, the head of the economic Department of the Reich 
Comissnr in Homy Hr.

The main causes for tids v.-cic^iyon by tto national¬ 
isation regulations in tto Soutlxast; to an increasing dogreo tho 
rcvonuxnts of Huacnia, Hungary, Bulgaria issuod decrees according 
to which German fir. s in tlx Gout least ha.d to employ prodominontly 
andigonouo coaacrcial personnel who wero thus to bo used for business 
.urr osc3, were not .always of tho nature to which we wore accustomed. 
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I" ser.d then generally to Gercen universities was not feasible be¬ 
cause the usual German trade schools had too little contact with 
the southeast and, therefore, ire chose the School for “orld Trade 
in Vienna and we set up private courses thare for young business¬ 
men in which about three hundred to five hundred young Bulgarians, 
Rumanians, Yugoslavs, Serbs, participated. Vie trained them in all 
fields of business life and I hope that these young people are 
still raking use of this knowledge today.. 

Q Do you know. Dr.-Dietrich, why Gr.- Ilgner as director 
of Farbsn Just happaned to be interested in Southeastern Europe? 

A Farban was doubtless the largest single importer of 
the German firms, and within the Vorstand of FarbenDr. Ilgner was 
designated to represent these Farben interests in the IfYT. 

Q Can Dr. Ilgner's activity in the Southeastern Group 
of the Belch Group Trade be brought into connection with this? 

A I think so. It was parallel, the tasks were parallel 
here, and for such purposes the firns made not two people available 
but one person for both purposes.

A lio t that was a part of the organisation of industry, 
that is of the self adninistration of the industrialists, which, to 
be sure, were indirectly supervised during National Socialism.

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Q Dr. Ilgner — 


A Froa this it can be seen clearly that Mr.. Erikscn was in com¬ 
plete agreement with us that we could fever do this and wo were never 
permitted to do this. However, we did take a certain risk; despite the 
prohibition, we promised them that we were not going to give it to them 
in writing, but v/e were going to talk about it. 

Unfortunately, shortly after this conference, Dr. Kerstcn was again 
called into the Army and the whole affair was forgotten. It wasn't very 
important and Monsieur Hbratte asked Mr. Eriksen and I was asked by him 
to undertake this affair. 

Since, in the following year, I repeatedly was in France and since 


I saw Monsieur Wibratte each time although for different reasons, but I 
an quite sure that because of the way I associated with ay friends I 
told him as much as was possible without getting into a flagrant viola¬ 
tion of ray duties.

Q (Continued by Dr. Hath) Apart from that I want you please Dr. 
Ilgner, to look on page 2 of the German text — that is at the end of the 
first page of the original — and coaaent on this paragraph briefly, be¬ 
cause the prosecutuion has quoted one sentence according to which you had 
certain talks with Johann or General Director Pfeiffer fraa the Kredit- 


anstalt about the price of the stock. 
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A To clarify this once srre, this is an affidavit sworn tc by Dr. 
Haefliger on the 23d of April, which he gave to the prosecution. I have 
to adroit quite frankly here that I have already evaluated the signifi¬ 
cance of tha affidavit cf Dr. Haefliger, but I want to deal with it, 
nevertheless. During ay direct examination, I said that I had nothing 
to do in detail with the negotiations about the acquisition of the shares 
of the Skoda-fetzler %rks, and the prosecution undertakes to prove the 
contrary. How, the following state of affairs is important in this con¬ 
nection: ".'hen in May of 1938 the Cocnissars were appointed and on the last 
day I had received the peraisiion of the Nazis that the Commissars would 
be withdrawn, the Reich Comoissar for Private Enterprise, Diplom-Inge- 
niour Raffslsborger, told me that the negotiations with the Kroditstalt 
should not be permitted to bo continued howevor before we had the writton 
permission of the competent authorities in Austria, and we got this per¬ 
mission only on the 6th of Juno. That can bo seon fmn a document again 
introduced by the prosecution in Book 52 or 53. Mr. Raffelsberger, how- 
ever, told no at the time, "You can make a short visit to tho Kredit- 
anotalt. Thoy have a now director by tho name of Pfeiffer and you can 
say r hello' to him." Mr. Haefliger, who had boon given this mission cf 
nen^tiatiog and I went together to tho KrodiUnstalt, whore we had a very 
brief convsrs-tion, which was unimportant, actually, with Mr. Pfeiffer, and 
I told him ""fa can't carry on any negotiations. Let's not talk about it 
until we have the permission," Since the prosecution was kind enough te 
give ce the photostatic copy besides the mimeographed copy, I was able to 
see free the photostatic copy that this particular paragraph referring to 
the matter of especial importance to the prosecutien has been corrected by 
Ur. Haefliger six or seven times. He has stricken out many words and has 
written things over, which shows that he was not at all sure. I think that 
clarifies this matter sufficiently.

In this Dr. Kerstcn merely expresses what l^r. Zlnssor told him aftor his 
return from Prague and he merely wroto in tho capacity of a secretary for 
the Farben people. 

Q That was page 8 of the original? 

A I am on pago 7. 

Q No, at pago 7 of tho German. 

A Pago 8 of the original. In order to show quite clearly, what tho 
spirit was in which this filo noto was written — tho prosecution has 
aado certain intimations — that is to bo found on page 7 at the top, in 
tho documoot. It says, "Director Zinsser reported about the dosiro of 
the Prague Voroin to be represented in tho Aussig Falkcaau plant with a 
cortain minority. Ur. Zinsser was best informed about the attitude of tho 
Government and he says, I quote, "Zinssor clarified that evon if Farben 
and Heyden were to consider such a proposition as acceptable, the German 
government would not give their permission, at any rate. 

On page 8 undor (d), it says, "Further Assets in Germany," and it is 
a very important remark of Ur. Kcrsten* s file note about Ur. Zinssor* s 
quotation, "Finally, the Prague representatives pointed out that apart 
from the plants Aussig-Falkenau, they have a lime factory, a barytes pit, 
and a lignite participation near Brux in German territory, and the surren¬ 
der of these would have to be discussed as well." 

''fnat we are meant to gather from this remark of Zinsser was that the 
Prague representatives had showed that they had realized quite clearly that 
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it would bs nscossary to give up German interests; that is, they ranted 
to sell -oro than wo were interested in bccruse hero the mentioned parti¬ 
cipation no never did acquire. 

Q That is enough, Dr. Ilgner. Exhibit 2024. NT-10723 is a draft 
cf a letter "f ParV.n to the 7er*Jn f'^-r Or.ji.dsrh nVttallurgische Pro¬ 
duction, the Association fer Chemical and Ketallurgioal Production. Do 
you know if this draft was ever sent out? 

A I do not know it, I never saw it. It is a draft. There is no 
signature. I cannot give you any inforrstion. 

Q Thank you very much. The next document. Exhibit 2026, NI-7982 — 

A Excuse me. Icu should present 2025. 

Q 3ut you don't have this . — Yss, you are right.

Ina Prosecution lentions the 
sentence tfiere it is stated that tha consulates were used with respect 
to establishing contact with Africans. It says that the consulates 
predominantly serve 3 c «nr-aic purposes and give less rise to any 
suspicion. ~/ould you please state your view o n that? 

A This file note of Dr. Draeger«s sh-rs the tremendous 
care which wa as well as the authorities exercised to see that 
cultural organizations like the Carl Schurz ossneietion wculd not in 
the least be suspected of carrying on propaganda. Here we are 
particularly concerned with the fact that a number of profesf^-s 
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end students, Africans, had connections r-ith us and our business 
aanegar Da Haas carried on correspondence with then. The question 
had cni up whether they should be appointed so-c..Hed corresponding 
centers; fo r instance, I was the c-rrespnding nirber of the 
Ketiorx.l Geographical S-xiety of ../.shingtnn. Dr. Leitner thought 
that it w-^uld be better not to do that, because the or.arleans 
wruldn't be v^ry h n -r*d by that. If there wire any interesting 
foiople wh were intarestid in the a ins of the Carl Schurz Associa¬ 
tion, why n t get in touch with the consul and write hira c letter 
and if the consulate wishes it, he c«uld contact th'-su who are inter¬ 
ested ir. this country, as it holds true f ev»ry consul in avery 
c* untry. Dr. Leitner's opinion beemss clearly apparent fron tho 
foil-wing brief sentence: "Cn the o^er hand he considared it 
necessary that the ^rgenizati-n Carl Schurz confined itself strictly 
to dealing with Germany." That was In line with the Carl Schurz 
Association policy and it b*co E38 v-ry cl»arly apparent fron this 
file n ta that the testimony I adj in direct examination was correct, 
to- wit: That the Carl Schurz Association firstly carried on no 
propagondaj and, secondly, that the official agencies in no way in¬ 
fluenced the Carl Schurz Association. On the c -ntrary, they always 
had the motto — Cauti n, cauti -n, and vnri caution. And finolly, 
let ne state — I think the ck-cum-nt really speaks for itself — that 
the Assciati n Carl Schurz andeavored to awaken an understanding 
for the United States in Germany; that is to the contrary; wi made 
propaganda for America in G-raaiy; r, want A to naku it clear to the 
Carmans what America really is, and I again quote: —

I draw your 
attention to G-man page U, parrgr.'ph 5; it is page 5 of the original, 
lou confirm here that the thought of close contact rrith the con¬ 
sulates seenad to be correct according to your opinion, "ould you 
please explain this document supplenmted by your previous state¬ 
ments? 

a At first I aust correct ry testimony during cross ex¬ 
amination by l^s. Kaufman, or, rather, I must correct -Its. Kaufman's 
understanding and that is that it is not c letter *iich was submitted 
to me for xy signature, but rather that ires a letter which I cysslf 
dictated with ell its deUils. This lettir serves as a good example 
as to how I desired the Corl Schurz association to b-j managed. I 
stand by this letter fully.

The raw materials credit, of 
which Hr. Ehrmann speaks in this affidavit, was a credit- which Farben 
had negotiated privately with a London Sank. Tha alleviation which 
this created for Farben, was found in the fact that if Farben needed 
foreign currency in order to obtain Government permission to import 
some goods from for sign countries, Farben did not have to approach 
tha Reiehsbank or th3 Reichs Ministry of Fcononics, to get their 
for sign exchange from Raichsbank holdings, but they could g*t thair 
foreign exchange froc the person who grantsd the British Credit 
abroad, or the Dutch nan, or rho*v*r granted these credits. .

Later 
theso wars merged with the Prrban plant Griish-ia Elytron. Then I 
was a chi if angina«r ct tha ch »nical factory of Ho.-nningen, and fron 
thare I went to the celluloid factory near ’Sannhsisi. 

Fron there I w,nt to tha dyestuffs factories of Lever¬ 
kusen as chief engineer. In this position I had to take care of the 
inorganic factories as plant engineer, and later I took ov;r all tha 
production plants at L»verkus c n. During that tine I had the opport¬ 
unity to observe the structure of lading chemical factories in 
England, Franca and Italy.

If y u coopera this figure with the amount consumed in public 
electricity w rks in Girrv-.ry, you will find that they had 82,000 
billion kilowatt h- urs. That means that Farben consumed about 
twelve p 3 r cant of the total. Farb.-n, being c consumer of power, 
tljerefor-i, was pred-cinant in the expansion "f high pressurs steam 
tschnolngjr in Oermany.

You must consider that, as a 
member of the TEA, as a chairman of the ISKO, and as a representative 
in Farben-naingav, I had ma^iy important tasks in other technical 
organ zations. That crowded u, td» to its fullest extent, and I s 
not in a posit-on to concern myself with any other fields.

q. That was the significance of the-TEA office, as far as it Iia3 
not teen described here dread;'? 

a. Dr. Ter Lieer testified about tl»e task of the TEA Office generally, 
and I need not repeat what he said. I think, however, that something must 
be said about how the significance of TEA changed as time progressed;

The allocation of steel, Iren, end building caterials could only be 
ac'.leved only from the authorities if the products to be producod were 
in line .1th the requests by the autlnrities. T/ith respect to the 
third phase, one uuct say tlk.t cl., investments wore jjade upon ordors. 

The work in the plants, the construction of which was ordered by the 
authorities, had started at a time even before the IE* had knowledge 
of such plans. The.TEA than aclew.:ieaged tho entire sum of expenditures, 
sometimes amounting to hundreds of millions. The responsible technical 
expert then approved the individual expenses as the so-called preliminary 
credits within tho fraaeworl: of the entire expenditure. That oeant t'.at 
the TE.I ms merely playing the role of a recipient of order's, who only 
received their information subsequently. 

The government told Faxfcen nhat had to be done, and the TEA had to 
do with it nhat it coild. If anything went wrong, as for instance the 
title when Leur.a was destroyed by air attacks, then the industry \;as lield 
responsible by Goering, who shouted at then. That, in ny opinion, was 
the reason why ter ileer waited to stay in Italy. He didn't wrnt to be 
the recipient of orders of blom-up laymen and people who didn't know 
their jobs. 

i- iu. Jaehne, idiot was your special task in the TEA? 
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A. At first I ms the ceil;-- engineer in the TEA. Later, from Sparte 
One and S.-arte Three one .engineer each was added. I had to report on 
general engineering cuestio.is concerning Farben, in particular on 
industrial production by Farben and on ov.r relations and differences with 
the public producers of power and fuel. I reported on experiments and 
research in the engineering and technological fields. I was in charge 
of technological credits, and I thin!: that about comprises my tasks. . 

I neither \ant to enlarge nor belittle ny position here. I an only 
interested in clarifying exactly what ny position was. I was the expert 
technologist who was asked how c. certain technical problem could be 
solved technically. That certainly was an important function, bit it 
was very clearly limited. 

Q» In addition to th t you were the chairman of the TEKO. “hat did 
you have to do there? 

A. The TEKO was coaprised of the chief engineers of the various 

plant groups of the so-called oorke combines. The TEKO had to set the 

credit demands in the technological field, that is, to assure availability 

of power, transportation, etc. This organization had to aoo to it 

that the experience.of any one plant ms utilized for tho entire concern 

of Farben. T.iey took up position ;dth respect to proposals for 

promotions of engineers; they laid doir directives about the best way 

to construct factories; and they dealt with the patent registration of 

• 

a technological nature. 

I think thft it would be helpful to clarify the sphere of tasks of 
engineers in Farben generally and the tasks of the TEKO in particular. 

One must distinguish between .iroduction plants, production plants are 
plants for the production of specific products, for instance, a sulphuric 
acid plant* ..nd then again there are general plants. To these general 
plants belong rater plants, power plants, store rooms, railroad plants, 
etc. "./hen setting credit demands for production plants the engineers 
and specifically the 72X0 had noaliing to do rath tlte question of whether 
the plant vas to be constructed and what product was to be produced,. The 
Production Com ission was the one ::hich dealt with these natters. The 
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“2D only voiced its opinion as to how the plant was to bo constructed. 
That referred to the production plants. h'ith respect to the general 
plant, however, the TEXD uttered its views in every case and also said 
whether or not they thought that the plant was actually necessary.

Q. T 2 r. Jaelue, during the recess I glanced et the Prosecution 
documents and I found out that in this chapter, particularly training 
of the youth "as especially emphasized by the Prosecution; particularly 
ty Prosecution S&hibit 89 , Document Ml-JrffcO, and Exhibit 177, Document 
15381; *dch concern twelves with this training of apprentices, and 
you are brought into connection with this because it is alleged to have 
o.en said that the technical coojittee was rec trending the participation 
in the training course of the Dinta, in which the training was in an 
ideological field. Perhaps you can c<xs cat upon this .-natter. 

A. This belo.ngs to the large chapter of the struggle of industry 
against the efforts of the party and the labor front. The ontire 
training of apprentices and with it the .renter effort of those agencies. 
the party and tho labcr front, was, to -jot tho training into their 
hands. I ash the permission of the Tribunal to go into soma details 
here. I think t;iat without oxaggorati-x- I lay say that in this struggle 
of industry I, was the representative of I.G., and of the technical 
coraittos, I -..-as on the front linosaf the struggle, and I think I was 
successful too. first of all, a clarifying renark. Dinta neans insti¬ 
tute for technical training. Its director was a Professor Arnold who 
founded -ho institute in the 1920«s; later on he had to leave it up 
to tho Gerar. labor front.

•r.oie question. The training of apprentices Tmd to be done practically 
~ n tne ? iant s» '-'e succeeded in getting Dinta to liait itself to the 
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ideological field. Therefore,, the technical coznittee no longer had 
to be afraid that the influence of the plants would be taken array from 
the technical training of the apprentices. 7 ,e wore not afraid of this 
ideological training.if we had the apprentices in our plant the whole 
day and if the nan who trained then '.ras the xopar nan. In the RLnutes 
of the technical couuittee, suboitted by tl»e Prosecution, there is proof 
that our opinion was victorious because tho professional training xi as 
thus taken away Proa the labor front. 

Q. I*. Jocluie, in the sane Prosecution exhibits it also talks a- 
fceut the feral that the directors of tho training agencies hod to adhere 
to the goverrusent. T/iiat do you have to say about that? 

A. That *-*as a very general regulation which was valid for the 
entire industry. The labor front represented the government in this 
respect, and it was in charge of the distribution of the apprentices. 

One had to apply to then if one wanted to got hold of apprentices at 
all, but -.That we did was s one thing entiroly different. I retained tho 
dlroctor of tho apprentice institute, Pfiat, w!jo was not a party nombor, 
and whoso removal frc*a tho German labor front had always boon demanded 
and kept him in tliis position oven though tJicro were considerable 
difficulties. Finally, tho labor front put ooo of its own men into 
the place and watched him closely, but tho nan remained where ho was. 

Q. 12r, Jachno, if you did not agree with the Natl ideology, didn«t 
you at least agree with the power politics of the German Reich which 
later led to war? 

A. Ho, I did not. I did consider it reasonable that unemploy¬ 
ment would bo ruthlessly removed; I also approved the rearmament to a 
certain extent because I am of the opinion that a soverign state should 
also have tho possibility of defending itself against attacks from other 
people. As for the power politics of tho Third Reich, asit was cxarcssod 
^ the militarization of the Rhineland and the anti-contracfcuallattitudc, 


I never approved. I sis lied that through the objccti ai of other states 
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that this policy would be stopped so that tho whole thing night havo 
then collapsed, The nonsense of the living space idea I also rejected 
because it all people acted according to that principle, we would con-- 
tinously have war. 

Q. Did you recognize that the Kazi power politico intended and 
planned aggressive -..-ar? 

A. llo. I ccvld not do so at that tine. Contradictory to that 
woro solcm assurances of the Fuehrer which woro also boliovad by loading 
politicians in other states. I could not do so because in tho fiold 
whero I was well i;iforaed, for example in Farbon everything spoko against 
that; Foi-fcon built a dyostuff factory in ^ngiend; it doliverod tho 
plant to In 2 land and helped build a nagnosiun factory; In France it 
built a factor/ £©r tho production of sulphuric acid for tho French 
government. I porsonally was concv -nod *rith nalcir.g the final prepara¬ 
tions for tho ir.tomational sottlonont engross which was to iaoot at 
tho end of 19k0 in iiinich. Finally, I had soon enough of tho world 
and I was auffioiontly a technician to roaliso that war was so scnsoloss 
for Gernany that ono ecu Id only expect it of a madman, and I did not con¬ 
sider Hitlor as such at that tiao. As a technologist I figured out 
that against U3 would bo arrayed a power ton tines as great as ours be¬ 
cause) tho nunbor of human beings on tho othor side was twice or three 
times as large, and those pooplo also had throe or four tines the amount 
of horsopewor; for orcas^lo, America had about eighty trillion tons of 
steel annually, and in Germany it was at tho most twenty millions. 
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As for gasoline, at best Germany had eight million tons. Arerica alone 
had eight 7 Billion. I knew that a war of the future was a war of 
technology. At the very beginning of the «ar I calculated all thie as is 
well known. Bteref re, I c-'uld not believe in that. 

x Mr. Jaehno, the prosecut on has introduced a nu-.ber of exhibits 
ab^ut the feet thrt you, in your edacity as Chief Engineer at Koechat, 
vere ectuve in the field of anti-aircraft protection; especially Prooocution 
Exhibits 171, 172 and 177. ‘fere you active in the field of anti-aircraft 
protection? 

A Yes. According to the directives of the G 0 naan authorities I 

was acti'-e in this fiold. Hot only in tho Hoechst plant, but for tho 

entire 7 a rben osapany.

X na vory graloful to tho prosecution 

that it has introduced to many valuable documents in this rospoct. In 

fc'-i# respect, it doviatod from its uo-al poli«y of only nvibnitting 

incriminating d-cunonts becauso, in this caso, it has only submitted 

exonerating notorial and has refrained from submitting any incriminating 

documentary material. I shall list the incriminating notorial in a

minute, but I w uld like to noko ono preliminary romork. If I h*d roally 
believed in a wax, then whotevor I did in tho fiold of antiaircraft 
protection would havo boon a big nlstako becauso all that I did finally 
hnd as the result that the plant stAff vao not protoctod aftor all. 

And now tho proff from tho documentary material submitted by tho 
prosecution, namely that I nor or promoted the w~rk in this fiold but 
stopped it.

The rooms, tools, social 
cccorrodetion, washing end bathing facilities, living rooms, otc, wore 
provided to our oxpense. Ibchincs, tools, appliances, etc., had for the 
aost part, to be brought from Qoroony since they wore not to bo had in 
the country concerned." On the next page, up on top, "The pooplo wore 
recruited or. a voluntary basis. They received full -.regos during tho • 
training." 

About the scoo subject is tho noxt document in tho sano book. 

This is Document No. 53, which will become Exhibit No. 2k. This is an 
affidavit of ?>. Otto Einslor. This man was Diroctor of tho Erginoor 
Bopertment of the T/orks Coebinc Niodarrhoin, Lowor Rhino, of Farbon, 

Ho confirms in this affidavit that tho cttachod roport is cn original 
report of Uein Group III during tl» war about tho workers schools abroad. 
On page 2 of tho affidavit I would like to quote ono sontonco from this 
report. It snys tho/o, "Thus, for the first courseof our mechanics 
school in Coponhagon, a soloction was rado from 502 applicants, of which 
32 men woro chosen." Ho says further, "This was an oxcoption. Kovor- 
tholoss the following should bo observed, that tho applications to tho 
schools woro much rooro numerous than tho capacity to accopt that many 
applicants 

Q lir. Jaohno, I now ccrvs to tho foreign workers employed in Hoochst 
itself. It is a feet that foreign workers woro employed in tho Hooscht 
plant. Who was tho ropponsiblo plant manager of tho Hooesht plant? 

A That was Professor Lautcnschlaeger. 

Q Mould you say, l>. Jaohno, that you as Deputy of Professor 
Iautonschlaogor had his responsibility, or, shared his responsibility, in 
tho field of tho employment and tho caring for the foreign workors, or

In caso of the for*'i»*n 
workers, aftor they arrived, wo saw that ouny, especially the eastern 
•orkers, hi.d vary poor .and very fer civilian clothes, end rt tool, care 
cf that too.

Q. '&• Jfohno, how was tho tro.itaont in Hoechst of foroign worleers 
in general especially by t»» foreman? 

A. vfoll, I can only say that Professor Lautcnschlaogor, who was 
the plant leader aid who t rtis thus the man who had to see to this, is a 
physician. Profesaor Lautonschlacgor personally always saw to it and 
wherever ho could do anything in order to case the feto of those people 
ho did so. Strict directives wore iss\-ed on that scoro and theso di~ 
rccitxcs wore always emphasized to tho effect that foreign workers 
had to be treated decently and ;ath an understanding for their position. 
Tho plant leaders had instructions to control this again and again. 

Of course, no one was beaten. If this ever happenod as an cxccptio<iol

caso in a plant with 12,000 workers, it was severely punished if it 
caco to the ’.mowlodgc of the management. 

Q. Tour Honors, about the question of the troatraent of the for¬ 
eign workers in the Hoechst plant I would lito to offer a few documents, 
First of all, from 3ook 2, on page 16, Document Jaohne 029 which beeones 
Exhibit k2. This treats the labor protection of foreign workers. In 
the sense boo!:, on page 20, the next document, Jachno 0 30 which bocoroos 
Exhibit 43, which especially concerns itself with Russian workers. In 
this conncotior. thcro. is another document in Book 1 on pago 77, Docu- 
cont f/2U which becomes Exhibit #44, an af.'id vit of Dr. Ernst Engcl- 
bertz which concerns itsolf irith tho Crieshein plant especially. On 
tho last page, pago 3 of the document, Dr. Sngolbcrtz says — this is 
on page 79: "In faot, the plant management attached groat importance 
to tho foreigners being treated tho saao as the Germansj that thoy woro 
treated dccontly and in conformity with tho lens of humanity. For in¬ 
stance, tho cai-p polico and works police woro strictly forbiridon to 
beat foroignors. I only know of one caso whore this rule was violntod. 
Tho worl:s policeman enneorned was punished and dismissed." 

Ur. Jaohno, what about tho working hours of tho foroign workors? 

How was this r opiated? 

A. Tiw working hours were the same as thoso of the Gornan workers. 

Q. Gould one perhaps designate the work in the chemical plant as 

unhealthy? 

A. One hoars layam say that very often and, in earlier ti-ios, it 
might have been so. At any rate, in tho Farben plants tho work was cer¬ 
tainly not unhealthy because they were installed according to tho 
principles of hygiene. Proof of that is the relatively lev rate 
of illness in our plants. 

Q. You said before that the fan ilies of tho foreign workers 
lived together. TTno looked after the children? 

A, Well, only the Eastern workers really brought children along. 
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Thoy came with their whole families. In the course of time, children 
also v.-cr- added where there were no families. For all those little 
c h i ldr en there was a nice kindergarten with personnel from their am 
indigenous pcoplo. For t:» older children wo had started a sohool 
•..•ith a Suasion teacher, I think everythin was done in this roapoot. 

Q. '..'ere young pcoplo bot»ocn U* and 18 years employed in tho plant? 

A. Ss, a s.oll number of them in the sene way as this was ad¬ 
missible in cases of Gernan young people of the sane age, and according 
to the Cer-aa protective laws, with work -.rhich was easy and with the 
proper wor’.sLng hours. 

Q. t/era children under Hi years of ago employed in the plant as 
claimed by t’.ie Prosecution? 

A. m the Hoeehst plant, on principle, no chUdren were employed 
and this ro_*inod that way when tho foreigners airlved with their 
childron. But then caao the mothers to us uho wero onployed in tho 
plant and said thoy wanted to havo thoir children with then. That 
could only bo done if one employed them as a ..latter of form. Of course, 
only with very easy work, such as aessongor service. I saw them clean 
bicycles, for eraaplo. Thus tho childron received the food of the 
workers of the plant and thoy earned a certain amount. The few that 
I saw looked vory well and everybody gave thorn something. 

Q. Iw Honors, about this subject t’wre is one document from 

Book 1 or. page 70, This is Document Jh, tho first part of which has 

already been introduced and which has t*.ic .hihibit &7. It is again 

this ferouan Urisbois who says, at the oot.oa of the page: "Some boys 

between the ages of 12 and 14 - that is, about five or six of then - 

were enployad by us at the request of their parents, without strict 

supervision. They only did very little work, suitable to their age, 

which was .-.ore or less a farce in order to enable them to get the same 

extra rations as the grown-ups. The boys liJccd being with us and were

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li*. Jaehne, what about the medical care of the foreign workers? 

7fas this sufficient? 

A. Tfell, I would like to say a few words about this chapter. Of 
all the claims of the prosecution in the docunente I was most indignant 
about the affidavit of De Bruyan concerning the nedical care in tho 
Koechst plant. Certainly, Professor Lautenschalaeger, who was the >lant 
manager, concerned bins elf with all the tasJcs and all the work in the 
most conscientious manner. But, first of all, he was a physician and 
a human being and, as such, he really did talM care of these people. 

He really did everything for the nedical care of these people that was 
humanly possible. Jto poreooally checked up to see how his instructions 
in this respect x/ere carried out and he personally did overything ho 
could for the aedical care, ife ovon personally took care of tho medical 
treatment of the foreign werkore himself for :oonths when, towards the 
end of tho war, a factory physician was drafted, and ho bolieved that 
without his personal help something might bo overlooked. Fortunately, 
the specially excellent ;oedical c are at Hsochst can be proved by docu¬ 
ments and pleaso dcrf*t bo angry with do /non I say that whatovor Dc 
Bruyn says in his affidavit about the nedical care Is a lie from be¬ 
ginning to end. 
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Q. Apart fraa the plant physicians in the Hoechst plant, beyond 
the medical care in the plant, were there also hospitals for special 
cases? 

A. Yes. Our “forks Clinic ~as very well appointed and it lad all 
_edicir.es and all mdical facilities, but if Tie believed tlct outside 
of it there aig.it bo something oven better a.d something more uodoro, 
then r;e sent these patients to those specialized Iwspitals. “Yen in 
s xll aattors, people were sent to a specialist. Thus, here from the 
sick card of this DcBmy.i, I have scan that ho Trent to soc a specialist 
to remove throe warts. 

si. Hr. Jaohno, this is the nodical treatment at Hoechst. !7as care 
Iso takon to soe that accidents -..oro prevented, especially in the ease 
of foreign v.orkors? 

A. Yas. I uysclf va. concerned with tho accidents bocauso the 
prevention of accidor.ts was try special hobby and lay apodal field. I 
ttt.s the chairman of tho toc.-nical con-ission of tho professional 
association of chaaical indu.tr; . In order to und.rstand thi3 better 
I would like to say that in Germany tho enterprises of a cortain branch 
of industry arc combined. T'.wsc associations nave the purposo to provent 
industrial accidents as far as possiblo. They boar tho esepensss for the 
euros if such accidents occur and they pay tho victin a compensation for 
his inability to work if tills is the result of an accident. Tho oxponscs 
of tbeso professional associations arc borne by tho enterprises uho aro 
u-cmbors of this association. I was with the chemical industry of Gemany 
and in this industry I irr.s the chair, an of the technical cot, miss ion. This 
commission issued tho instructions by nliich accidents v/oro to bo prevented. 
As chairman of tills commission I had, of course, to set up a model at 
Hoechst as far as preventing of accidents was concerned. I t'.iink I 
succeeded in doing that in Hocclist as tjcII as in other Farben plants and 
in the entire chemical industry of Germany. After the first *7orld *ar, 
tho accidents were reduced to 5& in tho entire chemical industry and this 
figure, during the war, hardly increased despite the large number of 
foreign workers, even tho. gh the foreign workers wore not familiar with 
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who dongcrs end some were not accustomed to such work altogether. In 

Hcochat and in Farben one took special care with the foreign workers. 

Thoy wore given instructions about .reventing of accidents in thoir own 

language. One instructed then through interpreters continually. Tiic 

• 

origin of evory accident was always examined and investigated and 
measures wore token to see t • t similar accidents would be prevented 
in tlx future. For this task special engineers were employed by Farben. 
The so-called Security Engineers ,rrul all this resuitod in tho fact that 
tlx percentage of accidents in the unskillod and untrained workers v/as 
only very littlo =oro than that of tho Goman experienced workers who 
wore f aniltar with the plant. 

;. 7na care token to see that the foroipj workers wore protected 
against air raids chiring tho war? 

A. Yes, just as well as Goman •©liters, oven though this was i.wch 
raorc expensive occausc wo had to ./rovidc an air raid sholtcr for tho 
forcipi v.orkcrs, at their plrxo of ox*k on tho one hand, and froc.uontly 
also in tho place whore they ate their meals or whore thoy spent their 
free tine end thon, furthermore, in tlxcir canps for tho night. I would 
liko to emphasize here tlv-'.t wo criprcsiy permitted the foreign uorkora to 
uso tho only air raid bunkor tfdch •* had finally conplctcd building at 
the end of tho war, even though this was actually prohibited md individual 
Party rxnbcrs Liado difficulties for us on this account. 

«). /as southing tferx for tho leisure timo of the foreign workers? 

A. Yes, in a very genorous namor. Apart from thoir bedrooms, tho 
foreign workers had certain day r-ous in their canps in which tlwro wore 
newspapers and radios. There were libraries; movie performances and 
theater performances were given. Thoy liad their own orchestra for which 
we pro-aided the instruments. On lundays, of course, th:y had an 
opportunity to go to church. They also could participate in sports, 
c saw to it that they had tho proper ocuipccnt? 

3- Your Honor, a small cxariic for what has just been mentioned is 
in 3ook 2, page 47, Document £hl, which will beconc Sxhibit 45. 

'./hat about leave or furlough for foreign workers? 
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A. Tlx re was leave for foreign vorkers, Towards the end of tho 

• ® 

war, to bo si:re, at the request of the government agencies this was 
United as it was limited for Gcr..ans. The Hoeclist plant did not, 
however, carry out this blocking of leave very strictly. If any reason 
could be found to lot the people 50 on leave anyhou, we helped them. 
So-xtimes, of course, they were caught at tho border and were sent back 
to us. 

4. Did the foreigners have a *.»agc which was 5 ir.ll. 1 r to that of 
the Gem ns? 

Ai 3-sicall;-, yes. Tlxro was even a number of eases which were 
brought to ay attention in which foreigners wore better off thon Gem-ns. 
That led to objections by tho Goman Labor Front but, nevertheless, we 
stuck to that because tlx sc wages were based on contractual agrco:.xnts.

page 22, Docu:cent .'31 which will beeax Exhibit 746. T!ds is .an 
excollcnt cxa.-_plc of a ease ir. the Hocchat plant in which Goraan workers 
ccaplainod that forcigi specialists received better pay then tho Gomans 
who did tho sane work in tlx sax department. The welfare do;artaont of 
the Hoochst plant, on ^ page 3, on tlx 28ti, of Dccc.ber 1942, has coj.-.xntod 
on tliis in detail and it says, on page 3: "Tho fact that sane foroign 
workers rccoived more pay than o;r own workers is not ncir. .vlroacjy in 
poaco tiuo tho fork has employed such workers and had to pay liighcr wagos 
to theso people. These differe: .cc3 tax due to the fact that the spocial 
tariffs provide for higjxr pay in this caso. This i3 not a disadv uitagc 
to tho Goman workers intended by I.G., but it is because of tlx 
necessities .arising out o r tlx conditions and because of tlx various 
scales of skilled workers’ ixgcs." 

I would like to sake a brief reference to a document in Book 3 on 
page 11 . There wo find Page 6 of the document which has already been 
introduced - .,95. This is a very i. .tore sting example which treats an 
incident when, a-ftcr the capitulation, an Aacric.n officer in the plant 
examined tho conditions of labor.

S, Mr. Jp.ohno, hew was working discipline handled for tho foroign 
workers? 

A Infrr.cti*'ns against discipline occurred now and again hut Against 
these violati ns wo t*rk steps just ns wo did against tho Gornans. ^°ro 
vre no beating or corporal punishnent. There was a carofully workod -«ut 
aystea so that punishments c~uld only bo noted "ut aftor a porsonal 
hearing afforded to tho pers-n ©'ncornod in tho prcsonco of witneosoo, 
which was conducted by the Social Volfaro IDpnrteont. Thoir punlshmont was 
roc' aaor.dcd to tho plant nanagor. This syotoo was s« arranged that plant 
=*n*rcra frequently c^-s-laincd that bccauso of tho lenient Judgment 
that tho S'-ciel Volfaro Department noted out, tho discipline oufforod. 

But vfl preeoeded -n a puroly "bjoctivo basis. If, in tho course of 
disputes bot-'con foreigners and Gurnans, *t was f-und that tho Gormans 
•oro t" blar.o, thon the C-e rryn was punished. That hnppcnod froquontly. 

^ Mr. Jncfcno, the pr«socuti n subnitted Exhibit 1363, which io 
a ree rd of a directorate meeting in 1944, and the progocutirn pointed 
t“ a passafo which srys "Against f-roignora that d^n't return from 
vocation, we cust see to it that the 35 takes steps.

-his passage in the cinute3 cerely neac3 that C-obhardt, who reported 
about this subject, announced a regulation of the government, according 
to which the S3 is going tc take steps against people who don't return 
Yro= lea-'e and according to which the plants cu3t report to the S3, the 
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people who didn't '-•eturn. 

<* Tour Honors, about the subject flatter of working discipline I 
vest to sub it a few documents, First of all from Book 2 on p&ge 
25. That is ^aekne Document Suuber 32, which will become Inhibit 
47. Mi is part of the files of the Hoechst Plant. It is a circular 
letter by a government agency. They were frequently issued to German 
plants during wartime, I h*ve submitted a few letters from the government 
bofore this already, and in surenry I should soy about them all that all 
such letters show in what spirit the authorities dealt -ith the 
plants in those tines. This letter io a good oxaqplo to show that it 
ves always the authorities and the Party agencies which recommended 
sh«rp aoaeures as is the peculority of a totalitarian state. On pago 
2 the president of the 0*u Offico of G«r-an Labor Front and Reich Trustoo 
of Labor coaplaino, and ho says expressly, I quote: ■ Tho exporionco in 
the past weeks has taught u« that tho plant n*nagcrs have not nado use 
ir. all cases of the educational facilities providod on the orders 
of the Plenipotentiary for Labor Allocation. Tho Plenipotentiary for 
Labor Allocation thoroforo sees fit to isouo sovoro punitivo measures 
according to paragraph 7 of Directive b'uabor 13 against plant nanngors 
ar.d their assistants who are avoiding this responsibility." On tho 
basis of a few ore d-cumonts I want to rhow now the tono and tho 
nannor of the discipline which was prevalent in tho Hoochst Plant. 

The next document on page 29 is Uunber 33. Thio rill bocomo Exhibit 
dumber 48. S a b 8 eouent to this on the next pago thore io documont msnbor 
34 which will be givon Exhibit Humber 49. This shows disciplinary 
measuroB against a German who attacked a Polish worker, with tho 
signatu-o of Professor Lautenschlaogcr. The next document, Jaohne 
rfunbor 35, which will receive Exhibit tfuaber 50, also shows the objeetivo 
and just handling of disciplinary power in the Eoechst Plant. It 
treats a dispute botween a German and an Italian worker. In tho warning 
which is expressed at the end of this document it is intorosting to 
see the extreme care that was taken in tho Hoechst Plant with small 
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otters. The fact, namely, that this reproach was translated into tho 
I***lien language and that it was handed to tho foreign workers in 
-*crten and in their own language. The next document, Husibor 36 . on pago 
37 of this book, will be given Exhibit dumber 5. This again bears the 
signature of Dr. Lautcnschlacgcr end expresses tho laMdleto dismissal 
of a German who had taken m^noy from an Italian. To tho smo subjoct 
belongs, from 3ook 1 on pire 62, Jaohne Qjcuscnt Number 21. This is . 
an •ffi-'avit of Dr. Franz Spicss, which -ill bo given Exhibit Humbor 52, 
Jaohno S x bibit 52. On p»gc 2 he says: "It may bo stated in general 
that, lr. S*cchst, the policy as I found it and as I continued to conduct 
it was to cot along with as few punishments as possiblo." 7rom Book 1, 
again, on pngo 66, Jauhno Document Number 22, which will bo given 
Exhibit Uvtfbor 53 — this is an affidavit of Peter Kullaonn. Ho was 
tho chiOf of tho Hoochst Plant Polico which guardod tho factory. 

q Mr. J’aohno, y«u told us about the conditions of tho labor employment 
of foreigners in Hoochst. You yourself constantly wont around in tho 
plant. You saw tho pcoplo at thior work and talkod to thorn. What was 
the avorall ispreasion? *oro thoso pooplc generally satisfied with thoir 
situation? 

A Aftor tho pooplo had bocoao accustosod to tho changed circumstances, 
when thoy saw th"t they voro boing taken care of, that thoir roquests 
w’-ich thoy might oxnress from time to tino «cro complied with ns 
far as possiblo, thoy were undoubtedly satisfied with thoir fato. 

I h'ard then say sometimes that thoy wero bottor off with us than in 
thoir life to then. Man of thorn expressed the dcsiro to romain 
with us after the war. Eastern workers, for instance, didn’t want to 
return to Hussie. Some of tho Fronch and Belgians had thoir wive6 or 
other dcpcndor.ts come to join thorn. , 
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23. P?.I3ILLAj In this connection, I «ant to r>ff e r on page 68 from 
Vc lv-.a I Jaehno Eocunent 23. This is an affidavit of Josef 2ns which will 
be give- Exhibit So. 54. Hr. *es was the Chief of the Labor Office of 
the Dyestuffs plant in Hocchat.

Y-ur Hs«rs, at tho end of ny question aVut tho treatnont of foroien 
workers in tho Hocchst plant I “ont to deal in a littlo core dotail 
with tho Pr^socution's exhibit which contains tho oain charges and on 
which tho Prosecution based thoir case. This is Lxhibit 1367, Ibcumont 
11613, tho affidavit of De3ruyn* May Z ask you whothor your Honors 
havo this exhibit so that I do not have to qor>to froa it? 

"EE PHlSIlSjTC: We do not havo tho so books. 

IS. PP.I3ILLA: Vory ”011. Thor., perhaps Z can quoto froa it. 

Mr. DoBruyr. in the first paragraph, first of all, points out under what 
horriblo circumstances ho was brought to Gornany. Ho says in tho 
cocond paragraph:- 

"On tho 20th of Juno 1943 Z was finally marched, guardod by armed 
constabulary, froa tho Von Diopor. Bockstrnat to tho eain railway station 
at Antvorp, was put in a train which was also guarded and was brought to 
Aix La Chppollo. In Aix La Chappollc w C wore narchod to a building whoro 
the recruiting offico and tho labor office wero acconwdatod and whero 
wo were separatod lnt" groups for work in tho various factories* 

"I and ay groi^j were br ught to Hocchst to the factory of I.G. 7arbon. 

I remained in Hoachst until March 1945 with the exception of two short 
intervals during which I worked in the factory of I.C-. F 0 rbon in Wiesbaden. 

In this connection I want to submit fron Volume III on page 49, Jaehne 
Djcuaent uo. 57. That is on page 49 in Book III. This document, Jaehne 
Ho. 57, will bccose Jaehne Exhibit 55. This i3 another affidavit of the 
former and resent Chief of the Labor Office of the Parben plant in

Heechst. He says on page 2, and I quote: 

""he foreign workers coning from the Vest case on the basis of 
contr c c»,s concluded between 1.6. plant H^echat and the individual conpanies 
of the respective nationality which in these contracts prooised to sake 
available a certain nunber of workers." 

I 6kip one sentence. 

"Ho kind of coercion «as exerted upon these cocpanies. The 
representatives of these conpanies were in Germany all the tine and also 
cared for the workers after placing then. Ve never had the impression that 
these people had been forced to cone here or had been recruited anyvhoro." 

On page 3 ho makes detailed statements. 

"The Belgian do 3ruyn case to the plant on the 22nd of June 1943 as 
er. enployee of the onstruction firs DeVitt, Anterpen. I still found 
Ms payroll end personnel filc3. I have ascertained that ho workod an 
a carpenter at the plant and was rated as an expert crcftoman." 

At the ond, of the last sentences, he says: 

"He VB3 hone in his country on vacation eoveral tines, altogether 39 
workdays, and alwayo returned voluntarily." 

The next docuaont in the sa=o book it Jaohne Document Mo. 58 
which win he cone Lxhibit Mo. 56. There Josof Mueller testifies, who 
was Chief of tho Woodworking Shops in tho ? a rbon plant in Hoochot - this 
is the shop in which deBruyn worked. I don't wont to go into too many 
details but at the bottom of the first page ho says: 

^=0 (deBruyn) never tytplalned about bad food, bad working conditions 
er.d bad accomodations, as far as I heard. It is correct that he was sont 
tc Wiesbaden for a tine. Ko-orer, he did not wish to live in Wiesbaden 
but went hack to Koechst each day although tho train journey was very 
‘edious and inconvenient. This indicates that he was bettor pleased with 
‘he food end living conditions in Koechst than in Wiesbaden." 

In daBruyn's affidavit, which is 1367 of tho Prosecution's exhibits, 
deBruyn says that in the Koechst plant approximately lPJOCO persons of 
all nationalities were working. I refer in this connection to Hr. Jaohne'a 
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statement according to which the raxiauu amount of foreign worker# was 
3,COO. He says furtherI 

"At the beginning we worked 56 hours, during 6 days of the weok 
and Boretines on Sunday* too. Finally, wo worked 12 hours daily during 
6 days of the week and also on Sundays." 

In that connection I refer to Document 57 on page 49 of Book III whero 
tho Chief of the Labor Office in the Farben plant Koechst sayo: 

"-ho working hours of foreign work, rs were the sane as for the C- c rman3. 
Working hours were between 53 and 56 hours per week." 

On the last page he says abmt deBruynr 

"Until he left on the 13th of March 1945 ho worked altogether 527 
working days. In 4€6 working days, he worked on the average of 39.33 
hours. That is on the average of 8 hours and 50 ninutos per working day. 

In edition to his wages he received during thie tino 694 marks as piece¬ 
work renuneratlon and at tho end of the year 1944, a bonus of 20 marks. 
During the whole tine of his os^loynent he worked only on 3 Sundays but ho 
was absent without leave and vithou excuse for 27 working days. For 5 
days ho was sick", 

I now again want to refer to the Prosocuticn'o exhibit, deBruyn, on 
ps.-e 2 , "Mhat was pa ticularly renarkablo in Hoechst was tho medical 
care of the foreigners who were oick. This care was alaost brutal so that 
it was forbidden to be sick because that cost one's life. Tho C-erman 
physicians, Jnnf, Fleischjaeger and Mueller, refused to admit tho 
foreign workers to the nodical installations which, however, were organ¬ 
ised in a highly modern way. Injured workers did not receive treat¬ 
ment and poople had to help thenselves with the few means at their 
disposal." 

In that connection I -ant to offer on pa^e 54 of Volume III Jaohne 
Lccu-sent So. 59 v"ich will become S^hiblt 57. This is an affidavit of 
the Chief Plant Physician of tho Hoechst factory, ho was been a plant 
physician since 1921 and he has that position today still. Under 
Paragraph 1 he says: 
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Turing the war, the foreign workers of the Hoechrt works used the 
rp-.c waiting roose as the C-»r=a workers in the event of illness and were 
also examined in the sane surgeries." 

On page 2, second paragraph, he 3ays: 

first Arcrican commandant of the foreigners ca-p, Major R a ddigan f 
on the oc asior. of a meeting, confirmed, without being asked, tho fact that, 
according to --hat he had ascertained, the treatment as veil as the therapy 
in the case of tho foreign vorh.ro «pb extromoly proper."

Tho witness 
de3ruyn has, according to this envd, visited tho infirmary not loss than 
twenty tines from 33 Juno 1943 to 7 March 1945 and usually on account of 
nlnor ailments, to be treated thoro, without counting tho visits to change 
bandages, otc." 

About the sickness and tvpe of treatment of Mr. doBruyn, I would liko 
to say this: 

"On tho 27th of January 1944 ho said to ua that ho was living togothcr 
with a person who had a soro throat, an inflammation of tho throat. 

How well wo cared for tho physical -elfarr of the foroign workers io 
demonstrated by the fact that vo made an imidlato throat smear on him 
for a bactorlological examination. 

On 2 February 1944 dcBruyn paid uo a visit again, this timo for an 
infected tooth, upper Jaw left, fourth tooth. Ho was imediatoly sent 
to tho dentist for expert treatment. Just as a short timo lator, on 
13 Merck 1944, on account of another tooth." 
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*0r. 2 Sccenbor 1944 lie c*co to us suffering froa an infl»xnatloa 
of the trachea. Sight away ho received high grade ucdiclno, n-acly 
Zresiwl, to loosen tho catarrh *nd Dllodld t» lets to case the coughing 
irritat Ion. 

Vov, it is quite interesting to know th*t ho **»s at the tluo not 
working at our ol*i*t hut at tho fin Xallo “t Tiohrich, sf-ing away fron 
work thoro only in order to visit the physician at Eoochot. Kio foar 
of tho physicians at roochst scons to h?*.vo boon not vor/ oxcosoivo,

Ho “loo roc- 
tifias thrt no Russian prisoners of war were working in the pl»nt; and I 
teliovc that i can save 27 self the details And oeroly rater to tho caao 
history chart of -«r. deBniyn which has teen reproduced on page 10 of this 
affidavit, pages 63 and 64 of Docuuent 5 oo!c III. 

I read fron pago 55 of av book? Kay I offer Jaohne Docunont 
Ho. 64 which will ’eecoue exhibit Ho. 58? This is another affidavit of tho 
pl*nt plysician with a list "bout the incidents of death cases anoag tho 
forol&i vorkors at tho Knocks t plant arranged according to country and 
origin and ''oars. If one copjarcs the total nuiibor of foreigners which is 
contained in othor affidavits with this particular list here, than ono 
conoa to tho conclusion, Just »s tho plant Physician oo~oa to tho conclusion, 
that tho death casco in Koccl ot were lower than tho rato of doath cases 
in “onany fro- 1031 to 1036. 

Q, :.’r. Jaohno, was fchore arv ordor issued in tho Hooehst plant for 
the destruction of all documents roforrin .7 to the allocation of foroign 
workers? *-■ 

A, ’.To, Of such an ordor I don't know anything, according to tho best 
of ay recollection. Under no circutsta.ncos did the plant n*n».fOuont on 
their o-.m initiative issue such »n order. It wouldn't have had any 
reason to do so because ovorythlng that had to do with tho assigneont of 
foreign workers in Hoechst wo could oxnoso to tho light, tr accordance 
with tho social welfare tridition of Tarbcn. An order to destroy such 
documents could onlr havo a.anntcd fron tho Party or fron the 'fohroacht 
“nd this ordor would havo had to have been passed on by tho counter¬ 
intelligence agent and not b" the plant D-nage-ent. -ho plant canngo-i’cnt 
was certainly not interested in the destruction of these documents. Actually 
nest of those documents arc still available today, Perhaps vou reno bor 
that the Prosecution on this vorv pofiiun covcrod tho entire table with 
documents and these wore probably tho sane Hoechst docu-.onts about foreign 
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workers' questions and nobilisation nl»ns, the destruction of which is 
charged to us on another day.

Q, You woro » ao'.bor of the Vorstand of Tartan. When did you 
hear for tho first tine about tho construction of the ^una pl-nt in 
Auschwlts? 

A. As fan as I v nc*r, I heard about it in tho niddlc or tho ond of 
1940. I hoa-rd about the order that a fourth luna plant was to be constructed. 
Tho choico of a. construction sito was very difficult '•nd took a long 
tine. At one tine, a sito near Freslau was-under disoossion. Then sor.o 
other ti-'.o vo heard so nothing about a construction site in Jorwry. Finally 
as fur as I know, at tho beginning of 1941, Aabros for the first tine reported 
to tho -IA, tho Technical Coaaittee, that the decision had been cade for 
the Auschwitz construction site.

incites worn enployod in Auschwitz? 

About the euployuont of concentration c*np inu-.tos in the 
plot itself, nothing vp.s .*id *.t firet. Then in April 1941, I believe, 
“' 3r3a reported to the Technic*! Coaaittec for the first tine *.bout 
iuscbrttz, ho sectioned besides the big rtrat*?. which this site offered 
bec*Aiso of its proxinity to the m a»tori*l sources ^ - dis*dvpnt».^o 
the feet th*.t in tfcp.t rogion ono could not count on *ny *.asist*nco 
in t.-.o constructions froa the existing *rtis*n firas or verino f*.ctorios # 
But ho s*id tV.t ono could expect, por>ps, • cort*.in *nount of *csist*nco 
fror. the workshops of cor.contr-tion c* -p ao*rby. 

In rcr recollection it w»s not discussod th.»t tho inr*toa woro to 
bo onplovcd in the nl*at itsolf but it «to norolv discussed th*t tho 
ia.n*.to* should verk lr. tho vorkshopa of thoir own c**t , *b whero tho- woro 
to construct pror-.bric-.tod p-rts such *.o doors, windows «nd such liko for 
us. 

Chon I ho».rd nothin; *bout Auschwitz for quito so.uo tine. I don* t 
rononbor tl*t In Connection Kith crodit f^plicntions in tho Tochnic*! 
Bocaittco t*.;o Ksslipiacnt of concentr*.tion crvjp inn*toa w*s over discuoaod, 
-■roa tho files horo in iKxronborg I hftvo scon thftt in Decoator of 1941 *. 
crodit application w*s n-do for tho first tino — I quoto — "for tho 
expansion *nd co.-jlotion of tho c* t>s for foreign voxkoro »nd concontrn.tion 
c»ap inrv.tos." 

-his cr-.up, '“s I found out hero, h*.lrc“dy been constructed 
previously for foroign workers. Those foreign vorkors did not *.rrivo 
however. Vhcr. tho crodit »$?lic«tion for tho corplotiou of the 
w»s subr.itted to the Technic*! Coa ittee, in Doccnber 1942, the c*np 
•f»s plre»dy occueied. This w*s done, *s wo h»vo hc*rd hero, *s e»rly 
*.s October or Sootcr.bor 1941. 
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That was another case as I described it in connection with the position 
of the Technical Coaaittee. The authorities nade a certain issue, a 
certain regulation and tho TEA was informed of it subsequently. 

Q fid you yours-.If ever visit th«- Auschwitz Plant during its coiis- 
truction and if so for what reason did you do so, and in what capacity 
did ycu do so? 

A Tor, I did. I was the Chairman of the Technical Cocaission, the 
TEKO. \as the oracticc of the Technical Connission to hold its 
netting ct various olaces, and these places w«re to be selected with a 
view to inspecting th« new plant or new factories. Thus we went to 
Upper Silesia, as fa- os I reccab-r, for tha first time in October, 19J-2. 

At that tiuo our mooting was held in Oluiwitz, for in Auschwitz 
itself there was no facilities nor accomodation for holding any meeting. 
The Technical Ccrrission .iadc an ii.spoction of the construction site 
which lasted pprhsps one or two hours. I do not remember that I saw 
any concentration caip inmates on that occasion. I believe thoy w>r«» 
not oven there yot at that time. The s ocond time was in August, 19‘J. 

As the chairman of «ho Tochnical Cocaalssion I was to scttlo n dispute 
about the sunoly of olactric current. As far as I remember the dispute 
was between Auschwitz and another plant, BUchhaanor, I believo. Since 
I had vc ry little tina as usual, I just settled tliis affair then 1 
spoke briefly to ny son who was working th-a*e, and thon loft again. 

The lost tine tho Technical CocuiMioa uut in Auschwitz in April 
19iii. IV now a few t-chnical plants inn <ilrcady been conplotcd th«-r« 

The Technical Coaaisaicn inspected thes* nlants. I believo wo spent half 
a day doing this. I myself, of coursi, interested myself in thu bni- 
lerhouso, which was under tho jurisdiction of ny son. There a number 
of boilors which hao‘ not been frequently used in Farbcn up to that Min a 
and it was interesting for me to see the various boilers in their various 
construction states, from the completed boilers down to the first begin¬ 
nings of the fundamentals, and the aasenry work. There inmates of tho 
concentration cssnp ware employed. 
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I could si.* that fror. their striped uniform. I could not see that 
these imates 7.*.re '^ployed in any different way fren other workers. 

I knew thst noswhere did I see beatings, not anything conspicuous 
or unosvial in any way. 

Q fou rc&attfcer that large charts fbout Auschwitz that was dis¬ 
played here; during your sivit did you inspect the caap Uonoritz bwflidus 
tho plant itself? 

A J?o, in Tty affidavit givv.n to th.* ?rose-cution, Exhibit 2Up Docu- 
oent !II 5168, it is stated erroneously that in 19h3, I had inapoctod 
the cook hous_3, tho kitchen and barracks for concentration canp in- 
cates. At that Vim during ny interrogation I stated iaaodiatoly that 
that was an orror. r cv the caop that I viaitod was a carp housing 
foreign workers tvt the chert thut vw displayed hero I recognized it 
vory well. x t .i-.- situated to tholoft of thw entranco of tho plant. 

It was quit* clo?r to ae when I tu infc rrogatlng at tho tiDu, where 
it was si tut. ted fer the people who were working in this carp did not 
wear strip'd txniforu* 

A ^Cr.tloe»*a # of Farben whoa I kn uu acconpaniod nt». At tho gatw 
there w>,re no gmrdsj there were no foi-oalitics to bo complied with in 
order to gain rntnnco to the carp ~nri to a.’oin loavo tho carcp. The 
sentence according to which I had inspected the concentration coup 
Mcnowitz has reauinod in the affidavit duo to an error, *t is true 
that I jiointod titis arror out to the interrogator at the tiao, but hu 
was of thu opinion tnat the subject natter tiiat followed this sentence 
would clarify trds particular sentence. Afterwards the interrogator 
and I forgot it, because this interrogator Made the record of the 
interrogation quite properly and corructly otherwise. 

Q lairing your visit at Auschwitz did you hear anything about 
gassings? 

A No, not in Auschwitz itself. The drose-cution, of course, asked 
bc about this matter also, and gradually I began to recollect that 
possibly in the sleeping car in ifcich I travelled to Auschwitz, 
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shortly before we cane into Auschwitz, I r.card c runor, - one hoard 
all sorts of rulers at that tisc, I bdiovo that a aflber of th». police 
with vrhea I shared my sonpart-unt in the sle.pino car, told mu shortly 
before we pullud into Auschwitz that 30,(XX) inuates were housed there, 
and that talked about gassings of th-.se profdu. I could not believe 
that. The can s^eccd not very credible, bucuiso ho spoke of a c.inp 
heusinr uO,OGO inmates, and I had never s--*«n such a lurgo ca=p. After 
ell, that is tik* size of c ajdiun town. I could not see mch a large 
canp snywhers. For that reason, I also did not believe his story 
about gassings At that tine one hoard all sorts of runora iu Ge-ivuiy 
whisperings '.to-t, and if on. investigated these affairs, and 
found cut suB'.tbl.t? definite, very froqu.xntly one found ‘.t was all 
incorrect, rut c -the question iio not permit ou to rust, 
though era. cwld 3‘- *■:'.« about this rot tor openly, with anybody. In 
privato I lirriv .d this matter )*v.r witn ‘rufccsor Lautcnschjacgcr, 
and askea hfn ' .»?tur ho had heard m-ythin. about it. he answered that, 
in the nc ? *tiv . 

W Didn't you 'sk your son *io was working in Auschwitz for quite 
a while, whether u o Itr.er anything about it? 

A as I Sam already told the intorrorator, during ny intorrop«tion, 
to the best of v/ raoolloction I ?skM r.y son in privatu. I do not 
recambor whctr.,r that ms alrcstfr then or, poinps at a later taco. 

As far rs : r*:c->aixr he told ce that wild rut-ora were about in tluit 
vicinity but that nobody knew anything definite. A t was certain, he 
said, that the work in industry, end particularly the work with K.u-ben 
ms an alleviation of the fate of the inn tea of the SS camps. 

Q l'ou I.Ticr>.- nothing else about this? 

A !/o. 

i hr. v.ichiui, have you anything to say in sumnary to wimt }ou 
have- already stated, or to the charges raised by the Prosecution? 
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a I have heerd very cuch her.- that I did not knot; before, .jid I 
thought cbout .-Virythinp, of course. I reflected, after serious search 
of cy conscience, I can state about the charges of the Prosecution that 
I always acted in accordance with ry spirit of frecdoa and in accordance 
with ry btinc 8 citizen of the world, cm* I naintainod ny attitudu 
consistently during the enUre ti^c of th-, Wnzi refine, and during thu 
war. I help’d the vLctins of those tix>.s, and helped th«ja wherever 
I could. Burin/ the war I acted as any otluir nan in industry in any 
other ccuntry of the world acted, or had to act, and I must add thnt 
I acted the way any industrialist will act of a Third World War 
break out, which Jod should prevent. 

If I look at tho charges of the Pj-oaocutxon, then 1 can only 
shake ny head and as a sober person, uhicl. I an, as a technical nan, I 
can only say. thtt th.-sc chr rges cro ti-r r-jovwa ft-oa the reality of 
the noma events of our daily life as we saw then at tho tine.'

EY UT:. K:BILLA (Counsel for. defondant Jaakne): 

Q Witness, you had a largo number of foxrign rorkors in the 
Koeohst plant. Did theso also participate in the air raid precautionary 
raesures of the plant? 

A The foreign workers did participalj in those air raids precau¬ 
tionary installations. I*. Jaehne had ordered who was to sit with ua at 
our c'ask and rho was working with us at tho sane machine, whoovoi’ wa3 
standing and working at the sons lathe, was entitled to rccoive tho soma 
protection at the vory saioe spot as the German worker. This was not en¬ 
tirely in line with the official directive but for reasons of humanity 
we thought that would be the o.:ly correct course of action. 

I was in charge of supervising the air raid precautions in tho various 
can.s. Here care was taken to the greatest extent. If tho camp was not 
close to a tank then water was supplied in order to extinguish any fires 
which night arise. The canp guards and foreign workers composed volun¬ 
tary fixe guards fron their am ranks which '.-ere equiped with mobile hoses, 
fire hoses, with fire extinguishing material and equipped with everything 
ej.se which was necessary in case of catastrophe. 

I can.cite an example. During an attack a number of incendiary 
bombs dropped into a camp of Russian.'workers. One barrack was immediately 
aflsce. The fire was extinguished, without it being able to go over into 

other barracks, in spite of the severe wind blowing, fihen submitting our 
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ra-ort on that fire the Reich-Group Industry recognized this particular 
instance as an example of care in order to prevent catastrophe in ccmps 
of foreign workers. 

Q TTitr.ess, cy question was intended to iave you tell ne utotker 
the foreigners could use the air raid shelters in the sene way as the 

Germans. 

a. Tes. I already said that the work management held the point of 
■Tier: tluvt the foreign worker wi» worked with the Germans is also entitled 
to the sa^a air raid protection. 

Q witness, you said that you wore entrusted with the discipline in 
the plant. I assume that that meant tfctt you had to prevent punishable 
actions taking place and that you had to take appropriate measures. How 
did you do that? 

A "ho prevention of punishable acts was the aim of the Hoochat 
plant. Everything was done in order to eliminate any torjntation to con- 
•.ait any crimes in a plant like that where thefts can enoily occur. Al- 
rordjr in the year 1920 the plant had instituted a plant suord. Those 
guards wore special clothing. They woro black trousers, blue jaclwt and 
a cap. The Jacket was doublo breasted. This lookod like the clothing 
of a concierge. Anything which could in any way resemble a military uni- 
fora was intention-11:* avoided. TIxjso guards wure to bo rocognicablo from 
afar. If somebody was subject to any sort cf temptation and if ho then 
saw one o those guards approaching than did not connlt anytliing wc were 
satisfied with this result. 

Q ‘fitness, were these guards under your sireervision? 

A 1*33. These guards were under a, supervision in ry capacity as 
Abrohr ropresentative and head of the -.-orking discipline. 

Q 2!r. Foehn, v.*hat were the directives given to you by the worlts 
ccnagoswnt, by Ur. Lautenschlaoser and Mr. Jaehne, with rospect to the 
conmitcor.t of these guards? * • 

A In the Hoechst plant wa had a principle which all of us redo 
. Ife had a principle in tfco Hoechst plant to the effect that the 
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Eoeckst plant was to distingiiish itself that during the war it never 
had to impose any punishments and resort to police measures. 

" Q Does that scan that you diln«t want to use the assistance of the 
police and the authorities? 

A He. V*'e didn't want to use the help of the police or the autho¬ 
rities. Let =» point out to you that during tho war these guards rrero to 
be given responsibilities of policeron, .“non the gentlemen of the arma¬ 
ment inspectorate case to re who was to give then these responsibilities, 
I rejected that course because police responsibilities would have ob¬ 
ligated the guard to report any erias to the police. This would have 
taken away fron the working aanagosent the opportunity to bo merciful and 
and to aloviato any police moasure3, only later when the arausant in¬ 
spectorate and the authoritios gave us the peredssion that all such re¬ 
ports should at first cose to no in ay capacity as Abwahr representative. 
.« forar'lly fulfilled our obligation to the authorities and, on tho othor 
/and, wore still the masters in our am house. It meant that tho work¬ 
ing ..anagoraent itself could docide wiiether a crime wa3 severe enough to 
be reported or whether it was purely a small natter which could bo dealt 
with sumrarily. 
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T. Mr. Pools, you said before tb°t it vrs a. principle of the pl n ct 
not to report to the police any punishable acts. Did that hold truo 
for foreign workers? 

A. Yes, in exactly the s»no way. . 

C. Throughout the entire tine, did you hoar of pay rooorts 
according to which foreign workors woro beaten ®t the plant? 

A, -he Eooehst plant did not know of »ny boatings. That would 
n't havo b_ca in line with tho honor of *ho 'olant fa» ^nont and its 
enplo^oos. A heating of workers was always forbidden ''nd always punisk- 
•blo, >o\ievor, I do renumber -re case. A foronan who ordinarily actod 
vory onlaly ;t\vo an ordor to a Polish worker, vhereupon tho Polish workor 
replied to whin with an insult, -bo foro.-j*n routed to this insult by 
■;o»:in; tho Polo. Howo7or, tho fnrcvvn lost his to;r>or. "ho foreran was 
told that, and tho works rrn--,cnont roprimndod hi", nothing happonod to 
tho Polo, only in order to avoid furthor incidents ho was transferred to 
another place of work. La tor I a*jccd about his conduct and I found out 
that ho rooalnod a ;ood workor. I nysolf, in ny cap-city *o Abvehr repro- 
soatativc, renorted this c-so to tho At**chr Cffico in Fr*nkfurt.

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the Deputy Vorstand L'ember and on the 1 st of January, IS*26, I r/as apt- 
pointed regular Vorstand member , when Farben was merged. On the 1 st 
of January 1933, I became the Director of the Leverkusen Plant and Chief 
of the Plant c oabim*, Ix>wir Rhine, whin qy senior colleague, who had been 
the director up to that tine, retired, because of old age. 

I maintain sd my position as plant leader of Leverkusen until the 
31st of July 19i*3. On that day I resigned from ay position. If the v/ar 
had not broken out in IS 3?, I would have retired already in 19 lj 0 , becauso 
I alvays had the intention of drawing ny pension whan I became 60 years 
old. The v/ar delayed ay intention. In 19U3, however, ny psychological 
opposition against the planned ec-wagr that was forced upon Farben and 
upon all of industry «■ nd against the despotism of the rsgiae in 0 «rn*ny 
et thi tine became so string, that I retired. I had a notice put up in 
the plant Leverkusen t« th . effect that from the 1 st of august 19^3, °n, 
Dr. Hcbedcnd w«uld be ry successor and w'uld be in charge of the plant. 

I would vary such .ltve liked to retire conpl.tely, but Mr. Schmitz, 
with 7.-h:m I discussed tids affair, advised me that I should only take a 
leave of absence temporarily and that I should now and again participate 
in s me Farbin meetings. He said, "If y'u don't do that, you might be 
draftid for service in a> me other place and you might be assigned by 
the Labor Office to became the chemist in some munitions plant." Such 
cases actually had occurrid in vari -us instances of sone people who had 
bian ritired fr-rs Farber. whin th sy wire 60 years old. On- was subject 
to the Law of c npulsory Sjrvica in Germany until one had reached the age 
of 65 . Evan members of the Vorstand were subject to that law and I was 
r nly 63 years old at that time, .-fter the 1st of August, 19U3, I cama 
only occasionally to Leverkusen f'>r several days end the last time was 
in October 19i*U. The plant itself I ent:red I fcslieve, only "ne more 
time during my last visit of 27 October 1914*, *-hen a serious air raid 
occurred on that day and when a number of large fires broke out. *t that 
time I inspected the damaged piac?«=.

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Plant had rap rted to the person of ay successor, Haberland, from tha 1st 
of August, 19L5 t on, _ K7 official ratirament had in 19u0 already been 
fixed n the 50th of June, 19U5» because that was the time when I vruld 
have reached qy sixth-fifth year. On the 29th of April, 19l*7, I was 
arrested in Lindau and brought to Kurnbarg.

Fourthly, the shipping and rechins rooms for dyestuffs.and 
piameceuticels. In that block there eat also the lerge photo paper 
fectory which produced the photographic paper which was universally known 
under the name of Agfa.

^r. Xuahns, may 1 ask you to supplonont your explanation of 
the chart by a description ab<nit the various competencies which oxistcd 
in Uvorkuaan? 

A. There wore four members of tho Voretand o - Carbon conpatont 
in Leverkusen, avoryone for hi3 o-.-n particular field. JJy colleague, 
Ircfossor Hcerliin, has already mode statements in part about this sub- 
Jjct. He suctioned that ho was in charge of tho laboratory for insecti¬ 
cides and that the tablet and phial Flent were under his technical and 
scientific direction. Furth-rrcro there was the soles dopejitmont for all 
Pharmaceutical products of Fercen in Levorkusen which was called Iharna- 
= B >‘;r. This sales department was under the direction of tho Vorstands 
-■miber, "r. .'fcnn, and was situated in c large modern administrative) 
tutiding that was build for this very purpose, ■‘his building is a little 
tilorr center on tho right cf the map and has the number 30. It is above 
tie cenj for Gorman girls on the map. f urtheircrc, the v orstand member, 
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:!r. Brueggsmann, cad his offico in levarkusen. lie was the legal advisor 
of the entire plant comtina lower Rhine, that is the plants.. Lovericuson, 
Verdingetr, Slborfeld, Uorcagon, and elso of the sales combine, Iharna- 
rey*r. Besides that l<r. 3rueggoaaan worked on various affairs for the 
entire Farban concern. 

ttoder ay charge ware tho scientific and technical direction of 
lost of the plants, all those plants for which tho other gentlemen 
mentioned aero not competent, ttodor the law for tho regulation of 
national labor I was tho plant loador for tho entire Leverkusen plant. 
Therefore, I was responsible for tho workers, tho care for tho v/orkors, 
and tho omployr»nt of laborers in Uvorimsen. ity deputy in this 
position as plant leader was iir. Erueggonen. 

In explanation to tho chart, I want to mention, so that \to don't 
have to turn back to it onco more, that there aro also drawn in on this 
sap two camps which will bo mentioned 1. tor in connection with tho 
foreign workors. This is tha camp on tho right-hand side of the map 
which is callod Camp fevachwog, and onothor esaj, •Siganhaiia*, of which 
it is only statod that it is at a distonco of 1.3 kilorwtars. «*o consi¬ 
dered it important at tho tiao to havo tho ccnps for tho vwrkors as far 
a .-ay from tho plant as possiblo so that thoy sore not oxposod to dengor 
when air raids occurred on tho plont. Cur own living houses ond also 
oy residence sore situated close by tho plant. ' x boy aro roprosontod 
ns settlement of tho loading omployoos on the upper port of tho canp, 
’colony of managing e^loyoes.* 
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Q. Dr* Xuehne, do you want to mention the carp Z-3lnck, which was 
also the camp for foreign workers directly near the plant? 

A. Yes, that was the first cac_p re built. It was built there at 
the time because we didn't expect any air raids. Quite nearby we arreted 
the carp for Gerran girls. When, in tha followingyears, the air raids 
bscans aora dangerous, when we noticed that, then we built tha next 
carps a larger distance away fron the plant* 

Q. Jiay I now ask you to give tha Tribunal a short survey about tha 
technical installations in the plant that were under your direction in 
Leverkusen, and also a short description about the ranegenent of these 
installations? 

A. task csplant leader of Leverkusen was vary difficult. I had 

grovm up as an inorgmic chenist, and in 1935 I took over tha charge of 
one of the nost versatile chenical plants in the world. Under vty charge 
next to tha inorganic departments, were the many-sided intermediate 
products plants, the dyestuffs plants, the photographic department, the 
Buna Plant, and the various synthetic plants, the various scientific 
laboratories, the large engineering departments, individual pharmaceuti¬ 
cal production plants, and finally one rayon plant. 

The general public knows little about tha fact that in chemistry 

one must specialise down to the smallest detail. There ore by far more 

t 

chenical specialists than, for instance, there are specialists among the 

doctors. :y position in Leverkusen co>»ld be compered approximately rdth 

that of the chief physician of a gigantic hospital. It is quite clear 

that tha supreme chief of such a large enterprise cannot be an expert 

in all data led subjects nor that ha can actually have the opportunity 

to personally care for all the little details, but for every particular 

department and for every individual.factory in this plant, the various 

specialists are available and they are responsible for the details. Thus 

I too, had to confine myself in my position and rely on the specialists 

under my charge, for instance, the intermediate products people, the 
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dyestuffs ch-nists, the synthetic chenists, the photo chenists, etc. 

I could only check on their activities only superficially from my general 
knowledge, hut not in detail. I had to rely absolutely on their reports 
ft-oa their particular field of work# Also on account of the size of the 
plant organizationally I had a number of excellent chemists under my 
charge. 

DR. LUllCERTs Excuse me, the translation was inaccurate. A direc¬ 
torate is not a number. 

THE WITNESS: I repeat. Organizationally I had under ry charge 
a diractorate of excellent chemists . The members of this directorate 
had the title "Director”. Under their charge were the individual depart¬ 
ment presidsnts , and und«r their charge th-i chiefs of the 200 individual 
factories, and again subordinate to th» there wire chemists and other 
experts. Finally there were the large nuebers of other employees and 
workers# 

Q. (9y Dr. Lunaert) Dr. Kuahne, how oeny work«rs, employees and 
chemists were active in Leverkusen? 

A# ‘ifhen in 1933 I tooJj over the plant, beccuse of the economic 
depression at the tine, only sownhr.t more than 7,000 workers were 
prasant and a little more than 3,000 employees w re working there. From 
thi latter about 500 w--re academically trained chenists and engineers. * 
The numbers increased in the foll'or ng years agdn. During the war thire 
•tcs a further increase because for every two German workers that were 
lrafted to the T«ohraacht and othar agencies, three foreign workers had 
to be employed,. Th» foreign workers , for the most part, had not bean 
trained, and their efficiency for the chemical profession, ct any rate, 
amounted o n the average to only about two-thirds of the efficiency of 
the German workers. 

The make the explanation more simple, ny defense counsel has sub¬ 
mitted Document II, Exhibit II, whsre he has some statistics about the 
labor and employee strengths of the plant Leverkusen. -I ask you to look 
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zt these figures briefly. They are on Page 28 of Document Book I.

A. (Continuing) I went to explain one point, the relation that 
rill probably also be noticed by your Honors, that exists between the 
nuaber of workers and the number of employees. In the chenical industry 
the rrorkjr is the executor end the •'bs srver of chenical processes in 
certain machlnss.

Th-sra is also the difference, thit in heavy 
industry tha icorkars only do physical trrk. Leverkusen could be o on pa rad 
in its significance to a st iel plant with approximately 70 to 80,000 
vr>rkirs. In its turn-ov a- it was pr-oably even do re significant# 

THE PRESIDE'.*?: Pardon ne, Dr. Lurcertj I do not believe that you 
have y ur Exhibit 10 in evidence on the record.

Q. (ay Dr. Lunnert) Dr. Kuehne, in what rannsr did you assume the 
cara ovsr tha staff of Yorkers and anploysas in the plant? 

A. The care for the staff was a field in which I considered myself 
an axpart, and to which I devoted ay tine v-.ry gladly. In the snail 
f-ctories, before I cane to Lev-rkusan, I had gained many exp?rienc3S 
in this field. I always maintained an excellent relationship with ay 
■"crkers. During all of cy life, I.was- of the opinion that I had been

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and perhaps a little luck I had achieved a position. In that p'sition I

The draft of this 
planned exercise is :.'I-«619, which is Exhibit 103 of the Prosecution in 
Document Book 7, on page U of tho English and page 78 of tho German. 

•hat have you to say about that? 

A This planned exorcise - and that is very difficult to translate in 
English - it isn't a nr game and it isn't a tactical manoeuvre. Theso 
tv.o expressions refer to-tasks of the General Staff but not a chemical 
factory.. The title of this plan shows that this was an exorcise in 
economics which was called a military ard economic planned oxercise in 
the accompanying lettor of 22 September 1939. This planned exercise 
’.ms carried out on the basis of an order of tho'12.nistry of Defense, 

The sense was as follows: It :«js to bo determined how the Leverkuson 
plant cculd help itself if it was damaged by enemy boobs during the 
*«r. It was an air-raid precaution exercise rtiich dealt with the 
consequences of ar. enemy air-raid bit it had nothing to do with prepara¬ 
tions for an aggression, for a proper aggression. Us didn't take this 
/-Atter seriously in Leverkusen at the time because nc didn't believe 

that any war would case about since the re-occupation of the Rhineland

1936 was conducted peacefully. I quite openly termed this exercise 
as a lot of theatre performance during a meeting of ay directors. It 
seemed to be cost important to.me that the people from the H e hrmacht 
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ar.a the other guests should be properly served with wine end good food 
in our casino after the exercise was over.

itness, you wero Just speaking about the »-callod production plans.

A These production plans merely fixed *hat productions wero to be 
permitted for each plant in war and what productions were not to bo 

m 

permitted to continue and what productions had to bo rostrietod. Every 
or.troprer.eur and loader of a pin:! of courso was highly intorcstod in 
knowing how his plant and Ids production were to be affected by tho 
war. For this purpose tho production pie ns were drafted and discussed 
but here again it could ba seen in no way that a war of aggression 
was bolv planned. Evory st.-tc in every country in tho world makes 
procautionary measures in possible case of war and I understood thoso 
production plans in that sense. Uay I mention onco more that the 
Leverkusen plant was not an armament plant but only a K and L plant, 
that is to say, a plant which was necessary for war and noccssary for 
life. 

Q Ifcat have you to say about the measures regarding the observation 
cf secrecy? 

A iiy personal obligation to keep natters secret dated from February 

1936, HI-4678, Exhibit 146, Document Book 6, on page 36 of the German 
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ar.d page 52 of the English. I had to swear out this obligation of 
secrecy beceusc the -..'ehraacht demanded it froa mo through the Vermitt- 
lungsstelle-V;. Such an obligation could not be evaded by any 
industrialist in any country of the «>rld if its government demands 
that from him. But very soon an exaggerated handling of such obliga¬ 
tions and secrecy regulations prcvailod. Thus for instance, the 
Secretariats very soon abused of the secret stamps. In conferences 
with my staff I frequently had to point out to what extent tho abuso 
of the rubber stamp "secret" wes being put to.

Those arc oxcorpts from the so-cellod TDC records of the Farbon plant 
in Leverkusen. I am particularly concerned here with paragraphs 2 of 
this document that is on page 109 at the top in Book 2. I choso this 
part of the minutes for an cxcmplo to show tthat an economic use of tho 
"secret" stamp was pointed out repeatedly. Ur. Witness, may I come 
back once raoro to the production plan that you mentioned, tihat was 
tho contonta of this production plan fbr tho Leverkusen plant? 

A This prediction plar» contain*-: only a few changes as compared with 
tho peace production in Leverkusen. This was caused becausa the 
export business was given priority far into tho boginning of tho war. 
Only for tho tar dyestuffs production was there a cortain restriction 

for Lovorkuson. Leverkusen did not produce anything in ltfiich tho

military authorities wero particularly interested at that time. 

Q Dr. Kuchnc, may I ask you now, did the -called Security Service 

of Farben and Leverkusen have anything to do with tho secret police 
mcasuros on behalf of the TJchrmacht or with the Security Service of 
tho SS, the so-called SD?

Xuehne just testified on an 
incident of 193 s when one of his chemists, Dr. Noack, behind his back 
vras obliged by the Hehrmacht authorities to carry out experiments on 
T-Lost in the laboratory at Leverkusen; and furtheraore that Dr. Xuehne 
hiaself only learned of it in 5959- In this connection. Your Honors, 

I aa submitting ths documents and exhibits 5k up to and including 56 . 
These are affidavits of the persons participating in the incident at 
the time: Dr. ifeder, Dr. Faubel and Dr. Xoack. I can treat all these 
documents together. The witnesses tell of all details of these events; 
in particular they riport that Dr. Kuehne at the time, in 1939, was 
very decisively opposed to any one making such obligations on the 
chemists of his plant without his knowledge. Dr. Jieder in particular 
confirms that Dr. Xuehne at the tine opposed any work whatsoever in 
the field of special armament measures. Dr. Faubel in particular 
mentions that at tha time a definite opposition to the SD and OKV/ 
came into affect, whereby Dr. Xuehne at tha snd unfortunately could 
not succeed in kaaping Dr. Faubel and Dr. Noack at his plant. 

In this connaction I should lika to ask the Tribunal to once 
more get hold of Document Book 1 . 1 should lika to ask you to turn to 
page 21. Or. that 5*3* you rill find excerpts from the Works Managers' 
Conferences at Leverkusen. I refer you to paragraph 1 of that docu¬ 
ment, on paga 21 of the book. This is an excarpt from tha minutes 
of tha 17th of July, 1939. I shall quote briefly: "Obligations for 
plant managers to maintain secrecy imposed by other offices can only 
come about with tha permission of tha plant manager." 

Dr. Xuehne announced this order, and this excerpt confirms 
the incidents I just mentioned.

The order for the 
experiments with D-Lost, directed to Dr. Noack, which I Just mentioned 
ir. my testimony, is contained or. the next pags of the document Just 
mentioned by my Defjr.se counsel. Only this ordar concerns Leverkusnn. 

< Dr. Kuahne, the Prosecution has submitted a letter by you 
to Dr. Ambroa of the end of September, 1939; that ia Document NI-7U25, 
Exhibit 6i*0, Docuamt 3ook 36, peg* 10 of the English arxi 11 of the 
German. In this letter you confirn to Dr. Aabr^s that Leverkusen 
agreed to the construction of a D-Loat plant. How did this letter 
come about? 

A I already mentioned that I was n.it informed of the secret 
order issued to Dr. Noack concerning >Lost, end I only hoard of it 
much later. Dr. foeek and hie associates during those experiments 
discovared a modification of the Loewenstxln I/*st process for mustard 
gas, the so-called DL proce33. I had no reas'« to reject this process 
shen Dr. Amor^s, by ord>r of the Arc/ Ordnance Office, asked me for 
the cooperation **f my gentlemen in the planning, construction and 
operation nf such a plant. If it is statjd in ay letter: "Leverkusen 
undartakas the planning, construction and operation of this plant," 
that does not mean that the plant was to ba constructed at Leverkusen 
itself and that it was to be operatad there. I was basically, ever 
since the First Virrla car, an absolute opponent of chemical warfare 
and I did not desire Laverkussn to pro due ? such substances. 

The order which tss issued without sy knot, ledge could not 
ftave ban prevented by me. Apart from the small substances produced 
curing the experiments, no chemical warfare agents ware ever produced 
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Lsvirkussn. Actually, the plant, as A-*r^s already testified, vias 
instructed at a different nlace.

613, on case 7 of the Snglish and 15 of the German text, it is 
mentioned that fcewords the end of 1933 in the plant of 
tforbingon, the substance adamsite was developed and later 
produced. you know of that? 

A No, only towards the end of tho war whan production 
had already been stopped i learned of that.,it can easily bo 

ajplainod why I had no knowledge of it. I was not informed

for two reasons. Dr, Hcberland was in charge of the plant, 
which belonged to the Niedcr-^hein concern and he managed it 
very independently.

My 
positions in economic life, in addition to ry mein position os Vorstand 
member of Forbin wire only leading or Aufcicfctsrat pttltions In com¬ 
panies which were affiliated with or were to r:»L-*n. l ost of 

them were small factories producing inor/rani- p-odu=t< like mineral 
dye styff, etc. In addition to that, I was a meaber of local chanbers 
of conraree. These were reprisentative positions in the sphere of 
trade and industry, but in those chambers of coosurc* I was only one 
of very many avsbirs. In other words, in public life, I naither exer¬ 
cised ey influ enci nor was I politically or aonojticany predominant 
in any way* If I could reproach myself ard ry rclleague? with one 
thing, it would be the fact that r have too little concerned ourselves 
with politics. *e as technical m«n, scientists, and businessmen, de¬ 
voted our work power to our a.m enterprises. That is why there were 
never any political discussions during all our conferences. 

It was quite different in other countries, as for instance, 

in Griat Britain. There, leading industrialists are vary active in 

politics and often assume high political offices. If a nan of industry 

and economy had become a Garscn Heich Chancellor, as, for instance, Mr. 

Baldwin or Chamberlain, who were sen of English heavy industry who 
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t c c £-3 rrin* linist=rs, I believe th 2 t the political development of 
ji.-r.iny would hava r.n-.r ended in such a catastrophic way. The charge, 
r.ow,Y;r , that industry, end, in particular, Farb?n, supoort .d and 
drought into biing Hitler'3 aggressiv, >olicy can in ay opinion only 
be designated as eri-oneous end incorrect. 

4 Dr. Kmhni, did you at any tin 3 attend conferences with 
the leading political offices of the Third Reich in Berlin or else¬ 
where? 

A Bo, at no tine did I attend conferences with the leading 
political offices of the Third Reich. I vjy reluctantly and vary much 
under corpulsi an went to a number of Reich Economic «genci 6 s. For 
instance, only one single tine I visited Ur. Krouch in his Office for 
the Four Year Plan. I did that whun I wanted to obtain his cooperation 
in keeping try associate Dr. -d-r at ay plant Leverkusen in spite of 
the attacks against hin by the •..ehmacht. On the matter Meder end 
Noack testified, but unfnriunat 1 I 7 I was not able to succetd at the 
tine. 

•* Cna final question with r-f irecce to Count I of the in- 
dictreat. Did the Vorstnn^ of Frrben, wlv.n hrauchfca appointed to 
tha Reich Office for Economics Expansion, participate in any way? 

A Mo. Ho. Ill* Vorstand was not caked about that matter, 
jhen -x. Frauen t.t.s appointed to this office upon r»quest of the 
neich agencies, the chairman of the Mifsichtsrat, Ur. Bosch, himself, 
gave his formal approval. 

DR. LU15-ERT: Your Honor, I shall now turn to the questions 
with rifjrsnee to Count II of the indictment. 

Q (By Dr. Lunmurt) The prosecution maintains that aft ; r 
the forced anschluss of Austria, Farben acquired the Skoda-'fetzlar 
slants, by using pressure, is that true? 

A Let ne say a few words with reference to th: Anschluss 
of Austria, which allegedly was brought about by force and compulsion: 
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Austric hed bain c. stata of the old Osrn&n Raich long before America 
had been diac vjjd# Goethe even cttended the crowning cf a H?bsburg6r 
iaer in Frankfurt on the Kr.in. 
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OrJc* after tho controversy between the ilapsburgs and Hohenxollcrns 
in the yz ar 1C-30 the two countries separated, ’./hen after 1918 both 
houses vanished a natural desire caao about on the part of the Austrians 
ar.d the Germans to live together in a co : on Gc-raan state. This 
desire was expre.-sed in aany i^eetings ajid elections and it was also 
expressed in decisions aide by the Ger.jar. and Austrian national Assembly. 
Xhe pacts of Versailles and St. Gomain, however, prohibited tho union 
of Austria with the Goman Reich in spite cf tlw so-called right of 
solf determination by the people. Sver. tho custom union, t/hich in tho 
1920* s had toon agreed upon betweerf Gcrnany and Austria, T.-ao prevortod 
by the Alliod powers* 

Trnon Germany, under III tier, again obtained its rl*ht for self de¬ 
termination, tho dosirc awoke in Austria to Join with Gomar.y and it 
was vividly oppressed on aany oc casi via, For tirtmc/-, on -.ho occa¬ 
sion of a mooting of tho amzon-Gesoll; in Gr.tti on £.tptx&or 
1937, rt.ieli I porsaially attended. As s .ja.-.tcr cl f,vt. the Anschluss 
v;as Jubi&ntly Tfeluomd in Austira by ovwvcnc coneemod. Ever tho 
filn which was shown fay the Prosecution . shrrod this oxubcranco 
at tho evont. friond, the Araorican cheuist Halo, says in his book 
what the opinio:: was in Gomany and Austria and tiiroughout tho ontiro 
world, ifa says, and I quote on Pago 235 ^ his bark — 

•Xi. 3/.ZCK-..: Just a ninutc. I'jr. P - rvr.t v*o >\ivo had a rather 
long dissertation by the defendant concerning a mwber of historical 
aatters caicorning Austria with -.rhich, certainly to some extent, I must 
enter, if nothing olse, a personal dissent. But that is beside tho 
point. I think that *.re arc ontitled to I vivo questions which point 

to southing specific and then so wc can have so no control both by tho 

• 

Tribunal and at least the power of suggestion by tho Prosecution as to 
tho course of tills trial. 

The defendant is now proceeding to read agains from some booJc after 
having nado a statement that all the world favored the-developments 
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ir. Austria, which is certainly- a statement which scarcely deserves 
mention too, but I think the examination hoc ccrae out of control and we 
request Your lienors specifically th.t tho question be asked that asks 
for a specific answer. 

DR. LLLiiL.T: iijy I reply to Vr. Sprocher? I think ]Sr. Sprcc'ncr 
interrupted ilr, Juohne*s last sentence in t!iat connection. Ho was just 
going to turn to the Skoda-ffctzlor Plant. ?ho witness merely is stating 
his own opinion on the quostion of tho Anschluss of Austria and I think 
that it is relevant and it is his good right to talk about it. 

?:C -HCSIDZ-T: The objoction of tho Prosecution trill bo ovorrulod 
in viow of tho rituation with which wo wo now confronted. It has 
been stated that tho tritness had practically completed his answer whon 
tho objection was mado and vo shall lot hl_: corpoto it, upon tho thoory 
that it might have some relevancy as to his state of mind or tho state 
of mind of his co-dofcndants. 

Yto think, howevor, that tho natter of quoting from books or pub¬ 
lications is aio tliat night oasily load to abuso and also that wo • 
should point out that it is not tho function of a dofondant to orguo 
his caso but sLqily to stato tho facts 03 ho understands them. In this 
situation tho witnoss nay cooploto his anxror and counsol may ask Ills’ 
next quostion. 

BY DR. LUI-2^Ts 

Q. Dr. Kuchno, you stated that your opinion was confirmed by sen¬ 
tence of your friond Hale on Pago 215 in this book. I ask you to euoto 
this very brief scntonco. 

Ho arc here con¬ 
fronted with tho serious charge of having boon guilty of plunder and

I did not 
personally participate in the salos negotiations. Hoover, I do know 

tho Proliainnry history leading up to then and I can discuss then in 
detail. 

Q. The witnoss. Dr. Kruogcr, in his interrogation of tho 29 
October IStff, transcript Pago 2995 of the Mulish, 30 H 1 of tho Goman, 
states that lisora. Ilgnor, Fischer and you, yourself, had rocoivcd tho 
ordor to nogotiato in Vionna for tho acquisition of tho Skoda-Wotzlor 
plant. You Just sold that you didn't participate in thoso salos 
negotiations. Li other words, Dr. Krueger's statonont, if I understood 
hir. correctly, is not corroct as far as your person is concomod. 

A. ilo. Dr. Kruogor's statonont in this connootion is incorroct. 

To Uluninr.to tho background I should like to stnto tho following: 

Together with ny Farbon colleagues, Pistor and Dueden, already in 1927

I had visited tho lioosbierbaun and Liosling Plants of tho Skoda-Wotzlor 
group. This *.as deno at tho tins upon tho request of tho general di- 
roctor of the Skoda-ffotslor Plant, :r. Poliak, and also upon tho request 
of his friend Roth, tho heed of tho srlcs corvine Anilinehenio of Vienna, 
'•■hieh belonged to Farben. 

On this occcrion Lir. Poliak expressed liis dcsiro, uhich ho had ex¬ 
pressed to Schnits and repeated it, that tho Skoda-Wotslor would like 
to norge with Farben.

The Prager people expressed quite frankly during the • 
negotiations that substitute plants for the Aussie productions in the 
Czechoslovzlia area proper, was already undor construction, for instaneo 
in Suschau, Ifcudlova and Kovaky. Furthermore, Prager desired two-thirds 
of the purchasing price to be paid in certain products, and for the 
reason they ecnrecsed that they wanted to deliver these goods to their 
custo-oers until the substitute produces were being produced for these 
original goods. 

In f.iat connection I want to point to the affidavit of the Czech 
Engineer Sbr-.-ng, which is HI 11622, Exhibit 1122, Book 5U, on page 
ISC of the Goran* and pago Jh of the ftlglish. Heryng says there 
that the Pragor-Vorein already at the beginning of October, 1936, - 
that is to say ;uo month befero the negotiations between Parben and 
von Heydan took place, - transferred valuable stocks and machinory 
to the Czoch interior.* Furthermore, actually we found out later, 
that aliust all blueprints had been transferred to Prague. The Pragcr- 
Vereln would certainly not have done this if it had been its intention 
to retain the property Aussig-Falkenau. 

By the -./a;-, the Prager-Verein also negotiated with the Ruettges 
Plant simultaneously, as testified to by Dvoracek, but the Aussig- 
Falkenau objactive was a little too big for Ruettgos. 

I finally want to renark that the .'Vager-Verein, during negotia¬ 
tions with Parben, also bluffed a littlo when it evaluated the plant 
for titanium dioxides that were in Ruschnu. They evaluated it too 
nighly and therefore later ecu Id not Dect the quota; to equalize the 
difference, the Titan Gesellschaft, Ieverfcuaen, during the years 1939 
through 19k , had to pay ore than one nilli.-a narks,altogether to tiie 
Prager-Verein. This was actually one z d ll io.i narks paid for a bluff. 
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C., TTere war products produced ir. Aussig and Falkenau? 

"ho Prosecution submitted an affidavit of Ur. von Schnitzler, 
Document HI 5195, 2xhibit 1056, Book 51, on page 222 of the English, 
and page 03 of t'.ie German, In which !!r. von Schnitzler says that 
Aussig ‘..ad manufactured typical war products such as hexametyhler.e 
tetromine, and sulphur carboncide. 

A. That is an error, and can be understood because Mr. Schnitzler 
is a business non. Sulphur carbon, which is a combination of sulphur 
and carbon dioiddo, is used for the production of rayon and has nothing 
at all to do with a war product. Hoxanctlylone and totromine, which 
is also not a war product, but which s used as a remedy under tho 
name of ’jrotro.ln, r >roa not produced in Aussig, as far as I know. 

;;r. von Schaltzlor is confused evidently with hexachlorine othnano, 
which is a constituent part for a snake scrocn caldlo.which was pro¬ 
duced in l?liO in a particular speciiizod plant in Aussig. 

This plant was constructed in Aussig upon the request of tho OKH 
and was paid for by tho OKK. The Aussig-Falkonau plant did not produce 
t.'picr.l wrx products. ' 

Q. In that connection I non offer Docunonte 67 and 68 and Docu¬ 
ment 11C. Tho first document, 118, which is Tlxhibit 118, is an affi¬ 
davit of tho business manager Strubberc, a member of the Vorstand of 
the Chaiical Factory von Hoyden, A.G. in Dresden. I shall briefly 
aut forth tic contents of this affidavit under paragraph one, and this 
is in tho su.'plonrafc, lour Honors, on pages 30? to 312.

visits an the privato homes of the gentlemen concerned. This coopcra- 
tion lastod without change until the outbreak of the war." A little 
beforu this passage. Dr. Petersen says, "In 1936, Dr. Uaycr had to 
rolinquish his position as Director General." Then the date is correct. 
Actually, as is furthermore cvidonccd from tho affidavit. Dr. Uaycr 
represented tho interests of the Pragor Vcrcin until 1938. This con¬ 
cludes tho questions and tho presentation of evidence about tho subject 
nattor Aussig-Falkonau. 

BY DR. UUJBBTi 

Q. IV r.oxt quostion now uill be tho following. During any other 
acquisitions of Parbon abroad during the years 1939 and following, did 
you participate pers cnally? 

A. Ho, thoso negotiations wore conducted by tho pooplo v/ho woro 
competent for oach quostion. 

Q. I5ay I ask you, did you learn about thorn? 

A. I was certainly informed about them, for tho pooplo competent 
and rosponsiblo for .this particular fiold roportod about thoir porsonal 
docisions of thoir commissions to the Vorstand during rogular roperts. 

Q. Did tho Vorstand voto on such reports or suggestions? 

A. I can't remember any voto. I already talked about far-rcach- 
ing decentralization in tho F,rbon Vorstand. T7o had comploto trust 
in our individual exports. W 0 knew that thoy would got advico from 
experts, coruissions and their legal advisers, who were given to oach 
one of us. Thus it was not customary to chock on the decisions in the 
Vorstand of tho compotont experts. 

Q. Did you consider any of tho acquisitions of Farbon of which yu 
you had hoard, as "plunder" or "spoliation?" 

A. IIo, never, and not today either. As far as I know. Far ben 
acquired all objects by way of proper and regular business negotiations 
and paid for then properly and fairly. 
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Q. Li*. President^ I now turn to tho questions under Count III of 
the Indictment. first question. Dr. Xuchnc: the prosecution 
charges you with your having enroloy-d foreign workers in Leverkusen 
and quotes a few passages from the ninutes of the mootings of tho tech¬ 
nical directorate in Document Book 70. ./hat was your genoral attitude 
about the question of employment of foreign laborers? 

A. Since tho Farbon plant Leverkusen was directed according to 
tho production plans prescribed by the military economic agencies, 
and sinco it load to keep operating with almost all its plants during 
tho war, it was tho first task of tho plant leader to make tho attempt 
after the war broko out to feet replacement for those Oornan workers 
that wore i^ncdiatoly drafted for war. If ho had not dene that, tho 
plant loader would have mado himself liable to punishment for not no-t¬ 
ing the prescribed production quotas, as has boon ropoatodly proved 
by the dofenso in tho course of this trial. It was a matter of c jurso 
that wo triod, first of all, to got German workers, for tho foroign 
workers wore noro oxpensivo than tho German workers bocauso wo had to 
caro for them and houso thorn. Ikxt mcro than that, tho different lan¬ 
guages that they spoke made operations much uoro difficult in tho plant. 
But apart from thoso aspects, tho employment of foroign workors during 
times when seaxoity of manpower in Qvraany atisted, was nothing new 
in Germany. In tho providence Saxony alone, which is my home, thero 
came every year about 600,000 Polos for helping with the crops; and 
in the Ruhr and Rhine areas there wore in tho uinos next to the Polos, 
Belgians in zinc mines and glass factories; and thero woro Dutch pcoplo 
working in agriculture. In my hone district in tho central German 
estates and boot sugar plants, there were so-called Polish barracks 
which housed tho Poles '/ho came in the summer and which stood empty 
during tho winter. In the Ruhr area, there were oven Polish newspapers 
for tho Polish workers. Therefore, I.'/as not pleased, but I wcan«t 
surprised either, when the labor offices with whoa wo had to register

•S-r.ci-s in the cast. But since work in chcnical industry requiros 
luts phi’Sioal strength but a certain intelligence and ixntal apti-‘ 
tude, wo had -o dismiss a nunb-r of the workers assigned to us after 
'.:o had investigated then. Therefoe, wo decided, in agr-ooent with 
thy labor offico, to r-cruit people ourselves on the spot abroad and 
to 3-1*0- then right there. In order to give the workers a proper 
picture of work in our plants, wo gave the recruiting people films 
and pamphlets about ur plants. • Bjsidcs these recruitings, wo also 
tetdc m-anganr.ts and contracts with Belgians a:»d French contractors 
ab ut so-oallcd locn-d work-rs. Tlo were quite clear In that connec¬ 
tion ab ut the occr.ouic burden i»hich the foreign workers ns.ant to us, 
for as X h-avo nlr-ady said, thoy caused extra xaly higher costs than 
C-rncr. workers. 

Q. lias I affor inhibit and Docua-nt lb. 69. This is an affidavit

of the affiant Lehaenn, a director of recruiting of the F.irbon I/jver- 
kuson plant. This is in Book II on Page 1$0. Under Paragraphs 1 and 
2 of this affidavit, the affiant nakes stat-m-nts about tho unobjec¬ 
tionable aani-.er in which the Far ben plant Leverkusen had recruited 
Polish volunteer workers froa 19hl on. It is very significant how 
unobjectionable these recruiting methods ircro, and for that reason I 
want to ask tic Tribunal to be kind enough to look at Page 150 and 151 
and to read than briefly. Then it will not be necessary for me to 
read details for the record. Tho essential point in that connection 
is that in no way was there any pressure exerted upon these rocruitod 
workers, but rather that until their departure for G^rmpy it was left 
up to their ana f roe decision whether or not they were going to accopt 
work ir. Germany, Under paragraph 3 of the affidavit, tho affiant takes

1 Tho irosacutior. says in i s trial briof in Pert m, on Pc ,o 26, 
with ro’oror.oo to tho T)Z roccrd of U of hay 19U3, ’1-5765, Exhibit 1371, 
Docunont B.*ok 70, P c ;.o 2U of tho ^;liah, Pr\o U9 of tho o’nan, that 
tlwro t:io nocossity we 6 liOiaaisoc' of axploitiof; tho work of tho onstorn 
vor Jeers proporly. V.t do you Vvo to say .-bout that? 

A Tho record, s lows quite cloarly that tho expression of tho .-roaocu- 
tion end tho interpretation of the uox’ atploitction is incorrect, in 
tho record, it scys, end I quoto> "Tho necessity of o proper allocation 
of tho c.. .torn workers is roferrod to vr'-.a cro to '>c o-iployod only in 
plants." The ixcanin; of this indication w- that tho orstorn workors woro 
only to be used for those purposes for which they had boen requestad; 
that is, work in tho plants. It is incorrect for anybody to concludo • 
froi: this racord that tho or stern worJxrs wore to be exploited particularly. 
All foroiyi .rorlc.rs didn't work noro or Ion or than the Geran workers. 

Tho avorc-o xitpwt was even loss; na:oly, only two-thirds of tho 
working outi it of tho Goman workers, bocasuo the foroign Trorkers 
on.-rally woro unskilled and had to be trained for our purposes in tho

For tho camps, tho 
Gc-rnan Labor front jade available canp loaders whom the entrepreneurs 
of the enterprisa had to accept... tfhen I at one tine learned that 
such a c^ny leader .iad allegedly beaten a foreigner in tho canp, I 
was able to hevw hin disnissed after a hard struggle with tho Labor 
front, feowevar, on top of that, I had appointed a supreme canp 
leader free ssong the personnel of Farbcn by tho name of Herr lloliwtg, 
who was living in uy own house, in order to be able to loarn from 
hin at cr* tino how the evaps looked, aftor X returned from ono of 
ny nan; trips for instance. Besides, that 1 saw to it that w eokly 
inspections worn h#ld by the plant loaders of tho individual dc- 
partaonts of tho plants. These people were conducted around the 
canps. So that tho plant leaders, indopondotly of tho plant naiiagoinunt 
could convince tfcabsolves of the conaitions of housing and feeding 
of the fcr*. ign rwrkors. In order that thoy night bo ablo to tall; 
to then and ask tho-i for thoir requests, thoro were interprotors, 
but since I didn't ^uitc trust the intic-protcrs I also usod chemists 
and engineers of tho plants rtio knew tho languages as well. For the 
rest, I always w^hnslscd to sy staff at .!Vcry opportunity, that 1 
wanted to hava th*. foreign workers treat*! and fed in such a wannor 
that tl»j> would echo propaganda for Perajny whan they returned to 
their hones. I exure-ssed this during tho quaterly so-called plant 
leader's notings whurc approximately two hundreds chiefs of the 
individual factories of the Leverkusen plant got together under ny 
chairmanship. In order to protect the foreign owrkers against accidents 
in the n c vly established plants, I introduced the so-called guardian¬ 
ship system for tho loreigners which was also in force for new 
arrivals in tho Levarkusen plant generally. 
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That is to say, ev<*ry foreigner received, cs far as possible a Gonvm 
iiho -ns assigned to hie, who had to train and had to protect hin, 
and ccro for hi* until he hiasclf, the foreigners, had sufficient 
ejtpcrioncu. Therefore, we had renarkc-bly few accidents in our 
plant. 

Q In supplementation I non offer Document 71 through 7U as 
Edibits 71 through 7U respectively. Docuaont 71 is an affidavit of 
the choroist Dr. Dotxiaicr fron the Leverkusen plant of Parben. 

That's on page I5i» of the docuaont book. Kc conlirns that Dr. 

^uehno held tlie opinion of having the foreign workers treated well 
and for the principal cf putting then on nn equal footing with thu 
German workers. Thoaffiant says that Dr. Auchne's point of view 
ms that ''oho could work for us .just got thu cant treataunt as all 
nonbers of tho plz.it.* ino witness quotes certain details and I 
direct your Honor's attention to the foot of page 155 and thu top 
of pago 1>$. 

Dccunnnt 72 is an affidavit of tho affiant Stoeckl, a shop fore- 
nan in the Phamr. TTorks of tho Leverkusen plant, he says that tvory 
forcing worker in tie Leverkusen plant just as every new Gcraan worker 
was givon a ocrscnal gurdian who looked of tor hin in avery respect, 
in regard to his training, in regard to nailing available clothing and 
toils, in r?ear<r to helping hin overceuB Q uy difficulties, etc. 

Hq coni lms that again hero there was no difference wide between tho 
C-eram end foreign workers. 

Document 73 is an affidavit of the .affiant Koch. He says that 
Dr. Kuchno personally ms uctrcruly interested in the welfaro of tho 
foreign ot.rkors and that he hired Hr. nollveg, whoa Dr. Kuehne has 
already Mentioned, ns an observer of the ccnps who was to work inde¬ 
pendently fron tho Party agencies in the interest of tho foreign 
workers. Tiic witness fur the more confirms that Dr. Kuehne took 
tr. Hollweg into his own hone so that he, Kuehne, night be at civ tine 
informed by Hr. Hollweg, especially when ho cane back fron trips.

X new turn to ny next question. 

Ifcc Prosecution has submitted a report, HI 7110, Exhibit 1376, 
Document Bock 70 on page 63 of the English and page 120 of the 
German. They ar» the ninutes of a nesting of tho Food Committco of tho 
Oebocjna of the Ita of June 191*3. In these ninutes, on page 61* 
of tha Lnglish or 122 of the Gorman, it is stated that tho plant 
at 3ruoec inferos all parties concerned that French prisoners of war 
might he beaten in eases of violation a* discipline. Tern wv-rc 
given these rdnutos of the netting for your information. rfhat 
did this mean? 

A If this rrpjrt wus given to n► for ny particular information 
then it ms not dena so bccauso of this — inexplicable passage — 

I must admit frankly — but bucauso at the ond of this minutes it 
is stated: "Tt is locldod that if Director Dr. Kuehno of Leverkusen 
will give his permission, the next Dotting of the Foed Committco will 
taka place in Leverkusen." lhat is to any, I was to give ny approval 
or pomission for this request. Furt!x*rMcrc, I hadn't tho loast 
to do with this Food Comittoe. The plant in Bruex was anyhow not 
a Farbrn plant, end I, in Leverkusen, would never havo tolerated a 
mistreatment of aqy worker whether In. was a Geraan or foreign. 

Q Jiay I ask you now, were the doroign workers housed? 

A Vo housed the foreign workers just a s well as we housed German 
workers. That is to say, w«_ built barracks, sccalled standord typo 
barracks, about ahich several statements liave been made in the course 
of this trial. Ihb3c barracks were constructed extremely well. For 
instance, they had twofold insulation against heat and cold. 
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5c-sides this double insulation for the sleeping rooms, they had 
similarly equipped d in i n g and day pxos. Furthermore, there were 
dispensaries end sick wards. The roous wuru heated with steam heat 
and tl/- barracLs wore surrounded, for tho uost part, by lawns. I 
nysclf supjrvised, as far as ay tine pc mi t tod, the construction 
and tho oxt-.-nsim of tho barracks ana I suggested many inproveu»:nts 
personally. Frop. isr.qy passages of the minutes of the Directorate 
meetings and f^nt leader's ccnferenc-j it c*n be seen that I rjysolf, 
as wcUjs r.y collabvoters, olraya concerned ourselves about tho 
welfare of the foreign workers particularly and that no conferred 
about tnis vw.if&rt. 

Q To supblfcunt this tcstlnony cbout housing of tha foreign 
workers I now rfi*r Document 75 through 77. 

l r r. Presiaent, may I ask you whether I should discuss tho 
contents cf these dxunonts after tho roccss connectedly? 

Tli HXSHKOTi Vo will toko our recess now. 

(a rueass wus tekon.) 
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TrS -ARSHAL: The Tribunal is .'.gain in session. 

DR. LLLLSRT: Your Honors, the witness, Kuctac, was just speaking 
about the housing of forcigi workers. In this connection I should like 
to suhait documents end exhibits 75 to end including 77. Docuncat 75 is 
en effidevit of the witness Finko, who is a senior engineer of the Farben 
plant Leverkusen, end 'Iso an affidavit of the architect Dr. Kunz, tho 
head of the construction office of tho plant Leverkusen. These two 
witnesses testify and confine that both of the large work camps of tho 
plant Leverkusen erected in 1941 to 1943 were well equipped from a 
structural point of view from sanitary and other respects, and that Dr. 
Kunz personally constantly concerned himself about the planning and tho 
oxccution of theso barracks. 

Document 76 is an affidavit of the chemical engineer Dr. Graf of tho 
Lvverkusen plant. This uitness gLvos us a lengthy roport on tlic fact that 
tho caaps Sigenhein and Buschwcg in Leverkusen -.Tore so excellently 
equipped with regard to the living rooms, Jdtehens, sanitary installations, 
and hospital barracks that tho American aid British military authorities, 
sinco May 1945, havo praised the camps without any rosorv-.tions and have 
considered then as tho most suitable D*P. camps. Ho over, described them 
as in every way suitable as troop camps. I don't think I noed enumorato 
horc the details contained in that affidavit, but I should like to ask 
the Tribunal to turn to page 165 to 167 in Book n and peruso then briefly. 
It is interesting because tlcso ajo judgements as a result of inspections 
by the just mentioned military authorities. The result was again and 
again that the ca^ps were considered as being excellent and boyond reproach 
in every respect. 

THE fRESIDENT: Dr. Lumort, may I say to you that according to our 
calculations you havo about two and o;vc-half hours left for your present¬ 
ation. You have, I may say, a very well prepared and thorough indox of 
your document book. You arc at liberty to uso all of your tine, but I 
can say to you for the Tribunal that in view of the fino way you liavc 
^adc up your index you i/ill be perfectly safe if you abbreviate so-nowhat 
your presentation of documents. If you find it necessary to do so to keep 
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id thin your time. 

DR, LUJJLERT; Thank you very nuch, your Honor, I should only lil;o 
to rofor to the last sentence of Docuccnt 77. Tho witness Sinslor, 
director of the Leverkusen plan* find head of the engineering department 
says, and I quote: "Our (tailing oaaps finally reached a state which 
vr.s recognized oc exemplary." 

I shall nor/ turn to the next question. The prosecution, in their 
index to Book 70, Document HI 5765, Exhibit 1371 under nunber 15, and 
I quote, say: "These barracks arc to be dclouscd." That intends to 
indicate that the barracks for foreign workers had to be dclouscd beforo 
being habitable for German families. Hay I aa k you whether that is correct 

A. I cn vex-' glad to give ay opinion on that natter, although thoso 
arc minutes da tod after the time I resided from offico — that is to 
ar -y November 1944. However I rent no blemish to rest upon ay firm. 

It says in the Goman minutes that the barracks would have to bo 
decontaminated — that is not dclouscd. According to ay convictions 
tho translation should read not dclousod, but disinfoctod or decontaminated^ 
It is customary overy where that camps housing a lot of pcoplo arc being 
disinfectod and 0 specially if they arc being used for newcomers. That 
docs not mean to say that tlvcro was no venain there at all. As a natter 
of fact wo had quite a great deal of work with rospoct to tho dclousing 
of Eastern workors. The Russians considered lice as a protection against 
illnoss. Thoy confused cause and effect because sick pooplo loso their 
lice as a result of increased temperature. Thoy thought, thoroforo, 
that whoever had lico would of necessity renain hoalthy. It was a 
known fact to us that the Russians, in the dclousing process, oanagod 
to hide a few lice which tiioy placed upon their bodies thereafter. 
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}. In Document HI 6979, Exhibit 1384, Document Book 70, pa^c 63 
of the English and 151 of cho German text, the Prosecution :m3 submitted 
t/ - rcc letters of the 5th, 6th cod 7th of January 1943 in which tliroo of 
yo'jr associates. Dp. Kuchnc, lyito to you about oertain deficiencies 
abiut tho cabins and they say they fear d-aages to health‘arising thorc- 
-ro. 1 , X-at can you say coo t that? 

a. I immediately recalled these letters. The reports were i/ritton 
to iie upon ay own instigation and these exaggerated phrases were used 
upon ny request. At that tine it i:aa extremely difficult for us to 
obtain the necessary ^atex*ial for the barracks from the responsible 
distributing agencies. Uy engineers had to take these letters to the 
coupelent officers for the distribution of materials and thereby they 
could core easily get the necessary aaterial, that is w try I asked these 
Se.-tle.-oen to write these letters. I believe that the dates on those 
throe letters star they wore -./ritten almost at the sane tine that title 
vi-.s done purely on purpose. Those gentleoen had an opportunity to opoak 
to ;* verbally at any uo.xnt, laul they had any complaints, or any 
requests. It was not at all cuitaiary, of course, that these subordinated 
people would rite me letters. 

Q. In that respect, you* lionors, I slwuld like you to refer once nore 
to Document 77. I slioidd lilce you to refer to page 169 of Document Book 
2. ’.tould tiie Tribunal pioaso read few lines on the niddlo of age 
169. The witness, Dr. Sii.sier, confirms that generally such exaggerated 
reports were necessary- in order to obtain sufficient materiel fron the 
authorities. I shall non submit doc men ts 7S up to 80 as Exhibits 72, 

79, and 80. These arc three affidavits of the witnesses. Dr. Popp, 

Dr. Ttolff, and Leurer. Tie sc witnesses are tho authors of the three 
letters just mentioned dated 5th, 6th and 7th of January 1943. Each one 
of t.-.ese witnesses confirms, on behalf of liis own letter, that those 
letters were requested fron then and that they were written in agrea^nt 
with the oanageoent of the Farben pla.it in this exaggerated fori: in order 
to .lore easily obtain material frm the Gen-.an authorities. Dr. Xuehne, 
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would you now be good enough to "Lvo us your position on the letter of 
21 June 19^4. This is Document HI 7100, Exhibit 1391, Document Book 70, 
page 118 of the English, and ICS of the Genoa text. There again a 
si.-i.iar complaint was raised in equally strong terns. 

A. This incident took place after ay tine and I don't recall it, 
but I do assume that tills is a si.~d.lar natter which was done on purpose. 
Although scoething can go iTo.ig in any plant. 

Q. In that connection, your Honors, I shall submit Document and 
Exhibit 81 which is an affidavit of the witness Leurer. The witness 
confirms ttat the letter of 21 June 1944 was a deliberate exaggeration 
in order to get material from the authorities, liy next question: Hovr 
was nourishment of foreipi workors? 

A. Nourishment for foroi^i workers was prescribed exactly by the 
authorities ar.d partly was in some instances even better than the 
nourishment for the then German nonaal consumers. In ovory case nourish¬ 
ment was good and sufficient, liy kitchen administration at Lovorkuson 
/ogularly bought additional food stuffs so that tho official rations of . 
calories were always surpassed. In Germany today it is saaewhat miraculous 
that still in tho year of 1944, and I should like to ask the Tribunal to 
look at tho chart on page 185, that tho Polish ordinary workor received 
2,G33 calories and the Polish loavy workers received 4,042 calorics. Tho 
chart is on page 185. The food \sls chocked daily upon ray instigation by 
a conxaission. The result us noted dotm in a book which I lad submitted 
to me personally. I occasionally tasted the food raysolf in order to * 
convince myself of its quality. Upon ray instigation a weighing scalo 

•as established so that tho forci#* workers could themselves weigh tho 

\ 

foodstuffs they received. Tho nourishment was so abundant that foreign 
workers, mainly the Poles, often sold their Dread in Cologne on the black 

market. 

Q. 7ith respect to tho nourishaent of foreign workers at Lovcrlcusen 
I shall non submit documents 82 up to 37 as Exhibits 82 to 87. I shall 
briefly explain tho contents of these documents. Document 82 is an 
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affidavit of the ?dtness Kahr. From the beginning of 1942 he was the 
Camp Leader of tho barracks in Cologne where '.testem workers were 
housed. In addition he was entrusted with the distribution of food. 

At the end of 1942 he was transferred into the canp of Buschnog and 
in February 1943 into the Cai-p of gen ho in. He distributed tho cold 

foodstuffs and sold canteen supplies. As a result of his activity in 
these various car.ps mentioned, the witness managed to gain a complete 
conception of how tho distribution of food was handled. He confirms 
that there was a very strict ebook of the food distributed and tlwt 
every foreign worker received the rations to which he was entitled. 

Document 83 is an affidavit of tho witness faltor. That is on page 
178 of the document book. T!ds witnoss, aineo August 1942, was a food 
supply inspector at tho Farben plant, Leverkusen. Ho gives us some 
details about tho manner in which sxwh control was exorcised. Ho 
confirms that control w a s carried out conscientiously in evory way. 

Document 84 is an affidavit of the rdtnoss Collkofor. This witness 
givos us tho extonsivc turn-over figuros from 42 to 44 in tho branch 
canp of tho Far bon plant Lovcrkuson. Ho mentions in particular shoes 
and toxtUe goods. Thoso solos figures show that foroipr norkor a 
wore vory noil supplied. Tho next doemont 85, is an affidavit of tho 
rritnoss Bolz, tho director of tho Do..artiaont of Statistics of Lovorkuscn 
plant. Hj confirms the correctness of tho charts I submitted, that is, 
page 183 up to pa go 155 of tho document book, on tho basis of which tho 
statistics I mentioned with ros.cct to Leverkusen were drawn up in tho 
economics department. Those statistics arc in the German languago. In 
order to facilitate tho task for tho Tribunal I permitted mysolf to add 
a little glossary on page 1S2, and lfi2a of the document book which explains 
all these words contained in these statistics. 
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I think that the list gen easily be understood. Page 183 gives us 
a general survey of the foad of foreign workers at Leverkusen from 

1942 up to 1944. For all individual groups of foreign vorkers-that 

is, for Testem workers, Polos, Italians, Italian military intomeps, 
Frenchmen, Russians, etc—the individual calory rations arc listed. 

On page 183 wo find at the upper right-hand corner a remark with 
respect to the calory rations of the German civilian population in the 
saae territory, that is, Northern Rhine-Westphalia, in the years 1946 
1947. 

I should like to draw the attention of the Tribunal to tho fact 
that those calory rations of tho Gciaan civilian populations ere very 
a. all cccparod rdth tho food distributed to foroipi »x>rkors at tho time. 
In this connection it auat be mentioned that theso German calory rations 
wore not fully distributed at all. 

Lot mo rofor to the fact ttet ty colloaguo. Dr. Hollmuth Dix on 
bohalf of tho defendant Selin older, has submitted evi donee in that 
connection, that is, that those sxaill calory rations actually wore not 

mot. 

On page 183 thoro arc tho calorics stated for tho main groups, for 
tho normal consumer, for the long and night workers, for tho heavy 
Heritors, end for those workora doing tho heaviest work. Tho following 
statistics, froa page 184 to pago 195, contain individual itoas roferring 
to all groups of foreign workers— TTestern workers, Poles, etc. In 
addition, starting from page 191 the nuabor of weekly menus arc listed. 
From theso charts the Tribunal will see that foreign workers had a vory 
varied and vory good nourisfraent. 

Tho next document. Ho. 86, is an affidavit of the witness Peters, 
the manager of the Plant Kitchen of the Leverkusen plant. Tho affiant 
confirms a very remarkable fact to which I want to refer you particularlj 
He says tlct during the war every possible opportunity was used in order 
to provide additional foodstuffs in excess of the official rations for 
the staff of worker# and employees of the Farben plant of Leverkusen. 

As a matter of fact, the foreigners not only received tho calory rations

30 liar A8-2L-2-A-A2H-Schwab (Ramlcr) 

which are indicated by the charts on page 183 to page 195, but, beyond 
that, they rccoived additional foodstuffs which were additionally bought 
by the plant. The affiant confine that these additional foodstuffs were 
distributed in the same way to Germans and foreigners alike. 

Finally, Document 87 is the affidavit of Alfred Peters, and it shows 
tlv t tho children of foreign workers living at Leverkusen during the war 
wore particularly well-nourished end supplied. I should like to rofor 
you to the details of these affidavits. 

BY DR. LULliERT (Counsel for defendant Kuohne) 

Q. iiy next question; Dr. Kuchno, you mentioned tho system of tho 
so-called sponsors before. You said that that was a means which sorvod 
tho provontion of accidents. TJhat clso \»s dono in ordor to provont 
accidonts? 

A. PrL^arily a very careful instruction of foreign worker* ms 
carriod out. That was dono in thoir ow languago by my of pamphlets, 
notices, warning signs, filn presentations, and publications in all tho 
various places at tha plant. 

Dh. LULliERT: In this connection I should like to submit Document 
and Exhibit 88. This ip an affidavit of tlw witness Sicborth, who was 
an oloctrician end statistician for accidents in the Parben plant at 
Loverkusen. The affiant testifies in detail as to tho all-comprising 
precautionary measures for foreign workers of Leverkusen token during 
tho war in order to prevent accidents. The affiant, in substantiation 
of his affidavit, has appended forty-six annexes. I should like to 
submit those attachments to tho Tribunal. It was impossible for mo, 
for technical reasons, to have all this material copied into tire document 
books. But I think it will be of interest to the Tribunal to take brief 
notice of tho material. Primarily, these arc instruction pamphlets 
drafted in all languages in question, such as Polish, Russian, Ukra ni a n , 
French, Czech, Italian, Croatian, Flemish, Dutch, etc. Furthcr..orc, 
there arc posters and other instructional material. 

Let am add something. Your Honor. I shall very well manage with the 
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ti^c -^Hotted to me, and tomorrow corning I shall ask the Tribunal to 
keep in reserve approximately one hour of the ten hours which have been 
allotted 00 * or '■ brief presentation of evidence at a later tine. I • 
shall submit an application to that effect to the Tribunal at a lator 
date. It therefore really didn't _attcr if I do vote myself at sccic 
groater length to tho presentation of the documents now. 

Lot nc continue... Frees a cultural point of vicnv, was anything 
dono for tho foreign workers, particularly to uso up their spare time? 

-TINESS: Yes, naturally. The cultural caro for foreign workers swis 
so oxtensive that it is hardly possible for uo to enumerate all thoso 
individual measures which were taken. On principle hero, too, the 
foreipi workers were treated tho muo as Germans. In many rays thcro 
v/cro spocial institutions made for their benefit alone; so, for instance, 
special sports installations wore established, special striding pools 
wore constructed, sport equipment uas purchasod, music instruments v/orc 
acquired. For the Russians, for instanco, an entiro BalalaiJca 
orchestra was bought. 7o had cinooa and variety show. :ic used foreign 
artists as well as indigenous pcrsoniiol free the camp. Foroipi books 
and nc’.tspapors in the qost varied languages wero available, and it was 
always possible for them to attend church sorviccs. 'kxacn received 
rarbon clothing material from rayon and woolen rcrananta. They rocoivod 
all the nocussary material to mend their clothing. A special sewing 
room was set up for that purpose. Colored papor enabled the various 
papor cutting warks which was popular arong the Eastern workers* 

Then families later arrived, they were cared for and placed together 
in separate rooms. For newly bom children a nursery was established. 

For older children kindergartens were established which were eared for 
by indigenous and foreign nurses, a special hospital for foreigners 
was opened, and tict was (tone within the frenework of tho Polyclinic 
which tho Leverkusen plant had for sane time. In addition to that, a 
dentist's surgery was opened which was veil equipped. 

In short, everything res done in that respect that was at all possible, 
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;-:d tlis institutions of ti-o Farbon Leverkusen plant were widely knoun 
as being exemplary.

Ir. order to supplcrcnt your statement as to the cultural oarc 
Tor foreign ^rorkcre, I shall sux.it docuccnts and exhibits 89 to 96 as 
a atatceent by the Pastor Xouogpr of the St. Joseph's Church at Leverkusen 
The vitnesa in that affidavit supplies details to the effect ti-at the 
eancgtt-ont of Leverkusen plants promoted and supported tho spiritual 
care of tho foreign workers and Leverkusen. 
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That »=s particularly true of the- »Ycnch Chaplain Padre Doyen, 
v;ho wua active in that respect and who iris a foreign worker was sunt 
to Gemany, together with cany other Pr-nchncn. This is the first do- 
cusent in Er-)k UI. 

Ti'd next document. No. 90, is a siniLo- text of the priest 
cf the Church of the Sacred H^art of Leverkusen, with the rkuac of 
Klinkrnbt-rg. The witness confirms that the aanageaent of the 
Levorkusch Plant e-tit availbale e special barracks for hin to hold 
divine services for tho Polish workers. 

Doc unant 91 is an affidavit of IYau Laeufor. This witnesr trek 
the French Padro, I aonticncd Doyen into her hone. This was done with 
rcrbtn's permission although this was contrary to tho official regu- 
leticns. 

The next docunont is 92. It U an nf Idovit rf the printer 
called Jeh active at tho Leverkucscn Plant. l*his witness gives 
details of tiK euro taken of the foreign >«orkors at the Lovurkuoon 
Plant in the field of sports. He stutos that tho nenagenent of th« 
Farben Uvericuson Pi ant treated foreign workers like Germans in 
natters concerning sports. I refer to tho docuaent concerning further 
details witt-. rafjrtnce to the sports ceapwtitions etc. 

The next docutunt is 93, Exhibit 93. That is n vory dotcilod 
affidavit cf tho W.tnesa Gettberg, the social welfare export of the 
Farben Plant at Leverkusen. She testifies about her social work 
for tho benefit rf foreign nale and female workers during the war. 

In paragraph 1 of tho affidavit, tho affiant ccnfirns that tho 
special interests cf women were particularly taken into consideration. 

V.'ith reference to 2 and 3, the affiant describes the very effi¬ 
cient and versatile equipment of tho can> "Z block and Buschwog*. 

Farcereph u contains statements as to the cleaning of the carps 
and its sanitcry installations. 
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I aro-graph 5 deserves special attention. Here statements arc 
contained about tha cultural car,- for the cams through church 
services, cineru, variety shews, language and lecture courses, 
periodicals be-Jes, nusical instruments, cabarets, concerts sewing 
courses, clothing end shoes. There arc ar abundance of statements 
which describe eh', cxcnplary Banner in which foreign werkurs wort 
cared fcr. 

Frracri.cn 6 af tho affidavit contains details of the special 
care bestowed up.m infants and children. 

raph 7 confirms that no disease of an epidemic character 
secured end xt gives the reasons fcr the deaths of a few children, 
cc curing in November 19L3. 

Tiit next document is Document 9L. That is an affioavit cf tho 
affiant ’ .r^, whe wis the librarian of tha Leverkusen Plant. This 
affiant cored for the foreigners free a literary point of view. 

Paragraph 1 of the affidavit gives details of tho work dona in 
the libraries. *t shows how foreign b i*s and pcriodiccls were ais- 
tributed tc tho foreign writers. 

Paragraph 2 concerns itself with the variety of language courses 
set up free cf clMrftu fcr tho benefit of tao foreign workers. 

P’tragriph 3 his 23 origiival inclosuros which constitute exnuples 
fcr her s^».tcucnts under 1 and 2. Theso inclcsurus contain lists 
cf tho b»«;ks available at the lending libraries. Furthermore, thuro 
is scua text b'rk tutorial for the longnagv courses and beyond that 
there arc lists of participants in these language courses. Those 
ccopilctiuns show that the language courses were regularly attended, 
In order not to burden the document bock, these 23 inclcsurts wore 
naturally net copied^ However, I hope that tho Tribunal will taka 
notice of th«.se original inclosurcs. 

The next inhibit and document is 95 end it is an affidavit of 
the affiant Pr. >olff, the Chief Physician of the Works Polyclinic of 
the Ferben Leverkusen Plant. 
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Ihis affiant describes in great detail the nodical and sanitary coru 
far thesu frr’ii«n workers at the icverkus^n Plant during the war. 

With reference to Paragraph 1 , the affiant states that the 
fcreign mrkers on principle were treated in the same way as Gc.Tun 
workers. A spvcial physician. Dr. Fedor, devoted himself exclusively 
to fore 14.1 workers, rurthcrocrc, a special out patients Depurtnont 
wes set up f*r foreigners at the Polyclinic. 

With reference to Paragraph 2 , he states that dental core ras 
providoo by n special dental station *«t up for the foreign workers. 

Lj xwxt decut.jnt, 96 will deal with that also. 

Paragraph 3 shows that in 19U2, tdion tlw nuntocr of fcr. ign workers 
increased, a special auxiliary hospital was created for foreign workers, 
in the beginning providing % end later 150 beds and that all the 
nocissary i«.part3>onta won. installed in thut hospital. The auxiliary 
hospital wi'S '.voiyjhcro considered as being a nod cl hospital. 

Paragraph u shows that tho babiue and infants nf the fwialu 
foreigners weru cored for in a special children’s nursery. 

Paragraph 5 nontiens that the polyclinic of the Fort ton Lever¬ 
kusen Plant was very reluctant and negativu in its attitude toward 
interruptions of prjgnacy. Such interruptions of prcgnacy, or, 
ab?rti«,ns ware only carried cut cn Russian ftnalo wrrkcrs when they 
theaswives ?skcd frr it. This was daw by a Russian gyncacnlnj ist. 

Dr. Kit&izev. Tfc* polyclinic was madr m variable for thcs.i cases 
upon order ^f thj authorities. 

Paragraph o states that the porscttiel of the foreigners’ 
department of the polyclinic was increased with the dcaond. 

Paragraph 7 reports cf the difficulties caused by the sudd.m 
arrival of the larger transports and how these difficulties were 
-Verccra. rurthenaore, the witness reports on the reasons for costs 
of death aacng children. 

Paragraph 8 describes the difficulties caused by the continuous 
air raids and haw such difficulties were overcame. 
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Paragraph 9 refers tc the extension records cf the polyclinic 
erne mine &hj mauical care fer the ferclgn.'S'S and finally Paragraph 
10 of the document deals cn page 233 with the State of health of the 
foreign wrrKt-rs. It is stated that on the average, the state of 
health cf foreign writers ras better than that of tho German workers. 

I should like to oak the Tribunal to parsuc page 233 cf Document 
Bock XSX. If yai will turn to that pege, you will find that the 
percent*-** -re given for the years cf 191*3 and 191*1* about tho sick. 

Fr^a these figures, jnu will see that the state of health of foreign¬ 
ers was hotter than that of the Guraans. 

*>o lest (kcuaunt in this orics of documents is docu.iont 96. 

This is nn affidavit of the affiant Dr. i/ron, who was in charge 
•f tho dental statin set up for the fradenors. Hums in charfo 
cf the acntil stati. n, together with an-.thur dentist. He givos dotr.ll- 
cd stutciionta cs to the extensive dental care for foreign workers. 

This dental care corresponds with the acst modern results of dental 
scionco. In ardor to illustrate this*, statements, you will find on 

pago 236 and 237, two pictures taken at tnat dental station. I

copies, that is c.i 236 to 237 of the decuoont book. 
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3 '£ IP-. LIT. 12P-T: 

Q I shall now turn to the next question. The Prosecution 
maintains, referring to a letter by toe Belgian firm Swannet 4 Francois, 
of 20 September 19B3, Document HI-6999, Exhibit 1379, Document Book 70, 
page 77 of the English and 132 of the German text, that 25 per cent of 
all foreign employees fell ill with typhoid. In the Prosecution's index 
of Book 70 it is stated even that 75 per cent of all employees of Lever¬ 
kusen were afflicted with that illness, that is to say, 3,000 to 1|,000 
uen. ’/hat can you say about that? 

A It is incomprehensible to mo that any such statement could 
be made. Every reader of the document submitted by the Prosecution can 
soe that this assertion is obviously incorrect. It becomes apparent 
from this correspondence which dates to, by the way, a time aftor ray 
resignation, that the foreraan of the Belgian firm which had 120 norlcors 
employed at Leverkusen, reported that 25* of the foreigners at tho 
Eigenlieija Canp near Ilannsfcld, had fallen ill with typhoid. 

The ony.roring lotter of tho 29 Septombor 19B3, on page 135 of tho 
Gerran look 71* of the English, shows that we aro here only concerned with 
oleven typhoid cases of which two were fatal. That is excellent proof 
:or the Efficient nodical care and the. hygienic installations of that 
COap . Physicians* as well as laymen, will admit that if in so large a 
car.p a typhoid disease breaks out, it is almost a miracle that it can bo 
limited to eleven cases only, if one considers that the canp housed over 
2,000 people. 

T.ue Prosecution's own document shows, furthermore, that at the 
ti:5e t; * e iilnesses in the Foreign Workers' Camps at the Leverkusen Plant 
•••ere between 1.5 to 1.7 per cent of the sura of the workers; in otter 
words, these figures are extremely lwr and I don't think I have to add 
anytiiing to then.

A The document in question, 3ook 70, Page 62 of the German 
end rags 2? of the English, dated 10 J u ly 19UU, is a document v/hich 
originated after ay time.

I ccn refer you to the affidavit of Dr. Wolff which primarily confirms 
that these abortions were only carried out upon request of the roman con¬ 
cerned and after thorough nodical examination.

Page 26 of the English and 61 of tho German text, has asserted that at 
tho tino, in July 19UU, female foreign workers who repeatedly spent their, 
nights outside of the camp core locked up by the police over Sunday, which 
prevented a decrease in the output of cork. What do you knovr about that? 

A I did attend that meeting of the 10 of July 19U* as a guost.

Q Dr. Kuohne, you rontionod before that the eastern workers and 
tl» Polish workers rero so-xr./hat worse treated with respect to salaries 
than tho other foreign workers and the German workers. Can you briofly 
giv: no some more details on that matter and what was your own attitude 
on that point? 

A The German authorities had ordered that from t.ho Polish and 
Eastern workers' salaries a so-oalled Eastern 'Workers tax was to be do- 
dcciod and paid to the finance offices. The reason therefore, ir. ray 
recollection was stated as being that these workers wore to bo paid in 
accordance with Eastern conditions and that they had lower social demands. 
‘"°y said fch2t deductions had to be made in payment of the good conditions 
afforded them by us. I don't remember that matter exactly. Honovor, I did

1 
should new like to supplcnent this raterill by Document and Exhibit 
No. ICO. This is en affidavit of tho witness Rcettger the office 
manager cf tho Farben plant at Leverkusen. He enclosed U7 photo¬ 
graphs to his affidavit, and he ernfina that these photographs 
giVo an objective and true inprtssion of tho housing and feeding 
installation fer tha foreign workers at Leverkusen of these timus. 

* urth«ni».rc, thr.se photographs segments sh r* free the medical end cul¬ 
tural cert for thu foreign workers. I should liko to ask tho 
Tribunal tv briefly peruse these photogreUis. They arc to be f<xind 
cn pages 2L8 to 270 of Dccuncnt Beck lie. 3. Perhaps it is not 
rwccsscry fer no to explain these photographs. Every photograph has 
a caption which tells you what it is intended to sh-w. I sh.aild 
liok to refer the Tribunal's particular ettentien to cno photc.-raph 
The Tribunal tt*U find that tho foreign fwaalo workors ware not only 
excellently ncurishod, but that theyver- dressed in a fasi nnblo 
and with good taste. This was so because Farbon supplied these fo 
reign furalc workers with their own Farbon clothii* nitorial. 

»his, Ar instancu, boccaes apparent fro* the photographs on page 
2hS and 256. The photographs confines everything which has boon sta¬ 
ted bofvru. I Just refer ycu to the lavs around the barracks, tho 
kitchen installPtirns, tho dayrrons; the distribution of food, 
th- oesshells; the mshr as, the sewing r^m, pictures takon to be 
sent to Berbers cf tho fanilits cf foreign workers abroad thu nodical 
and solitary installations cf the camp. You can leek at thu instate-

tiens re-ns for language courses, tho nurseries, etc. I shuuld 
new like to offer into evidence Dccuncnt 101 and 102, as Exhibits 
101 and 102 . 

fchibit 101 is an affidavit by the Belgian painter Eelen. In¬ 
states that free 19L2 to 1915 he was excellently treated at the 
Farben plant L-various en, and that he hinsolf felt very happy at the 

Farben plant at Leverkusen, as well as nany others cf his relatives, 
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and that they wanted to regain ther-. forever. If one takes into 
esnsidt-ratira all the dccuncntary material submitted, such a desira 
ta stay r.t Leverkusen forever scons to be very comprehensible. 

Document 102 consists of three testimonies of foreign nerkors, 
cna of thorn a female tostineniaes ccnfim that they were at the 
Far ben Fjant during the war and that they we-ro oxccllcntly and 
justly treated tnora. These statements bear the date of 19L6, 
end do net bear the fern cf affidavits. I had these testimonies 
supplemented therefore by the affidavit cf Dr. Seel, the Director 
cf the riant IVutccticn Greup of the Leverkusen plant. Ho ccnfims 
in his affidavit that these throe tostinonics of those three foreign 
workers rero given to him in the year cf 19L6 voluntarily by thj 
affiants bocauao those foreign workers, as well os many other foreign 
workers, felt s? va-y happy at Lovortmsen. If cno asks hew this 
excellent treatment cf foreign workers at Leverkusen was at all 
p.sslblo, cm <cust point cut two facts. For one thing, the Farben 
plant At Leverkusen, cs it was testified to by Ur. Kuchno, hod always 
hod exemplary social institutions. Thun again. Dr. Kuchno himcolf 
always desired tha foreign cwrkars to ho treated well. Fer two 
examples f-T that statement I should liko to draw the attention of 
the Tribunal -nc■. o..ro tc Dccuount 50, in Document Beck II. I should 
liko to usk the Trib»uial tc turn to paragraphs U hod 6 of this 
excerpt from tho Minutes of the Fjrbcn plant ct Leverkusen. 

These two minutes, of the 26th of February 19L1 and 28th -,f July 
19L3 give Jen cocanplos cf the requests oado by Dr- Kue-hne tu the 
plant leaders to care for foxvign workers end to treat thorn justly 
and adequately. Tju will find this statement on page 109 and cn pego

A n conclusion, I should like at this point to deal once mc.ro 
briefly with D 'cument 7L, in Decunont Book II. It is tc be found 
cn pages 161 and 162- 
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I shall ouutc i vi ?7 few sentences of this affidavit by this witness* 

I start iTua the b.'ttcn of page 161; I quite: "The foreign nerfcors 
at the tint of their arrival possessed for the nost part only 
tattered clothing. They were also to u groat extent in a bad physical 
condition. After a short tioe alrcad; me could observe that c change 
had token place; first, through the welfare work of the plant for 
these oceplc, and then also through privato procurement of clothing 
freo thu civilian papulation. The funcle canp occupants received oatn- 
rials fren tho firo in order to uakc their own dresses. All told, 
it could be noted that after a certain period cf tine the foreigners 
vrerc as well dressed as the German population, and that thoir physic -1 
condition could also be described as nororl. H is known tc no thut 
nony vf the occupants of the canp hae thu desire after the end .<f the 
vnr t.- bv able V c^ntinuo w.rking in the plant and that they did not 
rish t.» ruturn tc thoir honoland. Ciffip occupants who had already 
boon sunt away ratumed again and again to the canp in Leverkusen 
trying t" regain there.* 

V, next qiestion, Dr. Kuehno, diet you know that part ..f the

f reign workers frxi the oast or freo *ha west wore conscripted for 
w-rk, that is tc say, did not ccoc to Germany voluntarily, did you 
kn.ir that they weru sent ta Geraany in ^rdcr to w rk there and, 
in ease you did knew that, since when did you know it? 

A As far as I remember, I only hoard toward the end f 1?!£, 
through reports and runers, that workers sent to Germany were conscript¬ 
ed fr,r that wjrk and did n t erne voluntarily. Up tc that point, 

1 had that only th- se workers recruited by ourselves abroad, 

but also the frruign workers assignor to us by the Labor Office had 
conx to Geraany voluntarily. 

Q L :< you know that children were allegedly employed at tho 
Leverkusen plant? 

A Durinr the tine I was in charge cf the Leverkusen plant, I 
cannot remember that there were ?ay children at the foreign r jirrp of 
Leverkusen. 
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whether that was true at a later date, and how they were euployed, 

I cannot say fl-ca ny run experiences. 

D. r ., U&Jl'vP.?: x n that connection I shall suboit Exhibit and 
Becummts 103 and 10Uj D.- C unent 103 is an affidavit of the witness 
Zargts, an oxnert nf the Sccial Department of the Farbcn plant 
Leverkusen. The affiant certifies that the Labcr Allocation of 
ftissicr. children since the fall cf 151*3 and that that was so upon 
tho cun vrish of tho parents ccncernoc*. Generally, they only workod 
up to four hours daily; children under 12 -oars vrerc never employed 
and children froj, 12 tc U* were ^nly aeployud exceptionally, that 
is to say, .qrncrally only children ova* lb yoars of age; vwrk at 
night cr cn Sundays »r holidays was rut of the question. 

D'«cur*nt 101* is tho affidavit of the affiant li.rsch. It glvos 
us sene su^plaacntil details and refers to this lob<r allrcation of 
a f;w Russian children at the Leverkusen Farbcn plant.
